life of Prince Louis Napoleon, that oven 
had his tastes drawn him toward a lif of 
pleasure, he would not have boon ablo, for 
want of money, to gratify them. He was 
debarred by the emphasis of his purse from 
indulging in the amusements which society 
is agreed in thinking a young prince ought 
te Seedulgen daly OU Wes WUD proud UU! 
“‘sponge’’ on gay, wealthy, and illustrious 
friends. It was to guard against this mia- 
representation being found out that all the 
Imperialist, organs, in obedience to a tele- 
gram from tho ex-Empress heraelf,did not, 
in giving ‘‘the will,” publish the list of the 
Prince's bequests—with the exception of 
his legacy to Prince Victor. At Chisol- 
hurst they felt how damaging it would be 
to the reputation of the Louis Napoleon 
family if it came out that the Prince could, 
after bequeathing the bulk of his estate to 
his mother, leave $22,000 to cousins and 
personal friends, and $1,000 a year to his 
two servants. The conclusion they ap- 
prehended which would be drawn in France 
was that the nest of the Empresas was well 
foathered with plunder, and that her 
wealth accounted for the defalcations in 
the accounts of Louis Napoleon’s Govern- 
ment, brought last week to light by a Com- 
mittee of the Chamber, presided over by 
M. Guichard. This investigating body 
have laid their hands on documents proving 
that for several years 64,000 soldiers and 
marines wore charged for in the estimates, 
who did not exist. The evidence was sup: 
posed to have been destroyed in the burn- 
ing ofthe Finance Ministry. The pur- 
chase of an American war-ship, which 
proved to be unseaworthy, and had to be 
sold as old iron before it was ever put into 
commission, was another job in which the 
Court and agang of American hangers-on 
to it participated. Whilst these pecula- 
tions were being searched into, inquiries 
were actively pursued into the sources 
whence the Ministers who shared the re- 
sponsibility of the Imperial family and the 
ex-Empreas dorive their incomes, The 
Committee will report in fayor of a seizure 
of what estates are legally available to the 
Treasury. 


Napoleon III.’s widow derives her rove- 
nues from three sources: the product of 
savings and speculations, the insurance on 
the Emperor's life,and the real estate which 
the Empress brought in her own name 
when she was on the throne, and which is 
approximately valued at $5,400,000. 
Nominal sales have been made sinco she 
went to Uhiselhurst, as well as two genuine 
ones. Eugene disposed fora great sum of 


th a Reaey jm the Tue d’Alba, and of tho 
noute rh which M. Wouner wes cuss ee 


free, atthe corner of the Rue de !'Eysee, 
for $60,000. The purchaser of this estate 
was Baron Hisch, whilom ‘‘the Turkish 
Railway King.” There are, desides, es- 
tates in Spain, in Switzerland, and in Hun- 
gary. The Hungarian one was acquired 
within the present year, and is adjacent to 
a favorite domain of Conrt Zichy. Under 
the will of her ill-starred son, the Empress 
comes in for the Bicciochi properties near 
Trieste and in Tuscany, as well as houses 
and grounds in Toulouse and its envirous. 
The Toulouse property is considerable, and 
was left to the Prince by a General who 
had been his equerry in his babyhood. 
Eugenio, whose woe must indeed have been 
nnutterable, cried, when the tidings of her 
son’s death was brought to her, ‘'7out est 
fini ; Tout est fini: Je ne suis plus rien.” 
With the wealth remaining to her she 
could atill play a commanding role in found- 
ing o religious house and becoming its 
suyerior. It is reported that sho intends 
to join the Carmelities near Bourgos, and 
spond the rest of her life in penance and 
devotion. M. Rouher, I was told by M. 
Robert Mitchell, apprehends that she will 
not, but will follow Mer son's injunctions to 
defend the Napoleonic tradition and to pro- 
mote Bonapartism.

Reconstructing the Cabinet. 


For sovoral wooka tho Grit journals have 
been engaged in the work of reconstructing 
tho Cabinot. First thoy had it that Sir 
John A. Macdonald was to retire and bo 
succeeded by Sir A. T. Galt, but that prov- 
ed to be incorrect ; then they intimated,

to retire in favor of Mr. Mousseau ; and 
that Hon. Mr, Aikens, Secretary of State, 
was to accept an appointment and make 
way for Mr, D'Alton McCarthy. Doubt- 
loss these assertions have obtained much 
credence ; but doubtless they aro the mero 
emanation of tho fortile imaginations of 
Grit correspondents destitute of Jogitimate 
material upon which to exercise their ever- 

ready pens, and with whom tho truth of 
what they, ina mattar of no_eanse- 


quence, Sat thus offectively disposes 
of the stories in question :—‘* We neod 
hardly say that tho rumor of Mr, Macdon- 
ald’s rotirement -ia without foundation, as 
is also the other rumor that his portfolio 
has been offered to Mr. Dalton McCarthy.

Perhaps after this explicit denial of their 
romancing our Grit friends may ceaso their 
disinterested endeavors to relieve the Pre- 
imier of the labor of carrying on the Goy- 
ernment.

The Post Office Savings Bank. 


We havo been fayored with a copy of a 
rocently published statement of the business 
of the Post Office Savings Bank, Canada, 
year by year, from the Ist of April, 1868, 
to the 30th of Juno, 1869, The document 
is a particularly interesting one, and we 
give the following summary, mado by thu 
Kingston News, of the information which 
it contains:

Tho Consolidated Bank Suspended 


It was rumored on tho atreet yestorday 
afternoon that the Consolidated Bank had 
suspended payment, This did not create 
much surprise among those who had kept 
thomsolves advised of tho financlal con- 
dition of the Bank, and had noticed tho 
stock tumbling within the last fow wooks 


tho rumor turned out to be too true, for 
when the doors of the Bank wore opened 
this morning, tho notice ‘Suspended 
Specie Payment" was visible at the 
Tollor’s desk. Wo undorstand the Bank 
was reluctantly compelled to tako this step 
owing to tho continued heavy demands 
made by depositors at the principal 
branches. 

Whether tho susponsion is temporary or 
permanent, of course cannot bo known at 
present, but a yery goneral regret will bo 
felt throughout the community that such 
action was deemed necessary on the part of 
the Directors of this Institution, 

Of courso there is naturally considerable 
excitement amongst bill holders and depos- 
itors,and their anxiety to realize may causo 
some of the formor tosellat a largesacrifice, 
We would strongly adviso those who hold 
Consolidated Bank Billa not to part with 
thoir notes at a discount until a statement 
of the affairs of the Bank is made publio, 
which no doubt will be published at the 
earliest possible moment, 

As soon as it was known that tho Bank 
had suspended a number of our principal 


merchantsissued posters announcing that 
Dis WouLa be taken at par for goods. 


Tho Toronto Mail, in an article on the 
suspension of the Bank, says :—‘‘For some 
time past they have been transferring their 
deposit accounts in the agencies through- 
out Ontario to other banks, and we under 
stand that the only agencies open in this 
Province yesterday wero those of | Toronto 
and Belleville. Thero was no rin on 
the bank here yesterday, and it is believed 
the suspension was brought about by 
Montreal complications, The note circula. 
tion and deposit accounts are safo and 
secured beyond any doubt. It will take 
the bank some little time, of course, to 
realize its assets, but depositors and hold- 
ers of notes may rest satisfied thatthey will 
be paid in full. They are secured not only 
by the general assets, but by the liability 
of the shareholders. No alarm may be felt 
on this acore, and those who are wise will 
hold on to their claims and give no heed to 
tho sharks who on such occasions seek to 
create a panic that they may prey on the 
foars of the publi 


The Grand Junction. 


The Campbellford Herald of July Stat 
says:—‘‘ As wo stated in prospective, a 
fow woeksago, the Grand Junction Rail- 
way will bean accomplished matter by to- 
morrow, Ist Auguat ; thus there are now 
ever forty miles of road from Belleville to 
Hastings, graded, bridged, tied, ironed, 
ballasted and completed, and subject to 
the examination of the Government. Rail- 
way Inspector, who has been making his 
tour over the line during this week. 

“On Tuesday, the last load of ballast 
was laid about one mile from Hastings ; 
and ono of the engines and all its gang of 
workmen have taken their’ departure. 


Seventy-five men were discharged on Mon- 
day, and thosc romeining will weenien their 


“ticket of leave’ in a few days. Ono en- 
gine is still on the line, filling up tho little 
deficiencies of ballast, and by the close of 
this week nothing will be left undone, 

“ Mr. Fowlds, who has the contract of 
fencing midway between Hastings and 
Campbellford; has completed about four 
miles of his job ; and Reeve Dinwoodio, 
who has an equal amount of fencing has 
about one half of it done. 

“The station, an airy, nicely-built, and 
inviting little building will be finished to- 
morrow. It is a credit to its contractor. 
What there is to be done at the present 
date, is slight ; and eyerything may now 
bo said to bo in readiness for the regular 
running of trains.” 


Famore or Exousn Crors.—A cable 
despatch says :—‘‘A commercial agent at 
Nottingham, Eng., reports a gloomy ac- 
count of the crops owing to the unparallel- 
ed cold season. From his central position, 
ho predicts a serious failure throughout 
England anda largedemand upon Russia 
and America for breadstuffs. The advo- 
cates of free trade rejoice in its beneficial 
effects in seasons like the present. Among 
farmers a great increase in bankrupts must 
ensue.”

Tho Arctio Exploring Expedition which 
left San Fraucisco recontly in tho steamer | 
Joanctte for Behring’s Strait rocalla another | 
expedition of the samo kind, sent out by tho 
Engliah Governmont about twenty-five yoars 
ay which met with a singular fate, Tho 
I which contained the oxp oring party 
was named the Investigator, and attempted 
to make the northwest passage by sailing to 
tho east, She got aafoly through Bohring’s 
Strait, but became locked in th tho 
Bay of Meroy, and remained 
for two years, At tho ond of this timo tho 
Resolute, a vessel sent out by the British 
ernmont to search for traces of Sir John 
Franklin, arrived from the east in Welilngton 
Inlet, and by sending a party across tho ico 
for about two hundred miles to the wost,com- 
municated with the crew of the Investigator 
and brought them on sledges to tho Resolute, 
Tho Investigator was abandoned and never 
heard from again, but her crew accomplished 
the northwest passazo by passing over tho ice 
in slodgos, not in their ship, as was intended. 
On arriving at the Resolute she was firmly 
fixed in the ice,and the party wore obliged to 
abandon hor also and find their way south on 
alodges, Tho Resolute was abandoned in 
Wollington Inlet on May, 15, 1554, and was 
not again heard of till Soptembor, 1855, when, 
after having drifted about for sixteen months, 
she was picked up near Cape Meroy, over a 
thousand milos from the place where sho had 
been abandoned, and still imbedded in ice, by 
Cape Budington, of the American whaler 
George Henry, who towed her into Now-Lon- 
don aya prize, Congress, having heard of the 
circumstances, appropriated forty thousand 
dollars to purchase tho vessel of the sa’yors, 
She was then fully ropaired and equipped at 
a United States Navy-yurd and sont back to 
England as an ‘ act of high and international 
courtesy.” Aftor a very stormy pasange, the 
Resolute reached English shores under -tho 
cofmand of Lieut, H. J. Hartstne, United 
States Navy, and cast anchor at Spithead on 
the 12th of December, The enthusiasm at 
the event was unbounded throughout Eng- 
land. Lt. Hartstene dined with the Prime 
Minister, Lord Palmoraton, at his country 
home, andstayed at Osborne as the guest of the 
Queen, while the other officers and the crew 
received overy attention which national gratl- 
fication could suggest,

Bass are much fished for as soon as they 
come on their spawning ground, and many 
are taken then ; but bass fishing should not 
properly or lawfully begin till the spawning 
season is over, say the first of July, or cer- 
tainly not earlier than the middle of Juno.

The spoon is used only for trolling from a 
boat with a hand line or rod and reel, or 
walking along the shore or bank, when a 
rod of course must be used. Of all baits, 
the minnow is probably the most killing. 

For bait fishing, a light rod and tackle 
must be used if sport isthe object. The

Preaching in America. 


The preaching of the timo in this country 
isas goodas the poople aro willing to hear. 
Neither in tho church nor out of it is there 
any considerable demand for better preaching. 
Whore there is most intelligence or culture 
the chiof desire in regard Ce aa i that 
it ball bo entertaining, and thus suited to 
attract many hearers who will holp to pay 
the expeni of the church. Under tho 
voluntary system,” as it is called, which 
prevails hore, it would be very difficult to 
give the people any kind of preaching which 
thoy do not want. ‘Tho persons who need to 
be taught, guided, and instructod thus fix 
tho standard and determine almost wholly 
tho charactor of the teaching which they are 
to receive, ‘This is an incidental effect of the 
dominion of the masses, of our universal 
suff arrangement of gocloty, In vo 
fow of tho churches or congregations in this 
country oan there be any continuous or habit- 
ual religious teaching which the people do not 
approve, ‘The standard, or ideal, as to prench- 
ing is usually higher among ministers than 
among thoir hearers, and many clergymen 
maintain a constant struggle against tho in- 
jurions tondoncies of the popular taste, and 
try to croate in tho minds of their hearers an 
appotite for the highor and moro spiritual 
qualition in roligious teaching. But tho 
preaching of the onan liko noarly evory- 
thing elao in our moral lifo, is likely to bo- 
come more and more completely reprosen- 
tative of tho culture, taste, morality, and en- 
tire charactor of the people who compose tho 
churches. If thia in the tendency, tho char+ 
notor of tho preaching will not thereby be 
clovated or improved.—August Adlantic.

There 
is not ono case in five hundred where there is 
a shadow of excuse for this infliction of annoy- 
anco on fellow-worshippers and this offence in 
tho sight of God, Tho hours of church-going 
are such that any*one who goes to worship 
God in the spirit doos not need to mortify the 
flesh in order to be aunitin the mision of 
praiso when His presence is approached.— 
Toronto Telegram.

This bank, which bas suspended specie 
paymont, though only incorporated throo 
yoars ago, has novertholess a moro oxtended 
History. Tt wis an amalgamation of the old 
City Bank of Montreal, a time-hunored inati- 
tution, and the Royal Canadian, » Toronto 
bank much more recent date, having a 
number of branchos or agencics throughout 
tho Provinoo of Ontario, and, provious to tho 
amalgamation, a branch office in Montreal. 

Tho stook of the suspended bank is spread 
from one end of the Dominion to the othor, 
and is also held in England, Sootland, Ire- 
land, Nowfonndland, Franco, and even 4 fow 
shares in India, ‘Tho total number of sharo- 
holdors, according to the list published on the 
10th May last, was about Ono 
dred and six persons hold 2, shares, repro- 
sonting $292,500, as trastoos, or in trast for 
othors, as minor children, charitable and 
other socioties, Seventeen hundred and 
forty-two sharos were held by 75 executors of 
estates, ‘Three hundred and seventy-six 
shareholders are women, the great majority 
of whom aro widows or unmarried, Forty- 
ono clorgymon hold shares to tho oxtont of 
$53,700, or an average of $1,066 each. The 
Church of Scotland is down for $8,800. The 
Tomporalities Board for $1,700, James Croil, 
Treasurer Widows’ Fund $5,000, and the 
Preabytorian Church for $29,600. * 

Tho wido sproad distros which will on- 
suo from this unfortunate affair, it is not 
easy to caloulate. Already wo hear of wid- 
ows and orphans, whose little all is invest- 
ed in the shares of the bank, and who are 
destined to fool tho pinchings of poverty 
in consequence. It is the opinion of the 
present management of the bank however, 
that the distress caused willbe much less 
than if tho bank had suddenly suspended 
some two months ago, as many agencies 
havo boon disposed of, and tho liabilities 
thus matorially lesfened. The following 
statomont has been furnished as showing 
this:

The Death of Bishop O’Brien. 


The avnouncemont of the sudden death of 

the Right Rev. John O’Brien, R, C, Bishop of 
Kingston, caused a deop gloom amongst 
Roman Catholics here, and to some extent 
amongst Protestants as well, as the deceased 
gentleman was much respected by all classes 
and creeds. The following telegram from 
Quebeo on the Ist gives particulara of tho 
molancholy event :—‘‘ Mgr. O'Brien, Bishop 
of Kingston, arrived jn town yestorday on his 
way to the Saguenay in soarch of bealth and 
retirement for a time from the arduous labors 
of his dioceso, The Right Rev, gentleman 
was accompanied by Rey. Fathers Brown and 
Lynch, and registered at the St. Louis Hotel 
here yesterday afternoon, Ho had aseat on 
the floor of the House and apparently took a 
deop interest in the debates. Whon he wish- 
ed his friends good night he appeared in his 
usual good spirits, and expressed a wish to 
attend the admivistration of the Blessed Sao, 
rament at an early hour this morning. Shortly 
after six o’clook this morning the night 
watchman of tho hotel, in making his rounds,

Baily Hntelligencer, 
PARIS LETTER. 
(Regular Correspondence. ) 

Panis, July 18th, 1879, 

By a small majority the French Sonate bas 
passed the Bill for the return of the Legisla- 
ture to Paris. 

The debate on this question is one which 
fordignors are especially unfitted to under: | 
stand. We may read tho history of France, 
yet not be able to understard the feelings of 
Frenchmen, It is clear that Paris is, to « 
Frenchman of susceptible sul and vivid emo- 
tions, something that London, Berlin, Vienna, 
or Madrid can nover be to the Englishman, 
German, Austrian, or Spaniard. Paris has 
features of urban life that no provincial city 
can approach, and social characteristics to 
which none can attain, It is the head and 
heart of French politics, and in its snloons or 
atreots, palaves or bureaux, reputations 
or dyaastics, revolutions or reactions, are made 
or unmade, Beyond all these substantial 
considerations there is all the romance and 
fervor which Republicans, poetical or polit’cal, 
have heaped up around an ideal Paris, Victor 
Hugo considers ita kind of holy city, and 
evidently believed that there was sacrilege in 
the German bombardment of a metrppolis 
which is, perhaps, more devoted to what 
Shakespeare calls “ pleasant vices” than any 
otlier city upon earth. ‘ Paris,” said 
the great French oot, ‘is not a 
capital : it is an immense  hospital- 
ity,” and in ono sense he was right ; for it is 
full of hotels, somo of them excellent, but if 
the welcome of the landloards 1s ‘‘immenso,” 
#0 are sometimes their bills, nor have they 
over indulged in unremunerative reception. 
Another myth surrounds Pari ts popula- 
tion is supposed to be especially ‘‘heroic,” 
That the street fights against overwhelming 
odds have occasionally exhibited striking 
traits of individual daring cannot be disputed. 
Parisians, men, women, and boys, can somo- 
times inect death or even rush upon it with a 
cool courage or flashing valor never excelled 


How Parrots Learn to Talk. 


Tho interesting skotch of tho ‘ History 
of My Parrot,” which Dr. Wilkes contrib- 
utes to the current number of the Journal 
of Mental Science, deserves a passing notice, 
The comparative study of the facts of inter. 
communication among men and anliials 
necessitates the admission that animals 
possess language ; and the mechanism and 
apparatus for articulate speech in those ani- 
mals which possces it do not differ from 
thos. of man. A bird learns to speak by | 
imitation, through the organs of hearing, | 
and in o manner very similar to that in 
which children learn words and sentences, | 
and the birds speak on special occasions in 
consequence of some association or sugges. 
tion, the usual provocative for set speeches 
at all periods of the human life. A now 
expression after having been repeatedly 
uttered before the parrot, is.practiced by 
it spontancously, indefatigably working at 
tho sentence by itself. At first it is only 
able to get out the first word or two, then 
more and more, until it has the power of 
uttering the whole. In just the same way 
achild will learn a French sentence. A 
sentence is soon lost by the parrot if not 
frequently uttered, and the last words are 
lost tirst ; the first words—those most read- 
ily acquired —are lost last. Speech of the 
bird on any given occasion is duo to sug- 
gestion—the presence of the person or ob- 
ject with which the words were first asso- 
ciated, Of this Dr. Wilkes gives several 
striking instances, as “‘half-past two" when- 
ever the coachman comes for orders ; ‘‘ go to 
sleep” when approached after dark ; ‘* give 
me a bit’ when dinner appears, and ‘‘cheese” 
when the cheese is put on the table; a 
sound like water being poured out when- 
ever a jug of water is brought in. Thus 
the bird associates words or sounds with 
objects, and where the right names have 
been taught it, may be said to know their 
names ; more, the bird invents names, mak- 
ing a particular sound, which had nover 
been taught, whenever nuts were brought 
on the table. The sight of a cat makes a 
parrot say ‘ mew,” as the sight of a train 
a child say ‘‘ puff, puff.” Dr, Wilkes con- 
cludes by remarking that the differences be- 
tween animals and children are much slight- 
er than are the explanations which, on the 
assumption of instinct in one case and rea- 
son on the other, we put upon them, and

Be in Readiness, 


All bee keepers that are worthy of the 
name have their hives in readiness for 
swarms. We've known persons who owned 
eight or ten colonies of bees that made no 
proparsion for hiving them, and annually 

jost the greater part of their increase. 
While a salt-barrel was being emptied to 
receive them or the old pump was having 
a board nailed on top, the would-be rovers 
followed the advice of Horace Greeley, and 
emigrated West. Of course, it was very 
very little loss, for what is a colony of bees 
worth that are hived in an old pump ? They 
look interesting enough, going in and out 
of the spout ; but what benefit would a 
hundred colonies be in tobacco-buckets, 
salt barrels, &c, 1 They would gather just 
asmuch honey but it is in such a shape as 
to bo of very little value to its owner. .

ness of Parisian physique coincides with in- 
tense mental susceptibility,and here aro some 
of the causes that give to the politics of the 
capital the characteristics of an intermittent 
fever attacking a weakly frame. There is at 
times intense excitement, spasmodic vigor, 
and high heat ; then reaction and relapso. 
Boys in body, women in excitability, men in 
mental power, the Parisians could fight aplen- 
didly for ten minutes behind a barricade, or 
die with an epigram on their lips, bat broke 
down when subjected to the trying ordeal of 
along siege. Much of the mercy extended 
to the Commune is traceable to a theory, not 
without justification, that a kind of political 
delirium posseased the people. The privations 
of the siege, the enforced seclusion, the entry 
of the Germans, the misfortunes of France 
shook mea’s souls, and they knew ‘not what 
they did, Still this very natural plea for 
lenity is not quite an argument for trusting 
them again. 

“Bat,” Frenchmen will say, ‘‘ this beauti- 
ful heroic city must not be insulted.” Their 
susceptibility to insult is an abiding character- 
istic of Parisian politics. ‘‘1f we do not fight 
Prussia after this,” wrote M. Emile Girardin, 
early in July 1870, ‘‘no lady in Europe will 
tak a Frenchman's arm ;” so to secure Europ, 
ean acceptance of French courtesy war was 
mado to the ory of ‘‘A Berlin!” Personifica- 
tion has a great offect in poctry ; but in poli- 
tics it is rather perilous, Why should Paris 
be one? Why should a city havea soul, or 
a conse of insult? A Legislature representing 
all France may naturally resent dictation from 
the chance intruders of a day, yet that was 
found impossible in 1848 and in 1871. In 
1871 Prince Bismark suggested to M. Jules 
Favre as one of the conditions of thoarmistice 
the disarmament of the Paris National Guard, 
because it might bo tempted to reject the 
final peace. ‘* fo,” noid M. Favro, ‘that 
would be to insult a population that during 
the siége has beon orderly and heroic,” Tho 
Communo was tho result, and a few months 
aftor at Voranilles M, Favre ‘tasked pardon 
from both God and man” for the error he had 
made. Once again Paris must not be ‘‘in- 
sulted,” let us hope that sho can now be moro 
safely trusted.

swarm!” ‘The ox knoweth his owner and 
know where they are well treated. When 
bees are hived, if these few simple rules are 
observed, few colonies will desert their 
owner, : 

Never put a swarm of bees into a hive 
that has been standing in the sun. If com- 
pelled to use one of this kind, dash in 
sevoral buckets of cold water, until it is 
cool. 

Never let a swarm stand where they 
clustered, until the scouts that have been 
sont out to find ahome return; but place 
it, as soon as practicable, whero it is to re- 
main. 

Never put a newly-hived colony in the 
sun, but in a shady place; and do not let 
the sun shine directly on the hive at any 
hour of the day for tho first few days. 
We've known of a swarm leaving the day 
after they were hived because the hot 
morning sun was beaming upon them. 

Some apiarists recommend puttinga frame 
of unsealed larva into the hive to prevent 
a colony absconding, a8 bee seldom desert 
the brood; but this is not always practicable 
where many boes are kept, and seldom 
necessary when bees are put into cool,cloan 
hives, with plenty of ventilation and neod- 
od shade. 

Our pot way of hiving a swarm is to havo 
tho hive in readiness and placed where it is 
to remain, with the inverted cover, which 
hasa smooth, planed surface, placed in 
front, to put tho bees upon, As soon as 
tho beos have clustered, cut off the limb 
and carry it to tho hive, laying it down on 
the cover. Itis thon a rare treat to sit by 
them and spoon them into tho entrance, all 
tho while tolling them what gauzy wings 
they have and such nimble foot. But boes 
do not always cluster upon a limb that the 


owner is able or willing to cut off. A hivo 
is sometimes placed upon a sheet, and tho 
bees shaken down upon it or rattled into 


a dish-pan or basket and poured in front of 
tho hive. Lf bees cluster upon tho body of 
a tree orona fence, they can be driven 
with amoke into a box or basket. 

Some persons claim that they can teach 
thoir boos where to cluster. Itis well to

era. In these tombs pictures of men sharpen- 
ing their knives prove conclusively that iron 
was used by the Egyptians duringthe reign of 
Pharaoh--the shape of the knives demonatrat- 
ing that they were not constructed of atono or 
wood. Tho anciont Spartans used it for their 
coin, and Homer has alluded to it in his 
poctical compositions. During the first seven 
centuries, A. D., iron or its uso was not an 
important subject of consideration, but in the 
years A. D. 800, and A. D. 900 mines were 
discovered and opened up in the southern part 
of Sweden and the south-western portion of 
the continent of Europe. It came into such 
immediate and successful uso among tho 
Britains that in A, D. 1000 its use and manu- 
facture was a popular theme in the north, but 
it was not, however, until near the present 
contary that iron mining becamo identified 
with America. Previous to A. D. 1800 au- 
thracite coal was not used, and charcoal was 
the soul facility for reduction, but after that 
date the former was tried with success, and 
ever sinco has used for smelting purposes, 
Tron was known to oxist in the American 
colonies provious to A. D, 1700, but an Act of 
the British Parliamont forbidding tho ocroo- 
tion of rolling or smelting works in the colo- 
nies damponed all the ardor for iron mining 
aud iron manufacture, To-day we enjoy tho 
blensings and priviloges this most usoful of all 
metals can give us; and let mo tell you, 
reader, they aro not few,

Surrender of a Number of 
Important Chiefs. 


Resignation of Lord Chelmsford. 


Movements of the British Forces |

Carerowy, July 15.—Lord Cholmaford hag 
rosigned, aud 1s roturning to Durban, 
Lonpox, Aug, 3.—A Capetown despatch 
of July 13, says’ Gonoral Croalock's cavalry 
burned Undimi and Mugwonde on tho cast.

Tho moyemont of troops retiring from the 
neighborhood of Ulundi was expected to bo 
dolayod by heavy rains and incroasing trans- 
portation difficulties, which would prevent 
any re-advance this season, even if such a 
movement was neceasary. Ekowe is to bo 
reocoupied. ‘The Naval brigade has been ro- 
embarked tor England, The volunteers 
originally raised for the campaign against 
Secoceni have beon ordered into position be- 
tywoon Fort Weber and Derby to the north of 
Zululand, so as to cut off Cotewayo's retreat 
northward and prevent raids by the Zalus in 
the neighborhood of Intombi and Aasegai 
rivers. . 

Puff Adder, an important cheif on the 
northorn border of Capo Colony, has been 
captured, 

Colonial Ministers have informed the As- 
sembly that they consider the present an in- 
opportune time for giving effec. to the recom- 
mendation of the Home Government in favor 
of confederation, but they would take steps 
to carry them out as soon as peace was restor- 
ed, Theaction of the Cape Government is 
generally approved.

of $1,741,984 60. Owing to the closing of the 
branches, it has been impossible to submit 
an accurate return of the reduction of circula- 
tion, but it must he about $120,000. There 
were fair prospects that the St. Hyacinthe 
and {Wingham Agencies might also 
have been transferred, but,  unfor- 
tunately, the depositors at the for- 
mer Agency commenced a sudden withdrawal 
f deposits, which rendered it absolutely 
necessary to consider seriously the expedi- 
ency of attempting to maintain cash payment. 
In doing so, the position of the Bank towards 
the Trustees for the City of Toronto aid to 
the Credit Valley Railway Company, had to 
be considered. The Bank has held for a con- 
siderable time a special deposit of $250,000 on 
account of the Trustees. On the other hand 
the Credit Valley Railway Company is in- 
debted to the Bank about $100,000, as well as 
$225,000, for which a special arrangement was 
made, It was found absolutely necessary 
some time ago, in order to secure the 
completion of the railway works, to postpone 
the claim of the Bank, the consequence of 
which is that it became liable to pay the 
whole $250,000 of special doy osit when called 
for, and this under existing ciroumstances it 
would have been impossible to do. It has 
for some days been beyond doubt that a very 
considerable portion of this deposit would be 
required immediately, and that the suspen- 
sion could not possibly be delayed’many days. 
Under the circumstances stated I rely with 
confidence that the decision to suspend cash 
payments for the present will be deemed the 
course most advantageous to the shareholders 
and to the creditors of the Bank,

I ‘The Farmer's Revrow- 


HINTS FOR THE WORK OF THK MONTH, 


Tre srunanes are now idle upon moat 
farms. This is not desirable ; dry weathor 
atthis season soriously intorfores with 
ploughing, and the work cannot be well 
dono if it is delayed, As'soonas tho oats 
haye been removed the ground should be 
ploughed, and if the weathor continues dry, 
it should be cultivated or worked with tho 


harrow, Tho disk or wheel harrow is ex- 
collont for this purpose, Otherwise a cross 
ploughing should bo given before tho 
ground becomes hard. Tho loosened sur- 


face will keep the bottom from drying 
out 

Wuear requires a fine and mellow soil ; 
it is best if compact below and rough on 
thetop. If there are any clods these 
should be brought up from below with re- 
peated harrowings, and broken by the 
roller or the disk harrow. If thoy cannot 
be broken up completely they are better on 
tho top than below the surface, A roller 
will break many, 


Dritirna Wun 


— Many farmors aro 
testing tho practice of cultivating whoat. 
Wo hear of frequent experiments in this 
direction, and these have gonerally turned 
out satisfactorily, Cultivating or hooing is 
easily done by drilling the whoat in 16-inch 
rows, by stopping every alternate spout, 
It is not difficult to construct a simplo culti- 
vator that will work the spaces between the 
drills, There are two different wheat hoes 
in the market that do the work effvctively. 
Wheat that is sown broadcast cannot bo 
cuitivated. This fact, and the better con- 
dition of the drilled wheat, should be suffi- 
cient inducement to use the, drill, if tho 
great saving of seed and the lessoning of 
lubor are not, 

Rys.—Whero tho soil is not good enough 
for wheat, rye will be sown; but, as a 
general thing, soil that will make a good 
crop of rye can be made enufficiently rich 
for wheat by careful preparation, and the 
uso of 200 or 300 lbs. of artificial fertilizer, 
Line Lanp,—Lime is an old-fashioned 
fortilizer, but it should not for that reason 
be neglected. It is cheap and rarely fails 
to pay well for its use when land is to be 
seeded to grass and clover. Forty bushels 
per acre of air-rlacked lime is usually 
spread from the waggon witha long handled 
shovel upon the ploughed ground, and har- 
rowed in with the seed. It will do no 
harm to put on the lime immediately after 
the manure if itis harrowed in at once. 


Gas Lire can often be procured for the 
taking away, at apy gas works, It is at 
least worth tho cost of carting a moderate 
distance. But it should not be used while 
itis fresh. If hauled nowit may be laid 
in heaps on land to be ploughed next 
spring or on land to bo fall ploughed, and 
apresd eitherin the fall or spring. A few 
months’ exposure is needed to free it from 
injurious gases, which pass off in time. 
After 3 or 4months it become carbonate 
of lime, or mild lime, with a considerable 
portion of sulphate of limo (gypsum) mixed

Drarys.—Cut these while the ground is 
dry. Ifthey have been marked, or laid 
out previously, the work can be done now, 
at half the cost of doing it when the ground 
is full of water, This season is better than 
any other for reclaiming swamp meadows. 


Fopper Orors that have not been used 
should be cut and cured for winter. Sweet 
corn stalks, from which the ears have been 
pulled for market, should not be left to 
waste, but cut up and cured as soon as the 
crop is off. The ground may be ploughed 
at once, and sown to white turnips. There 
should be no waste of fodder or of ground 
and every little saving that is possible should 
be made, 

Wurre Tursres may be sown this month, 
and yield a valuable crop, The cow-horn, 
white Norfolk, grey-stone, and other quick- 
growing varieties, will make a good growth 
before the ground is frozen up. 

Fatt Fattrowine,— Fxperience proves, 

every season, the wisdom of ploughing as 
much as possible for apring sowing. Early 
fall ploughing has tho benefit of fallowing 
to some extent, and tho earlier it is begun 
the more advantages are derived from it ; 
it is more beneficial on’ heavy land than on 
light, but light land cannot always fail to 
be improved by it. 
_ Manors anv Beers.—Root crops and 
field cabbages need frequent cultivation 
during this month, and up to the time when 
the rows become nearly closed by their 
growth. So long as the horse can pass 
along the rows the soil should be stirred 
deeply. Sugar-boets are sweeter the deeper 
they are covered in the ground ; white- 
sugar beets may be earthed up, but man- 
gels and globe beets do not need this ; mere 
stirring tho soil is sufficient. Thin when 
needed, and pull all the weeds that start in 
the rows. 

Orover Seep.—Olover that was mown 
early for hay may be ready to cut for seed 
this month. If cut early, the sod may be 
prepared for wheat. A clover sod after the 
seed has been taken off farnishes rich soil 
for a wheat crop. The sod should be 
ploughed with a jointer plough, and the 
ground well rolled ; the surface may be 
then loosened up with a cultivator beforo 
sowing. 

Hoxrsrs.—A ron at pasture at night will 
be useful for a team, but either the pasture 
should be good or the horses should re- 
coive a feed of grain before being turned 
ont; pasture alone will not be sufficient 
ae 4 tired horse that is kept at work overy 

jay.

1. “ Until furthor and final survey of the said

thence in a direct line to the confluence of the

2. “'The country lying on each side of the lino 
of railway shall Le ruspoctively divided into belts, 
a4 follows : ee.

the price of pre-etptions similarly to be $2. 
(two dollars and fifty cents) per acre ; the ri 
way lands to consist of odd-numbered sections, 
and to be dealtwith in the same manner as 
aboye provided in respect of landa in belt B, ex- 
copt that the price shall be $3.50 (three dollars 
and fifty cents) per acre. 

6. ‘The even-numbered sections in belt D 
shall also be set apart for homesteads and pre- 
emptions of eighty acres each, as provided for in 
respect of belta B and C, but the price of pre- 
emptions shall be at the rate of $2 (two dollars) 

or acre, Railway lands to consist, as in the 
Beles B and O, of the odd-numbered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. ** In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. ‘*'The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from tho date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six eau annual instal: 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money a3 may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9, ‘' The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz-: One tenth in cash at 
the tinie of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment, All pay- 
ments, either for pre-emptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants. 
oe ees te lands shall Se o 
the follo royisions respecting the right of 
way of the Gensdiew Pacific Railway or of any 
Government - colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz, : 

a. In the case of the railway poedag land 
entered as a homestead, tho right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government. 

+. Where the railway crosses pre-emptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner shall only be en- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate per acre as he may 
have paid the Government for the same, 

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of *which, up to the;said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12. “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in Fe pee 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to besituated. 

13. ‘* All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same maim ply to the particular 
belt in which such ny may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘* The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or séctions 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands.

Daily Autelligencer, 
The Grand Trunk allway. 


(From the Canadian Spectator.) 

_ On the first day of this month the Riv- 
iere du Loup section of the Grand Trunk 
Railway was to be handed over to the Gov. 
ernment of the Dominion, and the monoy 
received for it will bo expended in acquire 
ing & western outlet for the Grand Trunk 
towards Chicago nd St. Paul, and giving 
it access to all the trading parts of Michi- 
gan. This may be taken as a new point of 
departure in the development of the rail- 
way, and affords an opportunity for review- 
ing its history and prospects. 

During tho last five years—tho period 
covered by the present mavagement—suc- 
cesses have been won and difficulties over- 
come, which, could they haye been fore- 
seen, would have appeared impossible. It 
is true that there have been times when 
Grand Trunk stock was higher in the Lon- 
don market, and when it was in a better 
standing as to raising capital there, but the 
change in the position is due to the fact 
that capital was raised on promises which 
hove not been fulfilled—not because thoy 
were unreasonable, or dishonestly made— 
but because of the serious competition 
which has grown up since then, By the 
extension of the American and Canadian 
railway systems, duplicate lines have been 
built to compete for the same traflic, there- 
by reducing the rates to one-half, and often 
to one-third, of what they were a few years 
ago. There has been a large increase in 
all kinds of freight traffic, but a correspond- 
ing decrease in all rates. No dividend was 
paid up to 1874, and of course, no dividend 
has been paid since then, but this is the 
important point to notice, that double the 
work is done, and the running expenses 
have not been increased. 

Any one acquainted with the Montreal 
Witness will not accuse it of being in any 
way partial to¢he Grand Trunk, yet it says 
of this summer's passenger train service - 
“The enterprise of the Grand Trunk Rail- 
way is worthy of commendation,” that 
trains ‘‘are run faster, in ene instance by 
two hours,than last summer, when the time 
was considered marvellously quick.” It is a 
fact that the passenger trainshavenever been 
run with greater regularity, and the service 
given to the public was never more satis- 
factory. During the last few years excur- 
sion trains, carrying passengers at low 
fares, have been ran almost daily in the 
summer over some parts of the line,—a 
thing quite new in the history of the line. 
Apart entirely from the loss occasioned by 
the reduced rates in merchandise traffic is 
the decrease in the business carried by pas- 
senger trains. The repo

obtain the excursion business, without 
which there must have been a much larger 
diminution in the passenger receipts. The 
loss in passenger earnings may be attribut- 
ed, for the most part, to the hard times 
through which we haye passed. Fierce 
competition has occasionally raged for a 
time in the through American business ; 
but this, unlike freight, has not entailed 
the running of extra trains, and it has pro- 
bably been somewhat of a benefit to the 
Grand Trunk in bringing to it a large ac- 
cession of through business to fill partially 
occupied cars, At most, it could but add 
an additional car to a train capable of hay- 
ing still more attached with very little 
extra cost. This has more than counter- 
balanced the reduction in fares brought 
about by competition, while the American 
lines, carrying so much greater a propor- 
tion of the through business thanthe Grand 
Trunk, have suffered by having nearly the 
whole of the receipts depleted. 


Competion has also had tho effect on the 
American railways—by what is termed 
“scalping”—of seriously interfering with 
the local traflic in the districts traversed 
by the trains which convey the through 
passengers, The principal loss in Grand 
Trunk persenger traffic as compared with 
previous years is in consequence of the 
diminution of business between local points 
both for the portion of the line in Canada 
and the United States ; but this is only 
temporary, and when renowed activity in 
general trade occurs this difficulty will 
cease to exist, and even at the present time 
the weekly earnings shew a considerable 
improvement on tho returns of last yeor. 


Tho volume of passenger traffic between 
old locations has {not materially increased 
in the districts in which new lines have 
been built, but a great injustice has been 
done by the construction of parallel lines, 
which have been aided by Government 
grants. In ono instance, the Ottawa and 
Quebec Railway, built and equipped entire- 
ly by the Government, took away from the 
Grand Trunk Railway and the Richoliou & 
Ontario and Ottawa River Navigation Com- 
panics’ steamers—all of which wero private 
undertakings—a considerable portion of 
even the small revenue earned by them in 
the thinly populated districts through which 
thoy are oporated. 

Tho following figures—takon from tho 
ablo roport of tho Massachusotts Board of 
Railway Commissionera—show the position 
and passenger carnings of a fow of the 
loading railways in the United States, 
situated in districts mont adjacent to Oan- 
ada, Tho carnings of the lines in that 
Stato in the yoar 1873-4 wore $1f 
while inthe four years after they wor 
$56,537,680, and in tho lant year only $12,- 
949,970.

As £7,- 
500,000 of the ordinary capital stock was 
issuedjat 20, the two per cent, really means 
10 per cent. per annum to the original in- 
vestor. The constant watch‘ulness main- 
tained in working the line has resulted in a 
reduction of the working expenses, which 
have decreased from £1,584,755 ($7,712,- 
474) or 82.30 per cent. in 1873 to £1'376.- 
010 ($6,696,582) or 76.23 in 1878. 
_ To make another comparison of the work- 
ing expenses of 1873 with the period since, 
it will be neccesary, for the sake of illustra- 
tion, to arrive at the gross earnings which 
would have accrued on the whole moye- 
ment of freight traffic at the rate obtained 
in 1873, and apply tho actual working ex- 
penses for the five years, which will give 
he result of reducing the percentage from 
30 in 1873 to 55 per cent. in the five 
years,—a decrease of nearly 274 per cent, 
Even upon the actual earnings of the five 
years reduced as they are—there is a de- 
crease of 6 per cent. in the working expen- 
ses. The decrease of 274 per cent. would 
be a partially fallacious conclusion. In 
fairness it should be stated that the work- 
ing expenses cover all descriptions of traftic 
under one head If the traffic could be 
divided, and it could be shown of what 
kind of freight the increased business done 
has consisted, I think it would be found 
that it is mainly in what is termed the 
through traflic coming off other lines and 
going to other lines, off the Grand Trunk 
system, which traffic is not. Tans 
= date ee rcHIG GABE possible Jabor is entail- 
ed on an intermediate line (like the Grand 
Trunk or Great Western in their present 
position) in the movement over it of this 
through business, With a railway prepared 
to do business on an extensive scale, few 
additional men are required at any of the 
stations along the route, no loading or un- 
loading of cars js undertaken at either end 
of the line whore it is received from, or 
handed to, foreign Companies, and the wear 
and tear on the track is infinitesimal, An 
actual additional expense incurred in the 
conveyance of this extra traflic is that at- 
tendant on the slight labor of booking at 
the junction station at which it joins the 
intermediate line. In the case of the Grand 
Trunk, there are the charges consequent on 
the running of the engines and cars engag- 
ed in the service, beyond what they would 
be if they were idle, and the empty back 
mileage where the East bound traffic is 
largely in excess of the West bound. 


While the tendency of excess in popu- 
lation and passenger traflic is to\‘‘go West,” 
the present excess of population resident 
in the Eastern States and Evrope, create a 
demand for greater quantities of the pro- 
ducts of the West than the lesser popu- 
lations of the West require of the manu- 
factured products of European and East- 
ern markets. It is therefore evident that 
on the trunk lines there is a large excess of 
merchandise carried Eastwerd compared 
with that Westward bound. 


The large space which manufactured 
articles going West occupies in proportion 
to tho weight is very much at variance with 
the solid commodities going East—such as 
grain, flour, meats, and even with live 
cattle and hogs. Again, in taking into 
consideration the actual working expenses” 
of moving such on aggregate of weight ns 
that carried by the Grand Trunk the last 
five years—about three thousand yo 
hundred millions of tonsa one mile—it 
should bo remembered that in carrying tho 
samo weight and olass of articles the same 
distance, in even the same car, the expenso 
varios considerably when the traflic goos in 
different directions, as the varying gradionta 
of tho line enable engines to haul many 
moro cars toa train load over somo dis- 
tricts than would bo hauled on other por- 
tions of the same railway, Tho working 
expenses of different sections ot a railway 
are alao affected in a difforent ratio by 
climatic influences; so that the excess 
traflic carried in later yoars varios in almost 
overy particular from the traflio of preced 
ing years. Tho local was then much 
greater, and gonoral results show that each 
ton of freight was in formor years hauled a 
much shorter distance, which would, of 
course, make the average expense more 
thon for unloading and loading, and the 
same cartage expense incurred upon a ton 
of froight, whether itis carried 5 miles or 
500 miles.

per cont. An article inthe North dmeri- 
cau Review for February statos that tho

“When tho stockholder puts his dividend 
check in his pocket he has the satisfaction 
of knowing that moro than thirteen por 
cent of it consists of a miscellaneous and 
mysterious receipt, which the Company do- 
clines to “specify in detajl,’ With rare ex- 
coptions, either in this country or in Eng- 
land, have Directors been found—no mat- 
ter how important their titles or their 
familics—who could, or would, safely and 
honestly, administer the business of groat 
Corporations, unchecked and uncotrolled 

by complete and absolute publicity, both 
in general and detail. Absolute knowledge 
and ultimated publicity can alone prevent 
such disasters as have recently in England 
been 20 great as to paralyse private credit 
and to ‘ar whole classes of people who 
trust everything to the respectable names 
of those controlling their property,” 

The Grand Trunk is now, I believe, on 
the point of achieving that for which Pre- 
sidents and Managers have worked and 
planned for years. If atthe time when the 
gauge was changed, more additional capi- 
tal had been raised, and the control of one 
of the several routes to Chicago secured, 
the complaints which have been uttered 
against Mr. Vanderbilt monopolizing the 
best traflic would never have been heard ; 
and there doubtless would have been an 
understanding come to with the Great 
Western beneticial to both Companies, As 
far back as 1861, Sir Edward Watkin 
ardently wished to make Chicago the weat- 
ern terminus of the Grand Trunk, and his 
earliest work was to concentrate the man- 
agement cf the Great Western and Grand 
Trunk Companies under one head, which 
was, however, frustrated—as have been all 
attempts since of a similar character—by 
the opposition of the Great Western Direc- 
tors. His connection terminated after ho 
had rescued the line from chaos and bank. 
ruptcy which appeared to immediately 
threaten it when Rowesealled to the rescue, 
During his Presidency the undertaking 
emerged from the position of a local lino 
to become a portion of one of the through 
trunk lines by the acquisition of the Buffalo 
and Champlain Railways which led to the 
subsequent erection of the International 
Bridge across the Niagara River at Buffalo. 
Sir Henry Tyler, in succeeding to tho 
Presidency, brought to the work great 
ability and zeal, and in conjunction with 
the very capable and energetic General 
Manager, who seems to live in order that 
he may werk for the Grand Trunk, will, 
doubtless, succeed in putting the railway 
in 4 position to do its own busineas direct 
with the great shippers of the West. Itis 
likely that in a few weeks Mr. Hickson will 
have made the final arrangements by which 
the Grand Trunk will become one of tho 
great through lines of this continent, com- 
manding traffic for the markets of Europe 
and tho Eastern States of North America,

Protection for Bank Depositors. 


In viow of the excitement amongat thono 
who had money on doposit in tho Conaoli- 
dated Bank at tho time of its susponsion, 
it is well that tho provisions of the law for 
tho protection of dopositors should be 
known. Tho following aro the clauses of 
tho Banking Act (Statutes of Canada, 34 
Vio,, clauses 57, 58 and 59,) bearing on the 
subject :— 

“ Any # sionby the Bank of payment of 
any of its liabilities as they accrue, in specie 
or Dominion notes, shall, if it continue for 
ninety days, constitute the Bank insolyent 
and operate a forfeiture of its Charter, so far 
as regards tho issuo or reissue of notes and 
other Banking operations ; and the Charter 

_ghall remain in force only for the purpose of 
enabling tho Directors or tho assignoo er 
assignees, or other legal authority (if any be 
preted in such manner as may by law be 
provided) to make- the calls mentioned sons 
next following section of this Act and to wind 
up its business: And any such assignee or 
assignees or other legal authority shall, for 
such purposes, have all the powers of tho 
Directors. 

“Tn thé event of the property and assota of 
the Bank boooming inautlicient to pay its 
debts and liabilities, the aharcholders of the 
Bank shall be liable for tho deficiency so far 
as that each shareholder shall be so liable to 
an amount (over and above any amount not 
upon their respective shares) equal to 
the amount of their shares respectively ; and 
if any suspension of payment in full in specie 
or Dominion notes, of all or any of the notes 
or other liabilities of tho Bank shall continue 
for six months, the Directors may and shall 
make calls on such shareholders, to the 
~amount they may deem necessary to pay all 
tho debts and liabilities of the Bank, without 
waiting for the collection of any debts due to 
it or the salo of any of its assets or property ; 
such calla shall be made at intervals of thirty 
days and upon notice to be given thirty days 
atleast prior to the day on which such call 
shall be payable ; and any such call shall not 
exceed twenty per cent on each share, and 
payment thereof may be enforced in like man- 
ner as for calls on unpaid stock, and tho first 
of such calls shall bo made within ten days 
after tho oxpiration of the said six month 

y failure on the part of anysharcholder 
liable to such call to pay the same when due, 
shall operate a forfeiture by such sharcholder 
of all claim in or to any part of the assests of 
the Bank, such call and any further call 
thereafter being uevortheloss recoverable from 
him asif no such forfeiture had been incurred. 
Provided always, that nothing in this section 
contained shall be construed to alter or dimin- 
ish tho additional liabilities of the Directors 
hereinbefore mentioned and declared : Pro- 
vided, also,that if the Bank be en commandite 
and the principal partners are personally 
Tiablo, then, in case of any such suspension 
such liabili Il at once acerue and may be 

st such principal partners, 
without waiting for any sale or discussion of 
the property or assets of the Bank, or other 
preliminary proceedings whatever, and the 
provision respecting calls shall not apply to 
such ank, 

OF any OF them vwo~uenete ur reeriveltersin, 

transfor thereof within one month before the 
commencement of the suspension of payment 
by the Bank, shall be liable to calls on such 
shares under the next preceding section, as if 
they had not traosferred them, saving their 
recourse against those to whom thoy were 
transferred ; and any assignee or other oflicor 
or person appointed to wind up the affairs of 
the Bank, in caso of its insolvency, shall have 
the powers of the Directors with respect to 
such calls, Provided that if the Bank bo en 
commandite, the liability of the principal part- 
ners and of the commanditaries shall continue 
for such time after their ceasing to bo such as 
may be provided in tho Charter of tho Bank, 
and the foregoing provisions with respect to 
the transfor of shares or calls shall not apply 
to such Bank,”

A New Source of Contagion. 


In tho interest of public health we re- 
produce the following important article 
from the London Free Press: It has long 
been known that one of the most common 
and active agencies for the propagation of 
typhoid fever, is that of drinking water 
which has become contaminated by connec- 
tion with vaults or surface drainage. Ano- 
ther onemy has lately come to light. A late 
article by Dr. Van de Warker, in a scientific 
monthly, thus-alludes to this new source of 
contagion :— 

‘ About cight years since, Dr. Flint, who 

has studied and written a great deal on tho 
aloo became satisfied that a source of 
typhoid fever existed which was littlo dreamed 
of, and which at first thought would acem im- 
wsible, This source, as he then enunciated 
t to his home medical socinty (and not to his 
knowledge having been before suggested), in 
found in ice. If this idea ia thoroughly inves: 
tigated it will not appear to be Yery preblem- 
atical. In the first place, the poison is hot 
destroyed or pea peted by freezing (some one 
long ago remarked that ico often maska or 
conceals what it doos not kill), Now, whence 
comes our ice supply? Often from shallow 
reservoirs in the midst of neighborhoods of 
towns purposely made to receive surface 
drainage from all around, under tho erroneous 
idea that no harm will ensue, as freezing is 
supposed to purify and render harmless what 
might otherwise bo objectionable, The dang- 
er of ice taken from improper places is not 
only from that which is drunk, But from its 
use in refrigerators and preservatories, whoro 
milk, butter, {ruit, vegetables, meats are 
subjected to its saturating influence as it 
vaporizes. Soveral instances have fallen 
under the doctor's observation where the 
Gisease, by the most careful investigation 
could not bo traced to any other source; and

Porouration or Great Brrrarn.—Accor- 
ding to a return lately issued, the popula- 
tion of England at present is 25,165,336, 
that of Scotland 3,627,453, and that of 
Ireland 5,363,324. If the 608 members of 
which Parliment is composed were allotted 
according to population, England would 
have 485, Scotland 70, and Ireland 103, 
The total net produce of the revenue de- 
rived from taxation is in England £52,192,- 

97, in Scotland £7,844,252, and in Ireland

New Cans—A New Inpustry.—The 
Kingston News says :— Yesterday a train 
of fifty-six cars passed over the Grand 
Trunk Railway east.

Tho romantic vicissitudes of tho oarly 
life of the Countess Solango de K-amer 
have once more become the talk of the Par- 
is soloons, and thoy aro, indeed, so oxtra- 
ordinary that, used 03 matorials for a novel 
they would spoil the book by their lack of 
vorsimilitade, One night in 1801, a little 
girl about ono year old was deposited in the 
drawer of the Foundling Asylum at Brest, 
She was dressed with much finery; anda 
note attached to hor skirts, told that her 
namo was Solange, and that sho would be 
reclaimed by her father, Tho claim was 
nover made, however, and in duo time the 
child was transferred to the orphan asylum 
to be educated there, As she grow up sho 
dovoloped a most extraordinary beauty, but 
: | her intellect appeared to be very weak,and 
sho suffered from frequent nervous 
fits, When sho was twolvo years old she 
was sont out into the streets to sell flowers 
and her beauty and modesty attracted many 
pecan good will, but she grow weaker and 
weaker, and at last sho died. According 
to French custom, sho was buried in an 
open casket, and, as it was winter and the 
soil frozen,she was laid into the grave,only 
covered with a thin layer of sand. Darby 
the night she awoke, and pushing the san 

away, sho crept out from this grave. Not 
exactly understanding what had takens 
placo,she was not ao very much frightened, 
but in crossing tho glacis between the 
cemetery and tho fortifications, sho was 
suddenly stopped by the outcry, “Qui 
vive,” as she did not answer, the sentinel 
fired and she fell to the ground, Brought 
into the guard-house,hor wound was found 
to be slight, and she soon recovered, but 
hor singular history and also her great 
beauty had made so deep an impression on 
the young lieutenant of the garrison 
(Kramer) that ho determined to be her pro- 
tector,and sent hor to one of the most fash- 
ionablo educational establishments in Paris 
During the noxt few years Kramer was 
much tossed about by the war, but when 
in 1818 he returned to Paris, he found 
Solange a full grown woman, not only 
beautiful, but accomplished and spirited, 
with no more traco of intellectual weakness 
or nervous fits. Hoe married her, and for 
several yoars tho couple lived happily in 
Paris. Meanwhile investigations were 
made concerning the girl left in 1801 in 
the Foundling hospital at Brest, and as 
these investigations were made by the 
Swedish Ambassador, and in a somowhat 
official manner, they attracted some atten- 
tion. Oapt, Kramer heard about the affair 
and sent a note to the Ambassador, and, a 
month later on, the Ambassador came in 
state to bring Mme. Kramer a formal ac- 
knowledgement from her father,the for- 
mer Gen. Bernadotte, the former King 
Charles XIV. of Sweden. Capt. Kramer 
and his wife went immediately to Stock- 
holm; they were ennobled, etc., and their 
son has just now been appointed Attache 
to the Swedish Legation at Paris,—Ex,

4. The lands in belt B shall be disposed of 
asfollows : ‘The even-numbered sections within 
the belt shall be set apart for homesteads and 
pre-emptions, and the odd-numbered sections 
shall be regarded aa railway lands ‘proper. The 
homesteads on the even-numbered sections, to 
tho extent of eighty acres each, shall consist of 
the easterly halves of tho oasterly halves, also of 
the ae halves of tho westerly halves of 
such sections; and the pre-omptions on such 
even-numbered sections, also to the extent of 
eighty acres each, adjoining such eighty-acre 
homestenda, shall Consist of the westerly halves 
of the easterly halves, also of the easterly halves 
of the oreatenyy halves of such sections, and shall 
be sold at the rate of $2.50 (two dollars and fifty 
centa) per acre.

THE FALL OF ULUNDI. 


Destruction of Cetewayo's Mill- 
: tary Kraals, 


UTTER ROUT OF THH ZULUS. 


Tho following is the account of the battle 
of Ulundi, as givon by the special corres- 
pondent of the London Times :— 


Uxonp1, July 4th.—At daybreak this 
morning the Flying Column and the 2nd 
Division crossed the White Umvyolosi. The 
lst Battalion of the 24th Regiment remain- 
ed behind in laager, Colonel Buller’s ad- 
mirable and dashing reconnaissance yester- 
day drew out the Zulus in full force, and 
made patent tho fact that they intended té 
fight for the advance in the open ground 
between the river and Ulundi. Lord 
Chelmsford accordingly!determined to meet 
them and hozard a fair fight on open 
ground, This resolution showed great 
judgment and decision. ‘The troops proved 
more steady on this occasion than they 
have ever been in laager, and the effect of 
a defeat in open ground will be greater on 
the Zulus than any repulse from entrench- 
ments. With tne exception of the ammu- 
nition and water-carts, no vehicles accom- 
panied the expedition, On the first clear 
ground we came to the order was given to 
form a hollow square, with the Flying Col- 
ume in the front, and the 2nd Division in 
the rear, ‘The disposition of the troops and 
guns were as follows ; On the first face five 
companies of the 8th Regiment, under 
Major Tucker, with two Gatling guns, 
under Major Owen, in their centre.: On the 
right flank two 7-pounders of Major Trem- 
lott’s battery, under Lieut. Dayidson ; and 
seven companies of the 13th Regiment, 
under Major England ; divided by two 
more of Major Tremlett’s guns, under 
Captain Brown and Lieutenant Slade ; and 
one 9-pounder of Major Le Grice’s bat- 
tery, uuder Lieutenant Crookenden ; 
dividing four companies of the 58th MRegi- 
ment, under Colonel Whitehead. On the 
rear face one gun of Major Le Grice’s bat- 
tery ; two companies of the 21st Regiment, 
under Major Hazelrig; and three com- 
panies of the 94th Regiment, under Colonel 

falthus. On the west flank the remaining 
three companies of the 49th Regiment ; 
two 7-pounders of Major Harness’ Battery, 
under Lieutenant Parsons ; eight com- 
panies of the 90th Regiment, under Major 
Rogers ; and two guns of Major Le Grice’s 
temporarily attached to Major Harness’ 
Battery, under Lieutenant Elliott. Inside 
the square were two companies of En- 
gineers, with some Native Pioncers attach- 
ed, under Major John Ohard and Captain 
Anesley ; reserves of the different regi- 
ments, the ammunition carts, water carts, 
stretchers, and ambulance waggons, bear- 
ers, and the Native Contingent, under 
Major Benrough. Colonel Buller’s Cavalry 
were scattered in front and on the flanks ; 
and two squadrans of lancers, under 
Colonel Drury Lowe, with Captain Shep- 
stone's Basutos, formed a rear guard. 
Thus the columns moyed forward. On 
crossing the river a small body of Zulus 
were descried watching our movements 
from a hillon theleft. For a while they 
were the only scouts visible, but by the 
time the square halted and set fire to the 
first kraal, Umlambo Bogiyemmo, others 
appeared at different points in the same 
direction. After firing the kraal, the 
square moved forward again and passed 

nodwengo, the great kraal of the King 
Panda. This was also set fireto by some 
of our cavalry ; but, as the smoke arising 
from the burning of such a number of huts 
would have probably concealed the move- 
ments of the enemy,the fire was suppressed, 
The Zulus meanwhile began to show in 
great numbers along the sky to the left. 
Many were descending towards the plain 
in column and companies, with skirmishers 
inadyance. Oolumns could also been seen 
issuing from Ulundi, a little further on. 
The square wheeled to the right and in a 
few minutes took up an excellent position, 
which Colonel Buller, with the advance cay- 
alry, had noticed and pointed out to Lord 
Chelmsford. Unodwengo, now on ofr left, 
lay almost in a line with the laager, and 
Ulundi on our right front. Soon after we 
settled, the cavalry, reconnoitering on the 
left flank, opened fire on some of the 
enemy hidden from our view by a rise in 
the ground, Almost simultaneously, Cap- 
tain Shepstone’s Basutos commenced a hot 
skirmish on the left of Unodwengo kraal, 
In both cases our men were 30on in retreat, 
and as they fell back great numbers of the 
Zulus swarmed over the ridges. Soon the 
mounted men on all sides were engaged, 
firing as they retreated towards the square, 
the lines of which were now open to re- 
ceive them. ‘The men then closed up, and 
the artillery vpened fire, Although the 
gunners made excellent practice, the Zulus 
advanced iwthout any perceptible decrease 
in paco, their attack developing itself with 
wonderful rapidity. A few minutes be- 
fore but a few Zulus were to be seen to- 


wards Ulundi; now thousands upon 
thousands, shouting war cries, were 
zeon sweeping round the square, Shells 


from right and left were speedily followed 
by firing from the front ranks of tho infan- 
try on the same faces,and as the enemy ap- 
proached volley firing commenced on all 
sides. At length these were entirely sur- 
rounded and the attack was finally devel- 
oped. The principal effort was evidently 
to be made from our rear, over the rising 
ground from which Captain Shepstono’s 
Basutos had been driven. The Zulus, 
awarming in continuous streama,crovsed the 
left flank, partially under cover of Unod- 
wengo kraal, and, passing tho open ground 
between, which appeared black with thom, 
formed a hollow square, and with a magni- 
ficent rush came in donse masses straight 
for tho right rear corner of the square, The 
Royal Engineers, with the adjoining com- 
panies of the 58th and 94th, were as ateady 
aa rocks, The attack was directed par- 
ticularly against the point covered by the 
two companions of tho 21st, Neither vo loys, 
hhells nor guns stopped them for a moment. 
It looked as if wo were going to havo o 
hand-to-hand fight ; but at 60 or 70 yarda 
thoy wavered bofore our fire, aud in a mo- 
mont halted doad.

Five days ago it was stated that 

Cetewayo sent 400 head of cattle with 

messengers commissioned to make peace, 

but that they were stopped by the Unclw 

Che Regiment, who stated that until they 

had been beaten no peace should be made, 

Cetewayo said, ‘* You may fight «nd sur- 

round the English when they leave the 

lager and try to crush them; but 
white men have never been beaten.” 

The prisoners “say that Cetewayo 
andthe old men are opposed to war, 
and were not expecting that the 
Zulus would again attack us. Women, 
children and cattle have been removed for 
some time to Mazaine. The chief Zulu 
regiments, Angobamion, Nokraki, Un- 
bonum, Bowoia, Unsembe, Umbabu, 
Uklako, Unaiad, Tulhluppo, Isangulubi, 
Ahe Undebiki, Tombi, and Uhlamibhle, 
remain with the King asa body guard. The 
prisoners agree that the whole force of the 
Zulu nation was present. The force sur- 
rounding us was 15,000, 8,000 looking on. 
Their losses were estimated at 1,500; but 
this was less than the numbers killed by 
the cavalry and artillery. The victory was 
complete. After attending to the wounded, 
the column advanced to support the cay- 
alry and burnt Ulundi, Undalakonombi, 
Ukage, and a couple of kraala, Ulundi is 
situated on the spur of a range of hills, 
containing several thousand huts. The 
two 7-pounders taken at Isandula were 
found, Everything of value had been re- 
moved to Amanzekanza, a new kraal built 
by the King when the war broke out, and 
situated 15 miles north of Ulundi, in the 
fork make by the junction of the White 
and Black Umvolosi Rivers. The country 
between Ulundi and this kraal is reported 
as very broken, with heavy bush. The 
actual approach to the kraal lies through a 
long, narrow ravine. The Zulus think 
this stronghold impregnable, their faith in 
its strength being indicated by its name, 
which means ‘‘Come if you dara.”’ In the 
afternoon the troops marched back to 
laager, burning Unodwengo kraal. 

Lord Chelmsford has accomplished his 
aim. With the burning of Ulundi the war 
has reached its climax, and we are enabled 
if we choose, to desist from further active 
operations. The question whether Cete- 
wayo surrenders or not ia of but little im- 
portance. Wecanplaco Oham in posses- 
sion of all the lower half, which, as regards 
grazing land and fertility, is by far the 
more desirable half of Zululand, add inter- 
pose between Natal and Cetewayo's people 
acomplete bulwark. Oham, assured of a 
little assistance and support for the first 
few years of his reign, will soon be able to 
defend himself, strengthened undoubtedly 
by desertions from Cetewayo’s cause, If 
necessray, the Zulu emigrants from Natal 
could be encouraged to return to their own 
country. Under Oham’s rule they would 
be exempt from the military oppression and 
cruelties which caused them to fly from 
Cetewayo. Ifwe continue the war, we 
enter upon an arduous and fruitless task 3 
for beyond Ulundi there is » wilderness, in 
which the difficulties of moving troops 
would be greater than anything experi- 
enced ; and should a pursuit of Cetewayo 
be decided upon, difficult bush fighting is 
certain. Great praise isdueto the sur-

Receiving Milk at the Factory:

It becomes tho duty of ono receiving mills 
to seo that it is delivered in propor condi- 
tion, Experience, a good eye, and a good 
| nose, are all useful assistants, Evon with 
the use of all those, m 4 will sometimes 
et into the vatthat novorought to be there, 
But when a patron’s milk is found not to 
be right, it is not necessary to insult or 
abuso him, nor to make a goneral exposure. 
Noither law nor duty requires this, Ho 
should be kindly informed of the fact, told 
what tho mattor is with his milk, and what 
ho had better do to remove tho evil. If 
you do not wish to take tho moss, you can 
expreas your regrets at his misfortune, and 
show him that it would cause great dam- 
some of which must necessarily fall on 
himself. If tho moss is objectionable, but 
will pass, give him notice that you will be 


{ | obliged to refuse it in the future, if not in 


a better condition. When you hayo dono 
this, more words with him are unnecessary, 
and you havo all the advantage, for the law 
and public sentiment are on your side, But 
with a reasonablo man, it will not be neces- 
sary to more than call his attention to the 
fact that the milk is bad. The cause may 
bo the result of oversight on the part of his 
help, and he will at once sot himself to 
work to apply the remedy. 

Tho importance of delivering milk in 
good condition is more and more acknowl- 
edged every year, and’ not a few patrons 
pride thomsolves on delivering as good 
milk as any of their neighbors. It is well 
to encourave this feeling by giving every 
man credit who takes pains with his milk. 
Nothing is worse than wholesale denuncin- 
tion and fault finding. It only discourages 
many, creates bad feeling, and makes an 
up-hill road a rough one as well. A cheeso- 
maker needs friends if anybody does, and 
if he does not got them among his patrons, 
he isnot likely to get them at all. In that 
case, his seven daysa week for six months 
of hard, thankless toil and care aro likely 
to weigh heavily on body and mind. 

Tho greatest diflicultygs usually oxperi- 
enced in old factories, where the conven- 
jonces are not generally up to the modern 
mark, and patrons fell into bad habits be- 
foro experience had doveloped a better 
knowledge of the requirements of cheese- 
making. Now patrons will submit to be 
trained, and a sensiblo cheesemaker, Who 
knows what he wants, can generally get 
them to do almost anything at the opening 
of a now factory. In this way he can dis- 
cipline theyn,and get them into the habit 
of taking good care of their milk. But in 
an old factory, where everything started 
off loosely, the old adage, that ‘it is hard 
to learn old dogs new tricks,” is apt to be 
exemplified, The patrons dislike ihnova- 
tions, think anew man who wants to bo 
particular wishes to put them to useless 
trouble, and they are not disposed to grati- 
fy him, but rather to growl at him, and 
feel that what was good enough for others 
is good enough for him. Such conduct is 
all wrong, and those who aro guilty of it 
stand in their own light. 


Great caro should be taken in woighing 
milk, to not only weigh it right, but to 
make the patron feel that his milk is hon- 
estly weighed, and that he is likewise hon- 
estly credited onthe mill book. Much 
suspicion or hard feeling is liable to spring 
upif the man who weighs the milk has the 
ppearance of being hasty and careless— 
specially if he should be illnatured and 
isagreeable in his manner. And it may 
ot be out of place here to remark that 
zood manners and a spirit of accommoda- 
jon are no more out of place in a cheese 
‘actory than anywhero else. Among a 
large number of patrons it would be 
trange if there were not disagreeable ill- 
mannerly mon ; but a man who retains his 
self-possession, and always acts fairly and 
talks reasonably, will seldom fail to get 
along tolerably well, and retain the good 
will of all. Itis the right of the patron to 
know that his milk is correctly weighed 
and credited, and every reasonable facility 
should be afforded him to satisfy himself 
that he is fairly dealt with. 

OF course, in weighing milk, only the full 
pounds can be counted and credited, the 
fractions going to make up full weight. 
As quick weight is demanded in selling 
cheese, milk when received should be 
weighed in thesame way. This is fair, and 
ought to be satisfactory toall. But whether 
quick or slow weight is given, let it be 
honest. In the long run “honesty is the 
best policy,” in weighing milk as well as in 
other transactions ; and, in this case, it is 
absolutely casential to justice. A little de- 
duction or variation for the sake of show- 
nga “big average” at the ond of the season 
is of small consequence on asingle mess ; 
but ‘‘many mickles make a muckle,” and 
when the variation from a correct standard 
is constantly in one direction, after a while 
it amounts toa noticeable quantity. 

Great care is required in making the en- 
E It is a very good 
practice to call out the weight of each mess. 
‘This affords satisfaction to the patron, as 
well as’ guards against allowing errors to 
pass. Wut, under all circumstances, too 
much attention cannot be paid to keeping 
tho milk record correctly. It is the only 
guide to the distribution of the proceeds of 
the factory, and the thought of even a pos- 
sible mistake ought to give an honest man 
a strong sense of responsibility. No bank 
book is of more importance.

Ono of the most enterprising industrial 
achievements of the nineteenth ce ntury is 
ful manufacture of beet sugar. 
indeod, the Prussian chemist 
Achard presented several loaves of refined 
beet sugar to the king of Prussia, but the 
enterprise was discouraged and abandoned. 
It was renewed in France in 1810, In 
1814 it began to flourish, and in 1825 
France produced 5,000 tons of beet sugar. 
In 1837 the production had grown to 4! 
000 te By that timo it began to attract 
attention in the United States. Mr. 
Samuel Blackwell,a sugar refiner of Bristol, 
England, who came to New York in 1832, 
and put up in 1835 the first steam sugar 
refinery'with vacuum pansin America, made 
in 1837 some excellent loaf sugar from beets 
raised in his own garden at Jorsey City, 


Convinced by this experiment that beet 
sugar could be profitably made by free 
labor in the United States in competition 
with the West Indies and Lovisiana, Mr. 
Blackwell moved to Ohio in 1838 for the 
purpose of engaging in its manufacture, 
but died soon afterwards. Several other 
attempts, made at various places, proving 
unprofitable were abandoned, 

In California several factories have ob- 
tained a certain measure of success. But 
these experiments have all been made with 
insufficient capital, and on too limited a 
scale for profit. The great difficulty has 
been the want of a sufliciont supply of 
beets at reasonable prices. During the last 
half century Europe has steadily developed 
the beet sugar industry. From 5,000 tons 
in 1825, the annual product has become 
1,500,000 tons, worth, at.our present low 
scale of prices, about two hundred million 
dollars a year. More than one third of all 
the sugar used in the world is now said to 
be made from beets. 

In view of these facts and of the vast 
sums annually paid by the United States 
for sugar and molasses—the question arises. 
Why should not America make her own 
sugar from beets? The beet grows luxuri- 
antly in our soil and climate. The root 
contains as much sugar here as it does in 
Enrope. Against the cheap Inbor of 
Europe we have the advantages of cheaper 
land and cheaper fuel. Our farmers sell 
yearly to Europe other Agricultural pro- 
ducts —wheat, corn, cotton, cattle, cheese, 
etc., amounting to millions of dollars, Our 
suyar refiners are unequalled in skill and 
ability. Sugar is refined to-day more 
cheaply in America than in Euro; Why, 
then, do we not make our ownsvgar? The 
answer is simply this; “‘ Everything must 
have a beginning. This is a new industry, 
unknown as yet to the farmers of America. 
There is a great practical difficulty in chang- 
ing an established system, Cane sugar is 
produced so cheaply by slave labor, and is 
imported on so large a scale, that beet 
suger can only be profitably mado on a 
great scale and with costly machinery. No 
capitalist will invest a hundred and fifty 
thousand dollara in machinery to work 
beets that do not exist. No farmer will 
raise beets until a sugar fnctory is ready to 
buy them, This almost impassable gap be- 
tween the capitalist who cannot raise the 
beets, and the farmer who cannot make the 
sugar, has at last boon bridged by a beet 
sugar company in the State of Maire, which 
last year made 183,000 pounds of beet 
sugar, and is now erecting the best Euro- 
pean machinery, and has contracted with 
1,700 farmers for 1,250 acres of sugar beets, 
Noxt fall there is reason to believe that the 
experiment of making beet sugar will be 
fully and fairly tried in Maine. The ques- 
tion is *‘Oan American farmers raise beets 
in quantities and at prices which will justify 
their conversion into sugar?” The answer 
will be awaited with general interest. 


The sugar bect is all useful. The leaves 
are excellent food for cattler Tho juico of 
the root makes sugar, and the refuse that 
comes from the press may vlso be used for 
feeding stock. The best way to make beet 
sugar profitable would be for a company to 
secure, say, ten thousand acres of the best 
beet-growing land in the West, convenient 
to cheap coal ; put a factory in the centre, 
and cottages all around it, for the work- 
men on the farm and factory. A regular 
supply of beets vould thus be secured, and 
the company could purchase all that were 
offered beside, The home market in the 
West would undoubtedly take all the sugar 
that could be produced, thus saving freight 
from the West Indies and the sea-board.— 
N. Y. Witness. 

In an article on the beet-sugar cultivation 
The Boston Journal of Commerce presents 
some interesting facts : 

The cultivation of beet-root sugar in this 
country is receiving considerable attention, 
and tho efforts in Maine bave proved quite 
encouroging, while a factory ix proposed in 
Northampton, Mass. The beet-root sugar 
industry in Europe has attained immense 
proportions, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing statements: The first beet-root sugar 
was made in Germany in 1799. Tho dis- 
covery of the use of beet-root for suvar 
making was of little practical benefit, how- 
ever, until some years after, when France 
was so rigidly blockaded by the British 
fleets that she was totally cut off from hor 
sources of supply, and had of necessity 
to find a substitute for cane sugar. ho 
French government afterward fostered this 
homo industry, and ite growth was steady 
until 1875, when the product had reached 
tho enormova sum of 450,000 tons. The 
magnitude of this product can be imagined 
when we take into consideration that the 
total amount of sugar imported into our 
country for 1878 was 797,781 tons The 
total yield of beot-root sugar in Europe is 
estimated at 1,211,000 tons, of which France 
furnishes 421,000, Germany 290,000, Ana- 
tria 205,000, Russia 150,000, Belgium 80,- 
000, and other countries 35,000, Franco 
and Bolgium are the only countrios that 
raiso any surplus, tho formor producing 
270,000 to 275,000 more than ia nocessary 
for home use, and tho latter 50,000 tons. 
The importations of raw sugar into England 
in 1876 wore 570, tons, of which 154,668 
was boot-root sugar from the continent, and 
during the same poriod tho imports of ro- 
fined wore 139,126 tons, which was princi- 

silly beot-root sugar. Our country pays 
$70°000,000 annually to tho foroign cano- 
sugar production, and the question is who- 
thor wo could not economically produce a 
largo proportion of our own sugar by turn- 
ing attontion to the cultivation of beot-root,

he Orange Celebrations. 


The London Times publishes the follow- 
ing from its Irish correspondent :—“The | 
Orange processions in tho North hayo been 
followed by some disturbances, though no 
collisions such as occurred in former years 
aro reported. In tho neighborhood of 
Belfast there was rioting in suveral places, 
and at Carrick the police were obliged re- 
peatedly to charge the mob and make 
several arrests. At Ballymacarott there 
was much excitement. A number of per- 
sons were treated for scolp wounds in the 
Royal Hospital. At lisland, where 
party feuds are more embittered by recent 
circumstances, a serious affray is stated to 
have occurred between the constabulary 
and an armed body of Roman Catholics, 
The Orangemen set to work to prepare 
arches. The Roman Catholics resolved 
to have a counter exhibition, and put 
up green arches in their own quarter 
of the town. During the night shots 
were fired by both parties, but no cullision 
occurred, although the windows of the 
Orange hall were broken. The Orange- 
mon marched uext day to Donaghmoro, 
and a body of Roman Catholics assembled 
on a hill near the town, About 30 of 
them were armed, and fired shots in all 
directions. The police proceeded to din- 
perse them, and having been fired upon, 
returned the fire. A constable was shot 
in the face and severely injured. A se- 
cond volley was fired at the constabulary, 
who again fired in return, and after some 
time cleared the hill. The town during 
the day was ina very excited state, and 
it was only the presence of a Jargo force 
of constabulary which restrained the dis- 
orderly section of the inhabitants from 
creating seriohs disturbances. Several ar- 
rests have been made from both parties, 
but the majority of the prisoners aro 
Roman Catholics, One Orangeman has 
been charged with firing at the Rev. Mr, 
Bradley, a Roman Catholic Priest. Sub- 
Inspector Webb had a sledge-hammer 
thrown at him, and received a severe 
wound on the head.

8, ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
ont the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as

| Trent Valley Canal. 


Wo learn from the Courier that Mr, Stark, 
Government Engineer, and Mr, Belcher, 
arrived in Tronton on the 6th inst., and 
wero met by Mr. Francis, the Reove. Mr. 
Stark stated that at the direction of the 
Dominion Governmont ho was inspecting 
tho line of the Trenton and Georgian Bay 
Canal. Thus far ho was favorably impressed 
with the proposed canal ; ho considered the 
schome a good ono, giving a much shorter 
outlet to the ocean for the cereals of the 
West, and so feasiblo for a larzo canal, and 
could bo built at such a moderate cost that 
the Government might be induced to com- 


power must oxist, It exists under the now 
Act, as it did under the old. 
ment in the former, besides lessening the 
expenso, consists chiefly in regulating by 
Jaw certain matters which wore formerly 
left to the discrotionary powor of tho Goy- 
ernment, so that no such pranks can be 
played again as we have seen played in the 
past. ; 

«Tt is now perfectly well known how the 

absurd and inquisitorial regulations for the 
inspection of weights and measures came 
about. Mr. Brunel, the Commissioner of 
Inland Revenno, took the whole matter in 
his own hands, and the notorious inofli- 
ciency of Mr. Mackenzio’s colloagues, their 
almost total indifference to tho executive 
affairs of their departments, loft the Oom- 
missioner free to work his own sweet will 
in the matter. For yoars ho was the whole 
Government of Canada as regarded the in- 
spection of weights and measures. People 
who were driyen to distraction by his 
whims and whose property was destroyed 
by 1 nod of his head protested and com- 
plained to the Government ; but Mr, 
Brunel was the Goyernment, and ho dis. 
posed of the complaints against him ina 
very summary and a very satisfactory man- 
ner to himself. 

** The Commissioner was born with the 
genius of a drill sergeant, and an invincible 
ignorance of human nature. . He would 
regulate all human affairs down to the 
minutest machinory of elaborate construc- 
tion and unerring operation. What Dr. 
Tupper’s Act contemplated was that a Gov-

monce it at no distant day, Ho intimated 
that if his report bo favorablo, a staff of 
surveyors would be sent on at once to make 
an official survey. Mr, Francis drove the 
gontlomen over tho routo of tho Murray 
Canal and on as far as Consecon, so that 
being acquainted with the locality, he will 
bo able from the surveys and maps filed in 
the Department of Public Works, to givo 
his viows of this scheme, also as to its effect 
on tho Tront Valley Canal. 

We should like to sea the Murray Oanal 
project revived and cavried into effect, as it 
could be built much more cheaply than tho 
Trent Valley Canal, and would be of very 
great importance to the trade of Lake On- 
tario and tho Bay of Quinte.

ernment officer should certify that weights 
and measures weighed and measured cor- 
rectly what the law demanded of them,but 
when the business fell into Mr. Brunel's 
hand his notion was that that was merely 
the concluding part of the official work. 
His business, as he understood it, was to 
go into the tinshop and teach the tinsmith 
what kind of material he must use, and 
iow him the best manner of joining two 
of tin or sheet-iron together, thon 


~ what form his measure should be fashioned 


and with what hoops and of what size it 
should be bound. The tinsmith’s experi- 
ence and his obvious commercial interest 
in doing all these things woll counted for 
nothing with him. The tinsmith’s methods 
were not official and, therefore, they were 
fallible. Whence his knowledge of scale 
making was derived we do not know, but 
it was extensive and all-peryading. In 
every method hitherto adopted for making 
scales he scented a design to cheat, and, 
thorefore, he threw them all overboard and 
inyented official scales which were infalliblo 
because they were official. Of course ho 
often changed his mind as inventive genius 
must. In some cases he was compelled to 
change it because his new scales—or im- 
provements upon old ones—wouldn’t weigh 
at all. In all theso changes the material 
destroyed, the loss from interrupted opera- 
tions, the uncertainty of what was coming 
next, fell upon tho manufacturer. Most of 
the merchants referred to use tho 
old ones, for Mr. Brunel was not 
omnipresent cven with the aid of 
his army of officials. The more 
conscientious and law abiding among them, 
however, that is those who would be cer- 
tain the weight and measure correctly law 
or no, Inw obeyed his demands, -paid the 
five or ten dollars required whenover a 
change in their weights and measures had 
to be made, to comply with new official 
ones. In this way it cost, perhaps, half a

Consecration of a Canadian Bishop 
in London. 


Four bishops were consecrated on Fri- 
day, July 26, (St.James’ Day), in St Paul's 
Oathedral—namely, Rey. Dr. W. Walsham 
How, as Bishop of Bedford (Suffragan to 
the Bishop of London); Rey. Dr. Joseph 
Barclay, as Bishop of the Anglican Church 
in Jerusalem ; Rev. John Martindale 
Speechley, M. A., as Bishop of Travancore 
and Cochin ; and Rey. Dr. Wm, Ridley, as 
Bishop of Caledonia and Britislr Columbia. 
The Archdeacon of Middlesex, the Canon 
in residence (Canon Gregory), the Preben- 
daries, and Minor Canons met the Bishop 
of London, the Bishop of St. Albans, tho 
Bishop of Rochester, the Bishop of Lich- 
field, and the Bishops Designate in the apse 
at the east end of the Cathedral at a quar- 
ter past eleven, and preceeded to the chairs. 
The Bishop of London, owing to the un- 
avoidable absence of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, commenced the Gommunion 
Service. The Epistle was read by the 
Bishop of Rochester, and the Gospel by the 
Bishop of St. Albans, After the Nicene 
Oreed (Schubert in G) was sung,the preach- 
er, Dr, Fremantle, the Dean of Ripon, 
preached the consecration sermon from 
Acts i., 7, “But yo®shall receive power 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you, and ye shall bo witnesses unto me, 
both in Jerusalem and in all Judea and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost parts of 
the earth.” In the course of his sermon 


the preacher drew attention {to the fact 
that this witnossing for Christ was tho very 
object of the Consecration service of the 
day,

bishop—that of Travancore—to a Church 
which now counts 60,000 members. To 
Jerusalem, too, we are sending England's 
witness to the city from which the Apostles 
themselves went forth to witness ; and even 
to regiqns unknown to the Apostles, name- 
ly, to British Oolumbia, we are sending 
ono to witness for Christ, for His truth, 
Bis power and His glory.

Woe shall on- 
deavor to give some specimens, some of 
which have nover soon the light of an April 
afternoon. Curran, walking in the garden 
of the late Judge Flotchor, which had been 
exposed, owing to tho wall falling in ; on 
the judge’s observing that his rows of 
broceoli wero backward, Curran anid, 
“Consider,thoy have been exposed to much 
dust and look as if they had boon after a 
long march” (March), A barrister onter- 
od the hall ono day with his wig very much 
awry, and of which, not at all surprisod, ho 
i to endure from every observer 
some laughing remark, until, addressing 
Mr, Curran, he said, Do you soo anything 
ridiculous in this wig!” The answer in 
stantly was, ‘' Nothing but the head.” 
Bills of indictment had boon sent up to a 
grand jury in which Mr, Curran was in- 
terested. On one of the jurors,whose stupi- 
dity vexed Curran,coming into court to 
plain why they ignored Curran soid, 
“Oh, just write on the back ramus for 
self and fellows, It will then beatrue bill.”

‘No man,” 
said Curran, ‘“‘but a weak-minded barrister 
should be admitted to the bar who has not 
an independent property.”

Curran was once 
challenged by.a barrister named Burrowes,

How the Heron Attracts Trout. 


Tho old writors on angling, especially Wal- 
ton, hala numberof queer magical receipts 
for alluring trout. Among the various rather 
nasty compounds, in which ‘ivy oil’ played a 
pare we do not remember that a heron's 
breast was an ingredient, yet if M. Noury, 
who has lately written on the matter, under- 
stands his subject, there is nothing that at- 
tracts trontso much as the breast of tho 
heron. In the streams Rislo, Euro, [thou and 
Longue that solitary angler, the heron, has 
nearly oxtorminated the trout. Many of us 
have watched the patient bird waiting for his 
prey, but has been loft for M. Noury to. dia- 
cover how ho attracts tho fish, The heron 
Wades into the water till it reaches its bronst, 
and, when trout pa: dives down on them 
with its bill. Thero is a pleasing bird to be 
hin some avaries of which visitors are 
nod by the attendant that ‘’o always 
haims at the hoye.’ The heron is less parti- 
cular, and spits the trout where and how he 
can. But why dothe trout not give him a 
wide-berth ; Why do they actually make, if 
M. Noury is right, for tho place the heron has 
taken hia stand? Tho reason is this: * Bo- 
neath tho skin on the breast of the heron aro 
certain small reservoirs, which create. a fatty 
matter that the animal can exude at pleasure.’ 
This substance has a smell offensive to us, 
but peculiarly pe sant to trout. Tho unfortu- 
nate fish go to look for the source of their 
favorite delicacy, and then the heron is down 
on them, ‘If tho breast of a heron be placed 
in a trout trap the latter will soon bo full of 
fish, no matter how largo it is,” If this be 
true, it probably has not escaped tho notice 
of Mr. Frank Buckland. Perhaps it is soarce- 
ly right to circulate the story, for wo shall 
have disloyal pait-ahers keoping herons’ 
breasts in their worm-bags. One or two ex- 
periments will decide the question.

Carlyle's Advice to a Young Man- 


The following letter was addressed by Tho- 
mas Carlyle, in 1850, toa young man who 
had asked his advice in a desponding spirit. 
It is in the author's best and most character- 
istic style :—‘* Chelsea, 17th November, 1850. 
Adparen dy you are a young man of unusual, 
perhaps of extreme sensibility, and placed at 
present in the unfortunate position of having 
nothing to do, Vague reverie, chaotic medi 
tation, the fruitless effort to sound the un- 
fathomable, is the natural result for you. 
Such a form of character indicates the proba- 
bility of superior capabilities to work in this 
world; but is also, unless guided towards 
work, the inevitable prophecy of much suffer- 
ing, disappointment and failure in your course 
of life. Understand always that tho end of 
man is an action, nota thought, Endeavour 
incessantly, with all the strength that is in 
you, to ascrrtain what—there where you are, 
there as you are—you can do in this world ; 
and upon that bend your whole faculties ; re- 
garding all reverios, feelings, singular thoughts, 
moods, &c., as worth nothing whatever, ox- 
cept as they bear upon that, and wil) help you 
toward that. Your thouyhts,moods, &c., will 
thus in part legitimate th lves and become 
fruitful possessions for you ; in part fall away 
as illegitimate and die out of the way, and 
your goal will become clearer to you every 
step you courageously advance towards it, 
No man over understood this universe ; each 
man may understand what good and manfal 
work it lies with him to accomplish there 
* Cheer up, thi you never saw.’

Plenty of decent people passing 
re must feel shocked, but they are powerless 
to express their indignation, for profanity has 
gut to be a country habit, ‘This vico of indis- 
criminate swearing, setting aside its sutecener?

with the discovery of the fact public feeling 
has been aroused against them to such 
an extent that they may vory probably be 
defeated in the House before the close of 
the session, which is near at hand. In 
order to retain power, they have been 
obliged to abandon thé greater part of their 
railway policy, as promised in the speech 
from the throne, including the leasing of 
the North Shore Railway, and to avoid any 
attempt to legislate on any subject on 
which there was a difference of opinion 
amongst their supporters. The end of Grit- 
Rouge rule in Quebec is seemingly near at 
hand, and as the men who form the Goyern- 
ment in that Province do not now and have 
not possessed the confidence of the major- 
ity of the people, it is well that there 
should be a change. The triamph of those 
who profited by Mr. Letellier’s conspiracy 
has been of brief duration,and it is proper 
that they should follow into retirement 
the man who placed them in office, which 
they will certainly do so soon as the peo- 
ple have an opportunity to declgre them- 
solves on tho subject.

Invitations were ex- 
tended to the Mayor and mombers of the 
City Council of Belleville, to the Warden 
and members of the County Council, and

songor cara, the party numbering about 200. 
1t was timed to leave Belleville at 9 a. m., 
but it was after 10 o'clock before it crossed 
the track of the Grand Trunk Railway. 
The run to Stirling and Oampbellford was 
quickly made, the only delay occurring in 
consequence of cows straying on to the 
track, and which apparently paid no heed 
to the persuasive powers of the whistle, 
which screeched and screamed in vain ; and 
it was not until some of the train hands 
drove them off with clubs, that the engine 
could proceed with safety.

Great Storm in New Brunswic 


Tho following additiona) porticulars of 
tho great storm in Now Brunswick, 
beon received by telogram ;— 
Vory little information has been as yot | 
received from Buctouche, but all accounts 
agroo in stating that the storm of Wednea.- | 
day was one of onexampled severity, nnd | 
16 is enormous. | 
One correspondent writes from St. Mary's | 
to Buctooho that fearful damage was dono. 
About 80 houses were thrown down, trees 
wero pulled out and carried long distances | 
in the air, fences were smashed into atoms, 
cattlo woro rolled on tho ground like leaves, 
| grain was cut down, and other crops wero 
destroyed. The Buctouche bridge was 
carriod fifty fect in the air and destroyed. 
People travelling on the road were thrown 
into the woods, horses were killed and 
carriages smashed, The cyclone was 
halfa mile wide, and destroyed overy- 
thing in its path for ten miles. Tho 
Catholic Church escaped with tho loss 
of the tower, and the convent did not re- 
| ceive any more injury than a good shaking. 
Father Michaud’s houso was totally des- 
troyed, and all the contents carried out to 
the sea. His two nieces narrowly escaped 
death from the falling chimney. The now 
school-house, a strong building, was lifted 
clean off its foundations and was broken to 
pieces.

The Sugar Duties. 


From the Montreal Journal of Commerce, 


, The now regulations in reference to the 
duties on sugars, roforred to briefly last 
week, aa recommended by the appointed 
board of experts to the Government, which it 
haw seen fit to adopt, have cansed quite an ex- 
citemont amongst the West India merchants 
at Halifax, as the effect of theso changes i 
increase the ad valorem duty on sugar as 
ported from the Spanish West Indices whero 
export duty is charged, and also the ad val- 
orem duty on all sugars imported to the ox- 
tent of the loss ia weight during the voyage, 

The recommendations to the Government 
were as follows: 

Ist. Export duty forms part of the value 
for duty ; and'in sugar inyoices is not to be 
considered as an oxponse on which duty is to 
be remitted in cases of direct importation, 

2nd The practice of reducing the inyoice 
value of ugar proportionally for losa of weight 
by drainage, wherover it has been in vogue, 
must be discontinued horeafter in the oatry 
of sugar; the specitic rate to bo charged upon 
the actual weight ay ascertained on. arrival, 
and the ad valorem upon the actual valoo 
where purchased—that is, tho value repre- 
sented by fair and legitimate invoices being 
the amount the purchaser pays for the 
sugar, 

As to the right of the Government to accept 
these recommendations and act upon them, 
there is, it seems, a considerable ditference of 
Opinion ; and yot the questions involyed may 
be discussed without taxing the Government 
with breach of faith in the matte 
Globe insinuates, with ‘* showin 
the ¢ vernment’s Montreal protegees should 
not be hampered by having to purchase sug: 
at Halifax.” J rs a a 

In reference to the levying of 
foreign export duty, there cannot be auy dif- 
ference of opinion. Sugar cannot be exported 
from the Spanish West Indies without paying 
to the Government an export duty as a com- 
pensation for tho loss to the couatry of the 
refining abroad of said sugar, The export duty 
is consequently part of the purchase price of 
the commodity, and falls, of course, under the 
duty ad valorem levied on its importation into 
Canada. It is the custom everywhere, in the 
United States as well as in Liverpool, to con- 
sider the export duty as part of the valae of 
tho sugar exported, and to levy the duty ad 
valorem on the value so found. ‘The duty 
aforetime leyied in Canada was discontinued 
this spring, on the mistaken idea that it was 
inclac led in the terms ‘charges and exponses 
pelos to shipmsnt.” The reinforcement of the 

luty is tho return to what had previously 
been in practice and is in conformity with the 
custom of all other countries. 

The levying of the ad valorem duty upon 
the actual value of the sugar at tho place of 
purchase, without any regard to the loss of 
weight by drainage seoms justified by general 
practice, and the general application of the 
same regulation to all the other articles of ‘im- 
portation, There is no allowance made or 
expected upon any other goods on account of 
waste by their natural drainage, shrinkage or 
evaporation. Why should, then, the Customs 
regulation which is applied to all the other 

articles on which ad maloren duty is charged, 
be not also applied to sugar? The loss in 
wnipbtaasnerieneed. during the vevsaa bs; 
as the amount of saccharine matter—tho only 
important substance for the refiner and the 
only one of value—is not diminished, and the 
discolorization of the rawsugar, in consequence 
of its dryness, not being detrimental to its sale. 
The following analyms by Bodenbender and 
Lotmann of raw colonial sugars shows the ox- 
act quantities of crystallizable sugar they con- 
tained, and how little importance water has 
on their saccharine proportions.

The complaints of the sugar importers of 
Halifax, however, are based upon the unfair 
ness of makingavy change now that enterprises 
have been undertaken, and business oxten- 
sively done on an undorstanding of the law 
which had received the direct assent of the 
Government authorities, and it is on this 
ground, we presume, that the cnactment has 
baal rescinded, the Cabinet at Ottawa grace- 
fully yielding to the representations of the 
Halitax Committee appointed to request a re- 
consideration of the matter, 


The Burning of Irkutsk. 


(From Galiqnani’s Messenger, July 21.) 


The St. Petersburg journals are full of 
terrible details connected with the fire at 
Irkutsk, which seems to have had an un- 
doubted reyolutionary origi. Three days 
before the outbreak threateuing notices 
were aftixed to the Government House and 
several private dwellings. These notices 
declared that the city must give a contri- 
bution of 500,000 silver roubles to the 
“Social-revolutionary Committee,” other- 
wise it would be destroyed by fire. It can 
easily bo understood that those notices 
plunged the whole population into a state 
of terror, for they had before their eyes the 
fate of Orenburg, Irbit, Uralsk, and Perm, 
Both authorities and people exercised the 
utmost watclifulness. But in vain ; for on 
tho 5th inst., at about five p, m., the fire 
broke out simultancously in six different 
places, and being fanned by astrong wind, 
the town soon resembled a sea of flame, 
Four suburbs, with more than 260 houses, 
were reduced to ashos. As already an- 
nounced by tolograph, several lives wore 
lost. It was a heartronding spectacle to 
soe a poor widow with her fivo children 
quite reduced to cinders taken out of a 
house. In theso firat moments of the ca- 
tastrophe, it is equally impossible to ascer- 
tain the amount of real misery and destitu- 
tion, and to catimato the material lossos 
which have been caused. Ono merchant 
alono has lost a stock of furs, tho value of 
which is sot at no loss than 800,000 silver 
rubles. Up to the present, with the ox- 
coption of one woman, who is suspected 
of having sot firo toa houso, nono of tho in- 
condiaries hayo been caught. An official 
telogram announces that at noon on July 6 
a socond fire broke out in the centro of the 
city, caused by the unusual hoat of the woa- 
thor, the glowing ombers, and a very high 
wind, Notwithstanding all possible oxor 
tions—tho fire brigade were worn out by 
their exertions during the previous night— 
it spread in all directions and all the best 
buildings became a prey to tho flames, 
Fivo orthodox churches, the Roman 
Catholio Ohureh, and tho Luthoran Church 
wore burned down. ‘Tho cathedral, which 
wan in courso of orection, has suflor- 
od sovorely, also tho synagogue, Burned

Government buildings, tho Post Office, and 
telograph stations, all ‘the higher schools 
and most of the elementary ones, all the 
banks and apothecaries’ shops. More than 
half the houses in the city, including all of 
the better class, are destroyed. ‘The prison 
and hospital escaped, ala the residence of 
the Governor-Goneral and tho offices imme- 
diately connected with it, the gondarmerio 
depot, the gold smelting house and labora- 
tory. Tle money of the banks aul the 
State treasure wero saved. The people 
have quitted the city, and are encamped on 
thebanks of the Angaraand tho Ushakovka, 
Another outbreak of fire destroyed some of 
the buildings 6n the banks of the Angara. 
The loss of life is unknown. All the large 
mercantile houses aro simply burned out— 
reduced to nothing. The prest market with 
all its rows of’ booths and their contonts, 
and the two et squares have disappear- 
ed. Tho Emperor has contributed 20,000 
roubles toward tho relief of the sufferers, 
Tho utmost precautions are observed to 
guard against any renewal of the calamity. 


The Ancient Lake Dwellers. 


oxplorationa this year have far- 
number of additional relics of 
the lak lore. Tho most important of 
thoge “finds” haw boen at Scoborg, in Canton 
Borne,on a small lake and adjoining peat bog, 
The bulk of these remains consisted of the 
usual flint and bone implements, articles in 
wood, and pottery. ‘Tho pottery is very 
primitive, ma/lo ontirely by hand, and baked 

fore au open fire, Nevertheless,somoe of the 
specimens possess a certain rude shapelinces, 
sufficient to sHow that the designers or makers 
ofthem were not altogether destitute of 
artistic instinct. The lake-dwellers were also 
basket-makers,and not unskillod in carpentry, 
one of the “finds” being a bent basker. 
handle exactly like those in use now, and the 
hatchet-handles are exceedingly well mado, 
One wooden instrument bears an almost 
startling likeness to the stock of a pistol, and 
nee easily be converted into one; it pro- 
bably served as the haft of a bone tool or 
wespon for boring or thrusting, varying in 
size fron four to ten centimetres broad. 
Arrow-heads of the same material were found, 
and the metatarsal bone of a stag, faehioned 
into a pair of forks, and ovidently intended 
for use at table, This gives a higher antiquity 
to forks for eating than has ever before been 
ascribed to them, and shows that the 
elogancies of life were by no means un- 
known tothe primitive inhabitants of the 
lake ; and from the number of bone hairpins 
found amongst the flint tools and weapons of 
war, it is evident they paid sume attention to 
the adorament of their persons, Tho animal 
remains found on tho turf moor are numerous. 
Among them are the bones of the dog, the 
badger, and the common otter, The latter 
were doubtless met with in the immediate 
neighborhood of the lake, but the presence of 
the bones of the wild ox and of the bear indi- 
cate thatthe lake-dwellors were bold and 
skilful hunters, as well as ingenious tool-mak- 
ers, They were also keepers of cattle, for the 
moat numerous animal remains brought to 
light were those of the common cow and the 
moor-cow. ‘These oxist in every stage of 
growth, showing that their owners had a 
taste for both veal and beef, whilo their fond- 
ness for venison is proved by the many bones 
of the stag and roe discovered by the explor- 
ers. Evidence of a like character shows that 
they were hunters of the wild boar and caters 
of the domesticated pig, and the existence of 
the beaver in Switzerland in prehistoric 
times is attested by the presence,among other 
bones, of several which comparative anatomists 
Sacred s ban halanaad ta that radent, One 
tion is made ofthe bones of horses havin, 
been found, from which it may be inferred 
with tolerable certainty that the horse was 
either altogether unknown to ancicnt lake- 
dwellers, or that they had not succeeded in 
capturing and taming him. 


A Gigantic Oarsman- 


The tallest oarsman of whom we ever heard 
is Mons, L, Bidault, of the Lyons R. C,, Lyons, 
France, who was among the dnsuccessful com- 
petitors at the recent Metropolitan regatta on 
the Thames, Eng. The (London) Referee has 
this to say ofhim: ‘‘The French amateur 
champion scnller, about whom there has been 
much talk, proved » disappointment. Ho is 
of tremendous length. Some say 7ft. lin.; 
others 7ft. Sin. In his clothes ho looked near- 
or tho latter than tbo former. He posscsses 
hands like fect, and foct like fenders; but of 
muscular development in the right place he 
has next to none, His boat and sculls are as 
peculiar as himself, Large beyond all pro- 
conceived notions, the boat is built of pine, 
in three pieces, It is over 36ft, long, aud his 
sculls are only an inch or so shorter than regu- 
lation L. R, C, oars.

Still, they did not expect to sco 
him give up after rowing about half a milo; 
but thon, perhaps, they had not sufficiently 
considered that tho rowing of desperate stern- 
chases isa peculiarity of the Anglo-Saxon 
alove. Finding ho ‘had no chance, Bidault 
stopped suddenly cpecsila Boverloy Brook, 
and rowed back to the boat-houses, leaving 
White to go on ahead, followed at some little 
distance by Payno.”

The Oity Estimates for 1879. 


Tho estimates for tho City taxes for 


1879 will be found in another column, and 
timo will not permit us to make more than 
arunning comment on somo of the items. 
Tho first bofore us is that of salaries. 
In this wo think somo reduction should be 
made. Wo can seo no reason why tho 
changing of the namo Town to City should 
warrant an increase of $300,in the allowance 
to our Mayors. If tho Mayors performed 
more duties than that of being Chrirmon of 
tho Council, if they had a vetoing powor 
in the city logislation and took active part 
in it, if they really attonded to tho ox- 
ecutive branch of the Council business, 
thenthe salary of $400 would not be 
too much, for wo might be enabled to 
disponse with a salaried Solicitor. 

Tho salary of Polico Magistrate has risen 
$200 from the same cause, but as this is 
fixed by the Act of the Ontario Legislature 
tho Council will havo to submit, That the 
pay is in exeess of tho services will bo gen- 
erally conceded. We must thank Mr. Mo- 
wat for increasing itin 1873, It is usual 
for Legislatures in granting powers to sub- 
ordinates to limit the power of being ox- 
travagant, but this is an exception to that 
wiso rulo. Wo hayo unlimited power to 
give, provided it shall not be less than $1,- 
400 per annuw. 

Thatthe Solicitor’s duties hayo been 
onerous, is chiefly dueto the neglect or 
want of intelligonco in carrying out tho 
Assossment Act, but wo think many things 
handed to him for investigation and ad-

under this head. It apr 
$54,250 the City taxes, 
&o.,can be collected for $3,581, $12,750,the 
School tax, can be collected for $840. Yot 
we find the Public Schools debited with 
$1,560 for that purpose, and R, 0, Schools 
charged in amuch greater ratio, in fact more 
than 20 percent. Tho City collections coat 
lesa than 7 por cent; tho Public Schools 
more than 12} per cent ; and R, 0, Schools 
more than 20 per cent. Theso ostimates 
should be modified, A few years ago 6 po 
cent was considered ample for expenses of 
collections and remissions of taxes placod 
on the Collectors’ rolls, and should not be 
exceeded now, 

We therefore call on the Council to re- 
trench on our luxurious expenditure, and 
provide for just debts. Such, we feel, will 
moot the wishes of the honest ratepayers of 
the City. 

We trust that the whole matter will bo 
carefully deliberated upon and intelligent- 
ly discussed by the Council before assent 
is given to tho Estimates. It is of course 
desirablo that the Collector's rolls should 
bo made out as soon as possible, but it is 
at tho samo time equally nocessary that 
the extent and nature of the civic expendi- 
ture should firat be determined upon after 
mature deliberation.

less by nearly $200 than tho estimates, We 
hope the same attention will have like 
results this year. 

PRINTING AND STATIONERY, $1,300. 


Tho expenses uuder this branch in 1877 
wore $1,033 ; in 1878, $1,187. That the 
estimate for 1879 is $1,300 we do not 
wonder, if the manner in which tho Audi- 
tors’ Abstract has beon published is a cri- 
terion to judge by. Tho least informa- 
for the groatest expense, 

Tho Printing Committeo should learn, 
and the people will learn to their cost, that 
economy does not consist so much in getting 
work done under value as in having no- 
Cossary work properly prepared for the 
Printer.

European Crop Prospects. 


At’privato} letter from a gentloman in 
Eastorn Germany, dated July 23rd, says : 
—‘' There has been no summer, but rain 
nearly every day, the thermometer in my 
room ranging from 60 to 75. In some 
places harvesting has begun, but unless we 
have some warm, dry weather soon much 
of the grain must rotinthe fields, Adding 
to this the immense amount of grain and 
other food crops destroyed by the inunda- 
tions last month and it looks as if America 
would be called upon to feed Germany as 
well as England and France next winter. 
The accounts from Russia are also not yery 
encouraging ; of rye the crop willbe below 
the average. In Podolia and Volhynia the 
yield of ryo will be very slight. The out- 
look for wheat is slightly better than for 
ryein some of the governments, but in 
Kieff there are some fields that will scarcely 
repay the labor of harvesting. In short, 
tho entire yield of breadstuffs will fall con-

Other 
grains, as oats, barley, etc., promise a good 
crop.” 

Tho Mark Lane Express, in its weekly 
review of the grain trade, says: ‘Wheat is 
thin and poor, and hopelessly weakened by 
rain, The ears are noticably small. Barley 
is immature In some parts of Lincolnshire 
and will not pay the cost of harvesting. In 
the southern, western, and ,midland coun- 
ties the barley crop is very disappointing. 
In tho north of England the growth is 
healthier, but tho ears are thin. Oats in 
many districts are short in stem and very 
irregular, but are expected to reach more 
nearly to an average yield than other 
cereals. In Scotland neither wheat nor 
barley will give a fall yield, but oats, with 
fine weather during the month of August, 
would be an average crop. In Ireland 
wheat has developed small ears, but in 
Leinster, Munster, and Connaught the crop 
promises to be fair. Reports from Ulster 
are less favorable. The finer weather 
will considerably influence the markets, 
Millers have been reserved in their pur- 
chases, The price of the English wheat 
has ceased to advance, and has. now and 
then slightly declined. Tho prico of foreign

Tho weathor in France recently has been 
fine, and it appears tolerably certain that 
the southern provinces will havea fair crop.

We quote 
from the Canada Gazette :—‘‘ There shall 
be regular oxchango of money orders be- 
tween the twe countries (tho Dominion and 
the United States) for suis received from 
romitters in one country for payment in the 
other, The maximumamount of any money 
order issued in eithor country is fixed at 
$50 in lawful money of the country in which 
the order originates, but no money order 
shall include the fractional part of a cent.”

First you will need ren- 
not, and if you can buy the extract it is the 


best, as itis sweetand of uniform strength 
and comes with directions for using; but if 
you cannot got that, take a good et ren- 


not and steep it in brine for two days, giv- 
ing it frequent rubbings so as extract 
the strength. Strain your night's milk and 
act whore it will keep cool and sweet; skim 
it in theo morning and putitin the cheese 


tub, which must be largo cnough to hold a 
ght’s and morning's milk. Heat the morn- 
milk enough to raise the temporaturo 
of the whole tc or 04 dogroos, If the 
cream removed from the night's milk is not 
needed for butter it can be washed through 
na atrainer by pouring warm milk upon it, 
and then mixed with the milk, but a very 
fair quality of cheese can bo made without 
it. The next thingis to add the rennet, 
which should be thoroughly stirred in, and 
in sufficient quantity to make the cheese 
** come” in from twelvo-to fifteon minutes. 
When the curd has become hard, like good 
clabbered milk, it should be cut carefully 
each way at intervals of halfan inch ; this 
can be done witha simple strip of tin, or 
even a wooden knife with a very thin blade, 
As soon as it begins to settle and the whey 
to soparato, itshould be gently lifted and 
stirred from tho bottom and the whey 
dipped off. Repeat this process overy few 
minates until the balk of: the whoy is re- 
moved, which will bo in the course of an 
hour, Atl that is nee ry is to handle 
very gently so aa not to cause the whoy to 
look milky, for this would waste the rich- 
est part of the milk. In dipping of the 
whey you may use a coarse piece of muslin

now bo salted, and in order that the salt be 
thoroughly mixed, it must be made fine. 
Tt may be chopped like hash,in a wooden 
bowl, and should bo salted at the rate. of 
one ounce of salt toevery two and a half 
pounds of curd. This chopping and salt- 
ing should not be done sooner than three 
hours after the curd is dipped up to drain. 
If the curd ofone day will not make a 
cheese as large ag you wish, it can be thor- 
oughly cooled and kept till jthe next day, 
but should be warmed to the same tempera- 
ture when mixed. This may be done by 
pouring water at 100 degrees over it, and 
in this case a little salt must be added, as 
some of tho salt will bo washed away. ‘Tho 
cheese may be pressed ina tin or wooden 
hoop ; the press may bo either lever, or 
scrow, and it should remain under strong 
pressure for about twenty-four hours, The 
cheeses when pressed should have a band- 
age put around them closely, as they will 
soon settle and fill it, but should be first 
thoroughly rubbed with lard; and until 
ciired, whioh will bo some weeks, must be 
turnedand greased every day. hoy should 
be kept in a warm room cure from mice 
and will bo fit for the table .in about four 
weeks, but will improve in flavor for two or 
three months. I believe that by following 
theso directions the farmer’s wife should be 
able soon to gain the experience necessary

The Yachting Question ‘Again, 


Woe regret vory much that in our efforts 
to secure fair play for seamanship and 
model in the second class race at the forth- 
coming regatta at Toronto, a needless con- 
troversy has arisen, This sort of thing is 
not to our tasty, a8 we much prefer to have 
sporting matters settled in an amicable and 
sportemanlike manner ; but as it is, por- 
haps the interests of yachting may gain by 
tho discussion, and if so a useful and grati- 
fying task will baye fallen to our lot, We 
stated that the Royal Canadian Yacht Club 
had in 1878 altored its rule of measuro- 
ment, and that it had revolutionized the 
conditions under which second class yachts 
are sailed, ‘lo the latter statement no de- 
nisl could be given, but the assertion was 
made by the Mail that the rule of measure- 
ment had not been altered. This a 
we wore obliged to controyert in justice to 
ourselves, which was done by quoting a 
Proviso added to the rules in 1878, but in 
Monday’s issue the Mail reasserts that the 
rule has not been altered, saying :—‘ In 
“reply to the Belleville INTELLIGENCER, 
‘* which atill insists that the R. 0, Y, C., 


“‘ rule of measurement has been altered, 
“and quotes in proof the proviso as to pro- 
“* jecting stem or stern posts, we beg to re- 
“* for our contemporary to the rules pub- 
“ lished in 1868 and in 1872, in which the 
‘same proviso as that quoted by our con- 
‘“ temporary occurs, viz:—‘‘ Any part of 
* the stem or stern post projecting beyond 
‘the length so taken shall be added to 
“such length,” which clearly shows that 
“ the rule has not been altered. ” 

Our contemporary can scarcely be so 
stupid os it would lead the public to 
believe by the utterance of such 
nonsense as above quoted. We were aware 


that the rules of 1868 and '72 pro- 
vided as above stated, but that of 
1878 is entirely different in 
words and in effect, Tt not only 
provides as above, but has this 
addition :—*‘* Or other —_ part of 


the vessel at or above the load water line.” 
Ifour contemporary’s yachting editor is 
really 8o badly informed as he professes to 


be as to the effect of this addition 
to the former rule, we will en- 
lighten him ‘dy stating that whilst 


under the old rule such part of an 
overhanging stern as projected beyond the 
stern post was not measured. Under the 
new rule such projection, being at the 
load water line, is measured. The effect 
of this is to add from four to eight inches

So far as Bollevillo is Conner thore are 
but two of Cuthbort’s model or buildin our 
second class floot, whilet Kingston has only 
one, 

As to theingonious means of 
ballast outlined by ‘Yachtsman” 
plead guilty, as each yacht carrics a special 
lead mine and has a locomotive constantly 
engaged in hauling tho ballast from side 
tosido, ‘*Yachtsman” is to bo congratula- 
ted on his ingenuity in having made ao 
wonderful a discovery, which will for all 
time rank with that made by a similarly 
credulous ignoramus at Newcastle, of the 
use of comprossed air in Hanlan’s outrigger 
the Toronto. Perhaps this individual has 
been telling tales out of school, and it will 
be well for the Royal Canadian Yacht Club 
should they—as wo yet hopo they will—de- 
cide todo away with their innovation of 
shifting ballast in the second class, to ox- 
amine the Hamilton yachts of all classes for 
Spparatus such as “Yachtsman” describes 
with as much particularity as if he had been 
accustomed to its use, If the Hamilton 
man believesas he writes,allhe hasto do is to 
address the owner of one of the yachts 
here, and a match can bo made for any 
amount which he desires, 

What we wish is fair play for all con 
cerned, and unless this be accord’ 
ing by the Royal Canadian Yacht 
Club to tho Belleville and Kingston yachts 
it cannot reasonably be expected that those 
cities will get up regattas for first class 
yachts in which the prizes most reasonably 
be expen to fall to Toronto and Hamil- 
ton. This may be considered by our friends 
of the west as ‘‘selfish” and as being dio- 
tated . by ‘local interests and petty 
jealousies ;” but we believe in reciprocity 
and will not assist in giving all thu advant- 
age to those who prove to be too selfish to 
Rive our flects a chance to prove the su- 
periority to those of the Torontoand Ham- 
ilton with fair play, which they are willing 
to travel nearly two hundred miles to do. 


The “ The Monopolists " Again. 


shifting 
wo must 


Having threatened the Dominion with 
monopoly in sugar refining, and consequent 
high prices, the organs of the Opposition 
are determined that, though prices cannot 
be proved to be higher, at least the exist- 
ence of monoply shall be insisted on. In 
® recent issue the chief Grit organ publish- 
ed the following paragraph : 

“ The Belleville INTELLIGENCER has con- 
stituted itself the special organ of the sugar- 
refining monoply. Mr. Mackenzie Bowell 
stands in just in the same relationship to 
the InreLiiceNncer that Mr. Thos. White 
holds to the Montreal Gazette ; that is, 


to go elsewhere. Mr. Mackonzie Bowell 
is acting as Sir Leonard Tilley’s deputy, 
and one of his first scts is to issue what is 


tothe measured length for tonnage of 
nearly all yachts with an overhang, and so 
to cause the ten ton yachts, which were 
built to measure just a fraction over ten 
tons under the former rule, to measure 
over ten and a half, which would count 
as eleven tons. We hope that, now our 
contemporary is enlightened, it will admit 
what is the fact, that not only has the 
Royal Canadian Yacht Club's rule been 
altered, but that it has been so in a man- 
ner highly prejudical to yachts such as 
those owned in Belleville and Kingston, 

But the Mail has assistance in the dis- 
cussion—that of a correspondent in Hamil- 
ton, who signs himself ‘‘ Yachtsman.” A 
letter from this individual, who seems to 
know all about it, and a great ‘deal more, 
is also published in Monday's issue. This 
production is so thoroughly enjoyable that 
we cannot refrain from giving it a place in 
our columns. It is as follows :— 

To tne Editor of the Mail. 

Sir,—Along with a number of the yachts- 
men here, I was cousiderably surprised) in 
reading in this morning’s issuo of your news- 
paper that in deference to the Belleville Iy- 
TELLIGENCER (one of the proprietors whereof 
isthe owner of the yacht Kati« Gray,) the 
Committee of the R. C. Y. Club, decided to 
raise the tonnage of the second-class yachts 
for their regatta on the 6th prox. to twelve 
tons ; not for the reason that we feared a con- 
test with the Belleville and Kingston fleets, 
but that influences are being brought td bear 
on the Club in favor of yachts built by Cuth- 
bert or modeled by him. That is unfair to 
other yacht builders, 

As far as the shifting of the ballast is con- 
cerned, I, along with the rest of the yachts- 
men here, hops that the Club will persist in 
their rule of allowing the same to be shifted- 
Those cabin yachts have a way of shifting 
ballast on the sly by means ofa railroad track 
under the stairway which leads into their 
cabins, that open yachts can’t have without 
the same being discovered, and I believe this 
is the reason they are so anxious to have 
shifting done away with, as it is much easier 
to shift ballast in a cabin yacht than an o) 
one in that way, which is as follows :—A box 
containing 1,500 01 2,000 lbs of lead has af- 
fixed thereto the necessary wheels to let it 
run from side to side ona track, which is 
placed under the stairway at right angles to 
the yacht. A rope affixed to each end of the 
box and passes through the cabin. When 
the yacht starts off the box will run down to 
lee ; whereupon the rope to that end will be 
belayed and the yacht then goes about at 
once, and thus allthe above weight is to 
windward, in a way that the scrutineer can- 
not discover. When she is going onthe 
west (next?) tack, the box will be let goin 
the same way to the other side, and so on. 
T have scen a 12-ton yacht carrying a staysail 
and mainsail by this means, when the Annio 
Cuthbert, 65 tons, could hardly staggor under 
two reefs, Inthename of fair yachting lot 
us shift ballast, and do it openly,and then the 
best yatch will win, 

Hamilton yachts as a class do not fear a 
contest with thoso so-called 10-tonners of 
Kingston and Belloville, oven though they 
have their stern posta nearly amidship, and 
thoir waterline 3 or 4 feet past their stern 

oat, and are built for the purpose of avoid- 
ing tonnago, and I think the 6th September 
will show that in lst and 2nd class the Am- 
bitious City still heads the list.

Its 
assistance comes too late for several 
reasons. In the first place the policy of the 
late Government speedily killed off the 
whole direct sugar importing trade of Hali- 
fax; and in the second place this Minister 
of monopolists, this tyrannical Minister of 
Customs, has actually done his best to give 
the ‘‘suyar-importing trade of Halifax ” all 
the present assistance in his power, and has 
conceded, for the present at least, all that 
that trade asked as necessary for its pros- 
perity. If Mr. Bowell was deeply interest- 
ed in ‘‘monopoly”’ he has taken a singular 
mode of looking after his interests—he has 
given considerable aid to a rival organiza- 
tion.

of theGovernmont. ‘The policy of tho 
Governmont, it was contended, was to put 
a duty on all bountios in aid of export of 
manufactured articles in foreiga countrivs. 
But tho ordor in question imposed a duty 
on a tan on oxport, which is of a totally 
difforont character, On tho other hand, it 
was tondod that tho law and Sir Loo-

The Board of Appraisers have beendoing 
good wook during the past four months, 
The Minister of Customs was carly impress- 
ed with the necessity of order and uniform- 
ity in the appraisement of values at the 
various ports of the Dominion, For sever- 
al years past complaints haye been made as 
to the great variety of values placed on like 
articles at different ports}by' different col- 
lectors and appraisers ; and Mr, Bowell 
made as early an effort as possible to es- 
tablish a uniform systom of valuation. 
‘This task the Board of Appraisers have sot 
about with admirablo energy ; and, though 
a complaint may arise here or there, the 
general results of their advice have been 
in the interest at once of trade and of the 
revenue. Ina few months more when 
order and uniformity have been made to 
reign over the Dominion in the matter of 
appraisements, the value of the work done 
by the Board will be recognized by the 
manufacturing and trading community ; 
and the wholo administration of the Cus- 
toms Department will be found to be char- 
acterized by economy, thoroughness and 
order.— Mail.

RELIEF OF DERRY. 


Celebration of the Anniversary in 
Belleville, 


A COOD!DISPLAYEBY THE 'PRENTIOE BOYS. 


In the month of Decomber, 1688, the 
gatos of tho historio city of Londonderry 
wore closed against the forces of Jamos Il, 
by its Protestant defendors, and on tho 16th 
of April, 1689, tho place, which had been 
partially blockaded, was formally invested. 
Tho siogo was pressed for 105 days, tho he- 
rojo garrison resisting desporately, although 
famine atalked amongst them, the besieged 
being reduced to eating horacs, dogs, rats, 
tallow, and salted hides—and tho garrison 
being reduced from 7,000 to 3,000 mon. 
How tho placo was rolioyed at last by tho 
breaking of a boom which the besiegora had 
placed across tho harbor, by a transport 
loaded with provisions, which after going 
ashore was got off by the rebound of her 
own guns rapidly served in action, forma 
one of the most glorious pages of history. 
Tho besioged had suffered almost untold 
torments, but they not only maintained 
their defences and so bravely saved the 
Protestant cawso in tho north of Ireland, 
but killed 8,000 of thoir assailants as well. 
On the 12th of August the gates were re- 
opened on the withdrawal of James’ forces, 
and the ‘f Maiden City” remained -unpol- 
luted by the tread of an invader, except in 
the guiso of a prisoner, The unswerving 
courage and the heroic fortitude of the de- 
fenders of Derry have been celebrated in 
song and in story, and the anniversary of 
its rolief has always been celebrated with 
enthusiasm by the various Protestant or- 
ganizations in Ireland and the Colonies, 
Some timo sinco it was resolved to havo 
a celebration in Belleville of the one hun- 
dred and ninetieth annivorsary of the aus- 
picious event. Preparations were made, 
invitations were issued, and tho result was 
tho grand celebration of to-day, 

From an early hour tho streets began to 
assume a holiday appearance. Flags float- 
od from the headquarters of the various 
Protestant organizations, and from a fow 
private buildings. The "Prentice Boys, 
Young Britons, Truo Blues and Orangomen 
wore to bo seen in regalia hore and there, 
and conveyances of various kinds began to 
arrive from the country heavily laden, 
whilst numbers of the citizens turned out 
in holiday attire. By 10 o’clocl the prin- 
cipal streets were pretty well thronged, 
and by noon they were crowded with eager 
sight seers, 

The first of the visitors froma distance 
to arrive were those from Madoo, who 
reached here by train at 9;30, Tho ox-

Prof. McEachron, Dominion Government 
Inspector at Montral, has presented to the 
press some interesting figures rogarding 
tho onormous growth of the cattle trade in 
the Dominion, ‘Tho figuros show that 
during the months of Moy, June and July 
of this prosent yoar Oanadian farmers ro" 
ceived the sum of $048,464 for stock sold 
for oxportation, mado up 98 follows :

Pigs, at 87 por head, . 1,083

Tho above values, it is said, are rathor 
under than over the mark, 
estimate, the steamship companies alono, R 
independent of any connection with the 


stock, $316,474. Tho number of cattle 
carried last yoar,including American stock, 
which formed a large proportion of the 
whole, amounted to only about 18,000 
head. This will give a fair idea of the vast 
increase in the branch of trade. It may be 
safoly said that the farmers throughout the 
Dominion have killed, annually, half a mil- 
lion calves hitherto supposed to have been 
worthless, Now, howover, the increased 
valuo of this class of stock, with the prices 
and facility for sale, will induce them to 
raiso a still larger percentage of what would 
otherwise havo been killed. It will, there- 
fore,be readily seen that if even one in ten 
be raised, it will treble the present numbér 
of cattle for shipment, and when the ex- 
traordinary adaptability of our great North- 
West territories is considered, together 
with the important fact that they are rapid- 
ly becoming penne by Europoan stock- 
raisers,it will at once be apparent that the 
cattle trade ot Canada erelong will assume 
great proportions.

7. ‘* In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8, ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three yeara from the date of entry ; the ro- 
mainder to be paid in six raat annual instal:

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the ‘several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of which, up to the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12, “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy,or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. “ All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same ary ply to the particular 
belt in which such as may be found to be

14. ‘* The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands.

It will be admitted, at 
all events, that those who prepared the 
public mind gradually and by transitions 
ténderly contrived for thé fatal issue, and 
who by so doing provoked more than ono 
impatience, were better inspired than 
those who considered the expression even 
of a doubt to be treasonable. fh appreciat- 
ing this event,no one will be surprised that 
we regard it from two standpoints, one 
personal, the other political, and that we 
give free course to our private feolings be- 
fore indicating the reasons which oxplain 
them.

‘he dismissal of Mr, Letellier and the 
maintenance in power of the Joly ministry 
are, it should not be forgotten, two things 
quite distinct, The retirement of the one 

joes not causo the fall of the other. Tho 
new Lieutenant Governor, it cannot be 
doubted, after the sentence which has just 
been executed, will confine himself strictly 
to the role of his constitutional duties, and 


had made for himself, we saw at first only 
the friend and former comrade in arms ; 
and it was in our heart to render to him in 
-that critical moment of his agitated career 
the testimony which is never refused to the 
vanquished 

The political role of Mr. Letellier has 
been and will be much discussed, especialy 
that of the lasttwo years. The vocabulary 
of abuse has been exhausted over his head, 
and we must go back to Nero to find a 
tyrant so roughly used by his victims, 
There was, of course, a good share of ex- 
aggeration in all that. Nevertheless, he 
was the last to be astonished at it or to dis- 
tress himself on accdunt of it. Indeed, we 
would hardly be mistaken in thinking that 
the very violence of these reproaches was 
especially agreeable to him, as revealing 
more than aught else the depth of the 
wound which he had inflicted on the party 
which ho had always fought and the great- 
ness of the service which he had rendered 
to the party which he had always loved. 
Later, when these eyents shall be far be- 
hind us, even the adversaries of Mr. Letel- 
lier will be more just, and will not deny 
him that admiration which is never refusod 
to a man who plays with fortune ina dar- 
ing game, who risks his liféin a duel to 
the death. 

Although it hws oven been doubted, 1t 
was Mr. Letellier alone who planned and 
executed the coup d'etat ; and, at first, he 
received only marks of disapproval from 
the Federal Ministers, to whom he thought 
he had done a signal service, Such enter- 
prises, though in aecord with the French 
temperament, bewilder the methodical 
English mind, which shows this feeling by 
arestive mistrust. Besides, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was too sure of carrrying the Feder- 
al elections to think that he had any need 
of such help, which seemed to him to bring 
with it only embarrassment, Nothing, in- 
deed, was more curious to observe than the 
marked contrast between the wild enthusi- 
asm which welcomed the coup d'etat at 
Quebec and the icy and discouraging re- 
ception which it encountered at Ottawa. 
But Mr. Letellier, who had lost a dozen 
elections, was not one to be discouraged 
by so little. Ho had acted on his own im- 
pulse, and he counted on finally forcing 
those who blamed him to chant his praises, 
And, in fact, he had thissatisfaction from 
the period of the elections on the 2nd of 
May, which seemed to entirely justify his 
audacious policy.» He saw those who were 
critics at first, become his most fervent 
apologists at last,and even those who dared 
not defend his act end by saying to punish 
its author would be to overthrow the consti- 
tution. In all this, Mr. Letellier had 
only consulted his native ardor and 
temerity; he had only obeyed his 
habits as a tactician, that need of 
combination which is the chief charac- 
teristic of his mind. He had thought 
neither of the difficulties of the undertak- 
ing nor of the indifference of his friends 
and even that had only piqued him to pur- 
sue his game. He had recalled that, as 
deputy chief of the ie he had long 
been held back by the cautious mind of 
Mr. Dorion ; that, as a minister, he had 
submitted too long to the modorating curb 
of Mr, Mackenzie, and he thought that, 
now that he was free and alone responsible, 
he would act on his ownaccount. Can we 
judge severely of his act when we remem- 
tee that when after twonty years of strug- 
gles and defeats, ho had attained a position 
the most elevated, and in which he should 
have enjoyed repose and general considora- 
tion, he was willing once more to risk all to 
accomplish a bold design, the success of 
which, he believed, would +assure the 
fortune of the Liberal party? Can wo 
judge with rigor that tried Liberal, in- 
corrigible if you will, for whom battle has 
an irresistible attraction, who plunged in- 
to it again immediately after having quit- 
ted it, who renounces the boon of rest to 
taste the emotions of danger, and gives up 
his reputation as o ay to tho fury of 
parties, and who onds by leaving his crown 
on the field of battle? Cortainly, it was 
not the deed of commonplace character, and 
history, whatever bo its judgmont, will 
accord Mr, Lotellior this homage. 

No one has soriously contested the irreg- 
ulority of the actof Mr. Lotellior in dis- 
missing his Miniators. Tho procooding is 
contrary to British establishod ideas, and 
has been tho subject of formal instructions 
to Governors commissioned to represent the 
Orown. Doubtiess, the Queen has the ab- 
stract right to dischargo her Ministers, but 
if in theory she continues to havo the priy- 
ilogo, it is on the condition that sho nover 
makes use of it, aud she would put it in 
groat peril by oxorciaing it. Even on tho 
hypothesis that sho poascasos it, it is much 
bottor to admit that there is a great diffor- 
onco betwoon the Sovereign and hor ropre- 
sentatives, and that what tho ono in ox- 
trome cases may DO allowed to do, cannot 
bo allowed to the othors. But in politica 
auccoss covers many things, provided, of 
course, that it may be maintained to the 
ond.

5. “ The even-numbered sections in belt C will 
be set apart for homesteads and pre-emptions of 
eighty acres each, in manner as above described ; 


.| the price of pre-emptions similarly to be $2.50 


(two dollars and fifty cents) per nero 5 the rail- 
way lands to consist of odd-numbered sections, 
and to be dealt with in the same manner as 
aboye provided in respect of lands in belt B, ex- 
cept that the price shall be $3.60 (three dollars 
and fifty Aaah per acre, 

6. ‘The even-numbered sections in belt D 
shall also be set apart for homesteads and pre- 
emptions of eighty acres each, as provided for in 
respect of belts B and C, but the price of pre- 
emptions shall be at the rate of $2 (two dollars) 
per acre. Railway lands to consist, as in the 

elts B and ©, of the odd-numbered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. ‘* In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands aexpactivslys to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
tho uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8, ‘The terms of sale of caer through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal- 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9. ‘The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.: One-tenth in cash at 
the time of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, cither for pre-emptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants. 

10. “Allentries of lands shall be subject to 
the following provisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadien Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz. : 

a. In the case of the railway cxaesiak land 
entered as a homestead, the right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government. 

b, Where the railway crosses pre-emptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner shall only be en- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate per acre as he may 
have paid the Government for the same, 

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of ae next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of which, up to the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, ut no other entries will, asat 
present, be permitted. 

12. ‘Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date heréof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by'the-above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. ‘ All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied Iands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional nantil the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may, apply to the particular 
belt in which such here may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘* The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections § and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands, 

** Any further information necessary may be 
obtained on application at the Dominion Lands 
Office, Ottawa, or from the agent of Dominion 
Lands, Winnipeg,or from any of the local agents 
in Manitoba or the Territories, who are in pos- 
session of maps showing the limits of the sever- 
al belts above referred to, a supply of which 
maps will, as soon as possible, be placed in the 
hands of the said agents for general distribu- 
tion.”

The Kevenue Cheated 
$300,000,

A Systematic Traffic in Liguor 
Carried on for Years in a Bond- 
ed Vinegar Hactory. 


(From the Mail.) 

A considerable amount of excitement 
and speculation was created last winter in 
Hamilton on tho seizure by the Goyera- 
inent of the vinegar factory of Lowis D. 
Birely, who was suspected of having sys- 
tematically violated the provisions of the 
Inland Revenue Act, and of having do- 
frauded the revenue of large sums of 
money, Owing to the escape of the 
principal aud his accomplices, the facts of 
the case were never fully made public, and 
as general curiosity has been excited as to 
the secret method adopted by Birely of 
cheating the Government, the particulars 
euehp whole matter are herewith publish- 
ed. 

The factory was founded and built on 
James street by the late Norris F. Birely, 
who carried on the business of man- 
ufacturer of methylated spirits and vinegar 
for soveral years up to September, 1878, 
when he was burned to death in the fire at 
Reid’s warehouse. It was often suspected 
that hoe carried on an illegal business, at- 
tention having been directed to his trans- 
actions by the fact that he undersold tho 
Toronto manufacturers in the same line. 
No disclosures, however, occurred during 
his lifetime, and it is supposed that by 
sharing his profits with his employees and 
bribing the excise officer, he contrived to 
escape detection. After his death the yin- 
egar factory was conducted by his brother, 
Lewis D, Biroly, who continued the busi- 
ness up to the date of the seizure by the 
Government. It was then stated that un- 
der his management an extensive traflic in 


thoy thrust into his hands a copy of the 
Globe, which had such a soporitic effect up- 
on that officer, that in a tow minutes he 
became oblivious to everything that was 
ccourring around him, Immense quanti- 
ties of spirits were obtained from Monsrs. 
Goodorham & Worts, and it is said that 
R. R. Waddell’s name is in Birely’s bond 
to that firm for $4,000, which is held for 
an indebtedness of over that amount now 
duc. It in believed that, in addition to 
Brown, McKinnon & Stewart, tho carter 
who delivered the spirits was also a paid 
accomplice. 
last, and MeKinnon betrayed his accom- 
pli It sooms that they had got so reck- 
d confident of escaping detection that 
on some occasions they shipped spirits to 
other parties without going through the 
formality of conveying it to the mixing 
room, and entered it in their books as 
having been manufactured bythem. The 
fraud would not, of course, have been pos- 
sible but forthe connivance of Stewart, 
os if he had tested the barrels, he would 
at once haye detected the difference be- 
tweeen pure and methylated spirits. 


Customs Revenue Returns, 


In order that the Canadian public may 
understand properly the operation of the 
new tariff, it is nezessary that they be ac- 
curately inf. das to the revenue re- 
turns, for periods before and after the time 
when tho tariff itself, or the prospect of it, 
commenced to affect importations. Look- 
ing at the considerable increase for that 
month, we shall have the snpport of com- 
mercial men generally in taking the figures 
for January last as the first monthly re- 
turns, showing decisively, and beyond all 
doubt, the influence of expected change on 
importations, and in taking the first day of 
the calendar year as the date of beginning, 
in comparing the new system with the old. 
In our issue of July 9th we gave the fol- 
lowing figures of customs reyenue returns : 


spirits had been carried on, and that the 
revenue had been defrauded on a gigantic 
scale. The accusation led to the prosecu- 
tion of Birely and his brother-in-law, 
Brown, and also of Stewart, the excise offi- 
cer, and McKinnon, the foreman in the 
factory. McKinnon saved himself by 
turning Queen's evidence, but Birely and 
Brown left for the United States be- 
fore they could be arrested. The excise 
officer Stewart was taken into custody 
and brought before the Police Magis- 


trate, but on the case being remand- 


ed, he was allowed to go out on bail to 
the amount of $3,000. It is needless to 
say he was never heard of again, and be- 
fore leaving the city he provided for the 
payment of his bondsmen to the amount of 
the penalty. The Government then con- 
fiscated the stock and plant of the factory, 
and offered them for sale. Two offers were 
made, one of $2,800 by R, R. Waddell, 
the attorney and confidential adviser of N. 
F, Birely, and another of $4,300 by a Mr. 
Sutherland. The highest tender was ac- 
cepted, although, it is said, great efforts 
were made to induce the Government to 
sell to Waddell, and to receive a fine and 
allow Biroly and Brown to escape criminal 
punishment. 


True bills were found against both 
Birely and Brown at the last Sessions, 
and Birely’s sureties on the bond to the 
Goyerpment were compelled to pay the 
penalty on the bond. It is supposed that 
the late N. F. Birely told his secret method 
of making money to some of his confiden- 
tial friends and relatives, and it is therefore 
not surprising that the necessary capital 
ond men were forthcoming to continue so 
lucrative a business. It is stated that 
strong efforts will be made to influence the 
Government to consent to a nolle prosequi 
being entered in Birely and Brown’s cases, 
but asthe community have no sympathy 
with any of the parties implicated, it is 
extremely improbable that they will be al- 
lowed to return to the country unpunish- 
ed, 

The factory, which was a bonded one,con- 
sisted of two flats, in the upper of which 
the manufacture of methylated spirits and 
yinegar was conducted, In the lower flat 
was situated the shipping office, The whole 
was in chargo of Excise Officer Stewart, 
whose duty it was at night to lock up the 
mixing-room on the upper floor, and to test 
the contents of barrels before they wero 
shipped. Tho hoist used to convey the 
spirits to the mixing room was also locked 
before the officer left the premises. The 
plan adopted by the confederates was to 
hoist to the’ mixing room ten barrels of 
spirits during tho day for the ostensible 
purpose of mixing with wood naphtha to 
convert it into methylated spirits, They 
then subsequently let down five barrels of 
methylated spirits, and placed them in the 
shipping office. As soon as the officer had 
left the factory at evening, they drew up 
the five barrels of methylated spirits through 
a wvcrot trap they nad cut in the coiling, 
and poured the contents into the mixing 
tub. Five barrels of the puro spirits were 
then transferred into five barrels labelled 
methylated spirits, which were then lower- 
ed into the shipping office, On tho return 
of the officer in the morning, he found the 
barrels of methylated spirits in the shipping 
office apparontly as he had left them, and 
allowed them to be carted away on pay- 
ment of the duty on methylated spirits. 
In order, however, to guard against the 
contingency of tho officer Stewart testing 
the contents of the barrela before they 
were shipp ho was allowed a considera- 
tion of $56 a week in addition to his 
salary of $700 a year. Tho operation was 
repeated ovory day, and on tho average 
thirty barrels of pure apirita were disposed 
of in this way every week. Tho duty on 
tho spirits boing $1.65 a gallon, and on 
methylated spirits only 22 eenta a gallon, 
it will easily be seon that tho Government 
lost $1.43 in every gallon, $42.90 o barrel, 
$214.00 a day, $1,2870 week; and if, as 
is suspocted, these frauds have been carried 
on for five or six yoars, tho revenuo has 
boon cheated of some hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. In ordor to mako things 
look square on the visit of tho Inspector, 
the books woro balanced by moans of 
ontrios of fictitious salon of mothylated 
spirits and vinegar, Notwithetanding the 
protection afforded by the complicity of tho 
oxvise ofticor Stowart, eae ee wero often 
entertained in regard to tho factory, and 
on ono occasion Stewart was withdrawn for 
throe wooks, and Arnold, a repectablo bat 
guiloloss official, sent in hia place. Tho 
confederates did not take tho trouble to

And soon the importations 
for the early fall wholesale trade will begin 
to tell on the returns, and will make a still 
better showing, And yet that standing 
puzzle of the Free Traders will remain— 
how is it possible to extend home manu- 
factures by Protection, and still a revenue 
from importations 7 Some of these days, 
perhaps, we may be so bold as to offer a 
solution of the difficulty.—Ottawa Citizen. 


The Situation.in Quebec. 


A crisis is evidently approaching in Que- 
bec politics, The Montreal Evening Post 
—an independent journal—says in its is- 
sue of the 13th :—The vote on Mr, Chap- 
leau’s motion of want of confidence in the 
house last night marks the approach of 
what looks like another crisis in affairs pro- 
vincial. ‘The conservatives are evidently 
straining every nerve to defeat the Joly 
Government on a vital issue, and if up to 
this they have failed they have so nearly 
succeeded as to give them hopes for better 
fortune in the near future, The defection 
of Mr. Shehyn from the Ministerialists 
surprised nobody, but although it was ex- 
pected the vote must have been vexatious 
to his party. The stato of politics is now a 
singular one. The Liberals have thirty 
votes, but if Mr, Murphy be unseated, 
which is probable, only twenty-nine and 
the Conservatives twenty-eight. It is 
strongly suspected, however, that the Lib- 
eral convictions of Mr. Racicot are not as 
firm as the Rock of Cashel, and that he 
may be induced to think the Conservatives 
are right after all on the railroad and other 
questions, If this bo so, the order of things 
will be reversed, and it is the Conservatives 
who will bein the majority of ono, thus 
forcing the Government to resign after ono 
of the toughest Parliamentary struggles on 
record. One thing very certain is that it 
is impossible the present anomalous state 
of affairs can continue much longer,

- Benefits of the National Policy. 


g Tho beneficial effects of the legislation 
which, under the happy designation 
“National Policy,” has given control of 
the home market to Canadian manofactur 
ers, and has otherwise benefitted all the 
industries of the country, are becoming 
more marked daily. True, there has been 
no wonderful corp of mushroom industries 
springing up in a night—no rush of greedy 
money hunters into manufacturing 
in order to fleece the public and make 
rapid fortanes, as the Grit newspapers pro- 
dicted would be the case, neither have 
_ prices of such goods as are now shut out of 
_ our markets bounded upwards, as these 
samo sages argued would inevitably hap- 
pen, On the contrary, our manufactures 
have certainly taken a great stride onward, 
_ and many new industries have beon start- 
ed during the five months which havo 
elapsed since the now tariff was brought in- 
to effect, but prices remain as they wero, 
or on the whole have perhaps fallen a little, 
‘and the future, despite the heavy depres- 
sion, which has weighed heayily on our 
_ country, butisslowly but surely being lifted, 
is rapidly assuming » more promising ap- 
poarance. 
Local industries show a considerable im- 
provement as compared with last year. 
_ Mr. G. A. Brown (late of the frm of Brown 
& St. Charles, carriage makers) has com- 
menced a new industry in the manufacturo 
of bent stuff for carriages and buggy bodies, 
which were received to a considerable ex- 
tent from the United States heretofore.

_ the United States, Mr. S. A. Lazier con- 
templates the enlargement of his paper 
mill, and Mossrs. Flint & Holton havo 
converted their former saw mill into an 
elevator which will hayo a capacity of 
60,000 bushels, and which has been leased 
by Messrs. Brennan & Vandervoort. Theso 
are but a few of the results in this vicinity.

The first cargo of the machinery for the 
woollen factory arrived two or three days 
ago, and a large number of men aro now 
engaged in putting it in position. All has 
not yet come, but we aro informed that, 
probably, by the end of this month the 
factory will be in operation. There will be 
800 spindles and 12 looms set up at the 
present time. 

The schooner Cavalier has arrived at To- 
ronto with a cargo of coal from Nova Sco- 
tia, She took down a load of flour from 
Thorold. The Ontario schooners D: M. 
Foster and Ariel, both of which took down 
flour and will bring back coal, were met in 
Gaspe Bay, bound east. Thus the success 
of the experiment of sending flour to Nova 
Scotia and bringing back coal is established, 

Mail:—A new automatic cut-off engine 
of 65-horse power Was put up in E. & 0, 
Gurney’s foundry yesterday by Messrs. J. 
H. Killey & Co., of Hamilton, the makers. 
Measrs, Killey are building a similar engine 
for the Bolt Works here, which, after being 
closed for many years, are about to be re- 
suscitated, 

Applications has been made for an act 
of incorporation of the Stormount Mau- 
facturing Oo,, with Cornwall as the chief 
place of business. The capital stock is 
$150,000. The incorporators are Andrew 
Frederick Gault, Sir Hugh Allan, Matthew 
Hamilton Gault, David Morrice and Samuel 
Hamilton Ewing, of Montreal. 

Hastings Star :—We understand that 
negotiations are in progress witha view to 
re-open the Cotton Factory here.

Col, Hart, who is urging the erection of 
a beet root sugar factory at Coaticook, 
Que., offers to pay farmers $5 per ton for 
beets on dolivery if they will guarantee to 
raise them rogular. 

The Ziegler Novelty Works and the 
Maude Foundry at Berlin have been start- 
ed again. 

The St. John, (N. B.) Sugar Refinery 
project is receiving substantial encourage- 
ment. 

Journal of Commerce :—A sixty thou- 
sand bushel elevator is constructing at 
Chatham, Ont., by Messrs. Northwood & 
Stringer, grain merchants of that place. 

Plans and specifications for the sugar re- 
finery at Ottawa, for which a charter was 
granted last year, are about complete, and 
it is said work on construction will begin 
without further delay, 

The Arkona Advocate says : — “ Tho 
small paint mill, two miles east of Arkona, 
has been purchased by Mr. Thos, A. West- 
cott, of Idlerton, Ont., who intends ecrect- 
ing a large and extensive manufactory, 
which will give employment toa large 
number of hands.

Sworn in as Privy Oovnortton.—A 
cable spocial to the Mail says:—‘‘This after- 
noon Right Hon. Sir John Macdonald, the 
Premier of Canada, was summoned to 
Osborne House and sworn in as a member 
of the Queen's Privy Council. Sir John 
was appointed a member of the Privy Coun- 
oil in July, 1872. The right hon. gentle- 
man was introduced to her Majesty and 
leading members of the Government who 
were in attendance, by Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and after the ceremony he had a long inter- 
view with the Queen, and subsequently 
dined at Osborne House with her Majesty.”” 


Toe Tatmace Forore.—Tho furore 
over Talmage in England seems to have 
been principally ‘‘in the eye” of his advance 
agent. Dr, R. L. Stanton, of Cincinnati, 
who was in London when Talmage was 
there, writes homo that the story of the 
horses being taken from the carriage was a 
pure fabrication. Nothing of the kind oo- 
curred, Nor was the crowd in attendance 
upon his services in any way extrordinary. 
To this Mr, Jennings adds, in a letter to 
the New York World, that Talmage’s lec- 
turing tour has been an utter failure. It 
only remains for the New York Herald to 
explain how it happened to be imposed up- 
on by its correspondent in London. 


Inrortant Inrormation. -Tho Monetary 
Times contains the following important in 
formation:—‘‘An Imperial Act became op- 
erative on the 1st January last which is of 
decided importance to persons in this or 
other colonies who may, through the re- 
presentation of ‘‘agenta” or so-called law- 
yers, have been tempted into advancing 
money to secure valuable estates in Britain. 
By the act in question no person can bring 
action and recover lands or rents after 12 
years from the date at which the right of 
action occured. There are exceptions in 
case of infancy or lunacy, when 17 years 
are allowed in which to bring suit. The 
period of grace formerly allowed to persons 
living beyond the limits of the kingdom is 
entirely ubolished. If a man mortgages his 
land and permits the mortgagee to retain 
possession or it for twelve years, it will be- 
come at the end of that period absolutely 
the property of the mortgagee, and this can 
be divided only by the written obligation 
of the latter. Under no circumstances can 


any one be disturbed in the possession of 
estates which he has held for thirty years. 
After the lapse of that time not even the 
grossest fraud will be allowed to militate 
against his right, on the ground that such 
fraud might, could or should have been 
discovered before, 


Gray ix Srock.—Farmers who may bo 
holding on to their wheat in the expecta- 
tion of better prices than at present pre 
vail will do well to consider what is the 
condition of the stocks hoarded in Europe 
for the same purpose. For some time past 
complaints have come of depression in 
Russian export trade in the regions around 
the Baltic, and now these complaints are 
repeated from the South. The Odessa 
Messenger sta'es that at present in that 
port there isan euormous stock of upwards 
of 2,200,000 chetwerts (12,350,000) bushels 
of grain waiting for purchasers, and adds 
that such a wretched state of things was 
never seen in any previous year. Demands 
from abroad are vory scarce. Nevertheless 
consignments from the interior provinces 
come pouring in, each bringing to tho port 
from 100 to 150 waggons loaded with all 
kinds of grain. Tho result of this was a 
fall in tho price of wheat of two roubles, 
about the beginning of July. Thus, it will 
bo soon at Odessa alone thoro are some 12,- 
000,000 bushels of grain awaiting shipment 
with the stock increasing. In tho United 
States, thero wero, on August 2nd, 26,- 
451,970 bushels of wheat and Indian corn 
in store and afloat, against 12,682,693 at 
tho samo date last yoar, and 11,626,478 on 
August 4th 1877, Thoso extraordinary 
supplies of last year’s crop held over aro a 
more important eloment in the prospects of 


tho grain trado than appears to be generally 
estimated.

The Tomb of Jonah and Babel, 

> od 

Mr, Hormuzd Rassam has returned to 
England, having completed the work of his 
nocond Assyrian expedition. Ho brings 
with him a rich collection of objecta which 
have beon acquired during the yoar. Tho 
rosults of tho Iast journey are of a more 
varied character than those of any oxpedi- 
tion which has taken place since the early 
oxplorations conducted by Sir A. H. Lay- 
ard, Commencing operations on tho 
mounds of Ninoyeh,Mr. Rassam succeeded 
in oxploring a sito which was regargod as 
forbidden ground. This was the mound 
of Nebby Yunns, the supposed tomb of 
tho prophet Jonah. In this mound ho din- 
covered romaina of places erected by Es- 
darhaddon and Sennachorib, His labora 
on the mounds of Ninoveh have resulted 
in the discovory of a largo uumber of in- 
scriptions, many of extreme interest, Pass- 
ing southward, ho visited Nimroud, where 
he continued his labors in the Templo of 
Venut, This building, which he discovered 
in his former expedition, was now tho- 
roughly examinod, and found to be a large 
open temple containing shrines of several 
deities. There were also found a number 
of seats arranged in parallel rows, forming 
acontro aisle from tho chief altar, The 
plan now recovered seem to favor tho idea 
of its having been a species of foram where 
religious and other councils were held. 
Tho explorations in Assyria havo discovered 
many valuable monuments, Mr, Rassam 
extended his operations into ftelds untouch- 
ed sinco the timo of Sir A. H. Layard’s 
expedition, and he was able to carry out 
a series of explorations on the mounds of 
ancient Habylon. Here his discoverics 
have been most brillant, In a mound 
hitherto untouched he discovered a palace 
of Nobuchadenzzar’a with rich onameled 
columns, beams of Indian wood, and every 
indication of having been a most splendid 
edifice, His excayatious in the mound 
of the Birs Nimroud, the site of the sup- 
posed Tower of Babel, have proved that 
the destruction of this great edifice was duo 
not to lightning or hostile attack, but to a 
volcanic eruption, which had torn and shat- 
tered the edifice.

Strawberry Plantstor Next Year's 
Trop. 


The use of small flower pots in which to 
striko strawberry plants for making new beds 
has become quite common, but here is a plan 
that is even more simple and easy than that.

Igo out by the roadside and take up 
sods, cut them three inches square, Isy the 
young strawberry runners one on each, and 
place a piece of stone on the top of the vine, 
close up to the young plant. By occasioually 
giving them water, they will be well rooted in 
twelve or fourteen days, When planting, of 
course plant the turf with the strawberry ; it 
commences to make a growth and flourish at 
once, Keep the land well cleared from weeds, 
and success is certain.

When peoploare young mere exise 
tence is a-pleasure, The earth and the air 
and the skies soem to open to them fa par- 
adise ; but when they get older these delights 
graduelly fade away from them and they need 
the more adventitious and expensive plea- 
sures. What I, thereforo, would strongly ad- 
vise everyone of you is to consider that when 
you go into the world perhaps the first thing 
you have got to do is, next to dealing honest- 
ly with that which is intrusted to you, to take 
care that you should keep clear of debt, and 
if possible by self-denial to lay by something 
for the future in case of sickness or other 
wisforiune, It seems tome that that is a 
duty which is not generally sufficiently incul- 
cated on young people. You will find in hfe 
that if you behave well and do your duty all 
tho difficulty is concentrated in the first step. 
It is the first advance which men and women 
make in life which more or less devides their 
future, The beginnings of life are all crowd- 
ed. For everything that is to be had there is 
great competition ; but when people have once 
made n step and have proved that they are 
worthy, all the reet is comparatively easy. It 
has been my duty often to ‘pick out persons 
for situations, and my experience it that when 
the great mass is penetrated. ani you have 
got to persons who have advanced one or two 
steps, the difficulty is not that we are over- 
whelmed with persons fit for the place, tbut 
to get any one who is fit for it. Therefore 
your obj-ct in life should be to begin with 
the greatest care, attention and self-denial so 
to make this first step as to distinguish ,your- 
self as being trustworthy and reliable in all 
particulars, and if you ouce attract the notice 
of your employer, and he sees you are well 
and honestly discharging your duty, you may 
rely upon it you arc ina fair way to make

Weights and Measures. 


‘Tho oxtent of tho saving offectod annually 
by tho present Government in the adminis- 
tration of tho Weights and Measures Act, 
is thus concisely stated by the Mail :— 
«* Hore is tho Weights and Measures case 
in a nutshell; Tho Weights and Moasures 
report for 1878, pp. 31-3, shows that thore 
wore 42 deputy-inspectors in Ontario, 
whoso salaries amounted to $23,425, Under 
tho new arrangement, thero are six inspeo- 
tors witha salary of $1,200 each, and 20 

assistant-inapectors each with a salary of 
$500 ; total for salarios $17,200, showing a 
saving under the now arrangement of 
$6,200 a year, In Quebeo under the Mao- 
kenzie regime, there twere 33 deputy-in- 


J spectors, drawing $17,517 for salaries ; 


under the new arrangement, there aro four 
inspectors and ten assistant-inspeotors 
drawing $9,800—saving under tho new ar- 
rangemont $7,700 ayear. In the other

eighty acres each, in manner aa above described ; 
the price of pre-emptions similarly to be $2.50 
(two dollars and fifty cents) per acre ; the rail- 
way lands to consist of odd-numbered sections, 
and to be dealt with in the same manner as 
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aboye provided in respect of lands in belt B, ex- 
cept thant the price ahall be $3.60 (three dollars 
and fifty cents) per acre. 

6. “The even-numbered sections in belt D 
shall also be set apart for homesteads and pre- 
emptions of eighty acres each, as provided for in 
respect of belts B and ©, but the price of pre- 
emptions shail be at the rate of $2 (two dollars) 
per acre. Railway lands to. consist, as in the 
Bates B and @, of the odd-numbered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. ‘* In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre, 

8. ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-teuths of the purchase thoney, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal: 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9. ‘The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.: One tenth in cash at 
the tinie of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six percent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, either for pre-emptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants, 

10, Allentries of lands shall be subject to 
the Sots: provisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz. : 

‘a, In the case of the railway crossing land 
entered as a homestead, the right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government. 

+. Where the railway crosses pre-emptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner shall only be en- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate peracro as he may 
have paid the Government for the same. 

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to tho belts A and B, in 
both of which, bie the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres cach, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12, “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlemént, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. ‘* All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that pa't of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same ma; ply to the particular 
belt in which such may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ** The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands.

A wish having been expressed for informa. 
tion relating to the physical condition of the 
planet Jupitor, I take the opportunity to offer 
a fow remarks on the subject. 

Tho globe of Jupiter seoms to be enwrapped 
within a dense cloud-laden atmosphere, Wo

sun-like condition, and while his real globe is 
glowing with the intensity of his heat, his 
atmosphere is non-luminous and loaded with 
opaque clouds thrown up from the heated 
mass within. 

In this case he would appear much brighter 
than ho would if his visiblo surface were like 
our white sandstone, for the clouds in his 
atmosphere would reflect much moro, light 
than any kind of earth known to us, shining 
in fact with a whiteness nearly equal to that 
of driven snow. It is even belioved that a cor- 
tain quantity of light from his glowing interior 
passes to us between the clouds of his deop 
atmosphore, 

In support of this belief, it is found that 
both Jupiter and Saturn shine more brightly 
than thoy would do if their surfaces consisted 
of any known kind of earth. This has beon 
shown by carefully measuring the light ro- 
ceived from the plancts and by noting the time 
it takes to photograph them.

familiar with, altogether out of the question, 
Mr. Proctor, from the study of observed 
changes in tho aspect of a belt of Jupiter dur- 
ing the year 1860,has been led to remark that 
ifthe changes were duc to winds, ‘“ these 
winds must have had a velocity of 150 miles 
per hour,—a rate three times exceeding that 
of our swiftest express trains, and far greater 
than that of any recognised aerial currents. 
A velocity of 92} miles per hour is indeod 
equivalent, Sir John Herschel has stated, to 
a hurricane producing universal desolation, 
sweeping away buildings,and tearing up trees. 
Such hurricanes, too, last but a few hours, 
But in the cited case we haye, in Jupiter, 
winds blowing six weeks at a stretch (in a 
direction the exact reverse of that correspond- 
ing to the motion ofour trade winds) witha 
velocity more than two-thirds greater than 
that of our most desolating hurricane. As- 
suredly, if the Jovine hurricanes have the 
same relation to these persistent winds that 
our terrestial cyclones have to the trade winds, 
then wo should have to regard the real storms 
of Jupiter as holding a place midway between 
terrestial storms and those solar cyclones, of 
which the ie has given us such 
startling intelligence.” The disturbances of 
Jupiter's belts appear to be connected in somo 
mysterious way with the disturbances of the 
solar photosphere. 

If Jupiter is in the state it appears to be in, 
Wwe seem justified in arriving at the conclusion 
that this great Prince of Planeta isnot a ‘%£ 
abode for living creatures,

DEA V SNES ROBLIY This vegetable is an important auxiliary in 
y producing milk; but some dairymen have 
got a prejudice against it, from the effect of 
the seeds when given in too large a quanti- 
ty. Tho seeds have a diuretic effect,opora- 
ting on the kidneys, and this has somo- 
times lessened the flow of milk; but if a 
smaller portion of tho seeds is removed, the 
danger is wholly avoided. And probably 
tho cases ofinjury have been occasioned 
from feeding more than the duo proportion 
of seeds. Thirty pounds of pumpkins fed 
to each cow per day willincrease the yield, 
andimprove the quality of the milk; but 
more than this should not be given. They 
are a very cheap food, since it requires 
vory little labor toraiso them. From two 
or three tons may be grown, with a good 
yield of corn per acre, requiring little more 
than placing the'seeds, at a distance of 
twenty feot apart, in alternate rows of corn 
after the corn is up. The cultivation of 
the corn will be sufficient attention to the 
pumpkin crop; and this will often be worth 
as much as 10to15 bushels of corn per 
acre. This crop is appropriate tothe whole 
country, and will well repay the attention 
given to it. Pampkins are a good fatten- 
ing food for pigs, serving to counteract the 
heating effect of corn. Thoy aro easily 
aan from freezing, and may be fed until 
cold weather, They arecheaply gathered

7. ‘In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through: 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz,: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent, per annum, to be paid at the end 
of three years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal: 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
romain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment, 

9, ‘The terms of sale of raitway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.: One-tenth in cash at 
the tinie of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual inatalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, either for pre-emptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants. 

10, “All entries of lands shall be subject to 
the following provisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz. : 

a, In the case of the railway crossing land 
entered as a homestead, the right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government. 

6. Where tho railway crosses pre-emptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner shall only be en- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate per acre as he may 
have paid the Government for the same. 

1. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of which, up to the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12, “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date h 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13, “ All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 

of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may apply to the particular 
belt in which such lands may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ** The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands. 

** Any further information necessary may be 
obtained on application at the Dominion Lands 
Office, Ottawa, or from the agent of Dominion 
Lands, Winnipeg,or from any of the local agents 
in Manitoba or the Territories, who aro in pos- 
seasion of maps showing the limits of the sever- 
al belts above referred to, a supply of which 
maps will, as soon as possible, be placed in the 
hands of the said agents for general distribu- 
tion.”

(From the Halifax Herald.)

In order fairly to understand tho signifi- 
cunco of the above figures it must primarily 
bo borne in mind that they are the returns 
of sugar imported into one port only, during 
the short period of four months. And also 
that those four months are tho very first of 
the existence of the National Policy. 


Now, in order to make it quite clear why 
wo put 80 much emphasis upon these fig- 
ures, the first arithmetically proved results 
of the National Policy, wo must remind our 
reapers how vast a thing the sugar trade of 
the Dominion is. 

Woe consume in Canada about 28 lbs. of 
sugar per head of the population—or a total 
of about one hundred and ten million lbs. 
perannum. The yalue of this stupendous 
mass of sugar may be roughly estimated at 


The Oustoms in Manitoba. 


The Ottawa corrospondent of the Globe has, 
of late, been devoting considerable attention 
to Manitoba, and using his inventive gonius 
to concoct accounts of things that have not 
happened here, and aro not at oll likely to. 
Under date of August 4, ho telegraphs :— 

“A gentleman who has jast returned from 
a visit to Manitoba on commorcial business, 
states that the general bolief in Winnipeg is 
that wholesale smuggling is practised along 
the frontier of Manitoba and the North-West 
Territorios, and it is openly stated in businosa 
circles that the Government, to the detriment 
of Canadian manufacturers, permit the im- 
portation of American goods, the payment of 
the duty on which ia doforred for throo, four, 
and six months, Asa Canadian manufactur- 
er, ho protests against the procedure,” 

It is very doubtful whether anyone ever 
told the correspondent what he alleges, but if 
the report of such a conversation is corroct, 
thon the ‘*gentleman” must have been im- 

posing on the well known gaullibility of the 

Hawke-oyed individual = 55 represents the 
Globe at the capital. The general belief in 
Winnipeg js that if any smuggling is carried 
on across tho frontier of this Province, it is 
exceedingly limited in extent. It is believed 
that cast of Emerson, on the old St, Paul 
trail, one or two isolated lots of cattle may 
have been brought in, and that on the Mis- 
souri trail, about ranges 9 and 10 west, a 
trader or two may havo slipped across unin- 
terrupted, These isolated cases occurred just 
as frequently before the tariff alteration. In 
the statement that tho amuggling, if any, is 
to an exceedingly limited oxtent, the Times 
is borne out by Inspector Wolff, of the Cus- 
toms Department, Ottawa, who has recently 
been on an extended tour of secret investiga- 


tion along the whole of the Southern frontier | ™ 


ten millions of dollars, which would about 
represent the sum paid by the Canadian 
consumer for his sugar. 


Under the McKenzie regime, the whole 
of that vast amount went out of the coun- 
try, and things were carefully arranged so 
that not one penny should benefit any one 
in Canada. More thanthat. Under that 
regime the sugar consumed in the Domin- 
ion came largely from the United States 
and Scotland and entered the Dominion re 
fined and ready for use by United States 
railways. By every possible contrivance 
calculated to cut down the profits of the 
Canadian marine, and starve the Canadian 
laborer, this sugar was hustled into the 
Dominion. 


Under the new state of things that is all 
changed. Itis quite true that Nova Scotia 
will receive thé'very cream of the present 
trade; but there is nota man in the Do- 
minion who will aot receive his share of 
the benefit, while in some localities, such 
as Montreal, the benefit will be almost as 

eat as ourown. ‘To the consumer, also, 
including every man, woman and child in 
the whole Dominion, the benefit will be 
felt in the shape of better sugar at lower 
prices. 


It has beon asked whether grocers, but- 
chers and shoemakers, will be benefited 
by the gugar trade. In the sense of re- 
ceiving labor or pay directly from the im- 

rtations of sugar, they will not be bene- 
fited ; but every grocer who desires to sell 
groceries, every butcher who wishes to ell 
meat, and every shoemaker who profits by 
making shoes must receive a benefit from a 
policy which, infour short months, has 

iven us fine million pounds of sugar to 

andle, and the hundreds of laborers re- 
quired to handle it. Woe have here the 
solution of all commere‘al problems, how- 
eyer great their complexity—ready labor 
andready wages—these speedily spread 
themsclyes to every tradesman in the com- 
munity. Money in the hands of the labor- 
ing classes is a vastly different thing from 
money in the hands of capitalists. These 
tio their money up in great undertakings, 
which may or may not distribute it. Those 
tako their money daily and put it into im- 
mediate circulation, so that every trades- 
man near them feels its direct and immedi- 
ate influence. 


The West India trade is now putting 
money into the hands of the laborer, and 
wo may safely predicate that every cent 
that goes there speedily finds its way into 
circulation. 


Remembering, therefore, how vast the 
sugar trade in this Dominion is, it will 
rapidly be seen that the seven million 
pounds increase within the first four months 
of the National Policy is but a foretaste of 
what we may with all confidence look for. 
At the present time we believe that ten 
more cargoes are, or within a few days 
have been, in part—and what the effect is 
to be upon Halifax when the tide sets in 
earnest, and particularly if we soon haye 
our refinery in operation, connot easily be 
estimated. ~ 

As we have before intimated, we look 
for the whole West India trade to: concen- 
trate at this port in the winter months, and 
hence to be distributed over the Dominion. 
The manner in which that is to be effected 
is as follows :—When Mr. Dustan was at 
Ottawa last winter, assisting in the read- 
justmont of the sugar duties, it was decid- 
ed, among other things, to exempt from 
duty all package charges upon sugar at the 
port of shipment. Under this arrangement, 
the Megars. Redpath purchased several 
cargoes of sugar, and had them brought to 
New York for transportation to Montreal 
by American railways. 


Then, a master-stroke was struck for 
Halifax. Had sugar been permitted to 
comv to the Dominion through those for- 
eign channels, a large part of the benofit of 
the National Polioy would have been frit- 
tered away, while an advantage almost im- 
perceptible would have accrued to the Oana- 
dian importer. Upon the strong represonta- 
tions of Mr, Dustan, it was instantly ar- 
ranged that the above mentioned oxemp- 
tions from duty should only be made when 
the sugar comes to some Oanadian port 
direct from the country of production—an 
arrangement in which the Messrs, Redpath 
cheerfully concurred, though ata loss to 
thomaclves at that timo of some thousands 
of dollars. 

By this ono stroke was the ontire winter 
trade in sugar, amounting probably to somo 
fifty million pounds, secured for this ono 
yort, the ever opon highway of our Domin- 
ion to tho outside world ; and tho profit of 
a vast froight secured for our great national 
work the Intorcolonial Railway. 

Thoso are facts which it is well tho whole 

Dominion should know ; because thoy tell 
of an intelligent and mastorly use of tho 
vast natural rosources of the Dominion for 
tho Dominion’s good. ‘Those resources had 
been so long overlooked and alighted, that 
cople began almost to forgot about them, 
But, what was worno, our trade, permitted 
to run to sced and tind a lodging placo for 
itsclf whoro itcould, among foreigners or 
anywhoro else, was fast loaving our sho! 
It was not the natural flow of trade secking 
its Jovol, but the bastard iasuo of a policy 
apparently designed for no other purporo 
than to rob the Dominion of its lawful 
heritage. 


of the Province. He states most positively 
that wholesale smuggling is not carried on, 
and his assertion can be taken as authorita- 
tive, ashe has had peculiarly satisfactory 
facilities for gaining information, 

With reference to the deferment of payment 
of duty on American goods,an emphatic denial 
cah also be given. As is well known, there is 
but one ye of entry in Manitoba, viz., Win- 
nipeg. quiry has elicited the reply that no 
deferment of dutics is allowed, and that ef- 
fectually answers the Globe's statements 
plied to Manitoba. In the North-West Terri- 
tories there are no customs officials, the daties 
of the department being performed by tho 
Mounted Police. It haa been said that tho 
favored firm of lL. G. Baker & Co, has been 
allowed to sendin goods for the Mounted 
Police free of duty, on the ground that they 
were for government use, If this practice has 
existed it is manifestly unfair to Canadian 
dealers, but it must be borne in mind that the 
custom originated under Mr. Mackenzie's 
regime. The Chief Clerk of the Mounted 
Police branch is now visiting the various posts 
of the force aud will,no doubt,seo that if such 
a practice exists, it will be speedily discon- 
tinued. 

The correspondent claims that ‘‘the tariff 
“‘is a direct tax, pure and simple on the people 
‘*of the North-West’ and that ‘‘ competition 
“tin many lines with the United States in the 
“North-West is at the present time, and 
“must continue for years to be, impossible.” 
This will certainly be news to the people up 
here, who know that they are purchasing their 
every day necessaries at lower prices than 
before the change in tariff, and to tho mer- 
chante, whose purchases of American gi: 
have decreased, Canadian productions taking 
their place.— Winnipeg Times. 


“Taffy” for the Britishers. 


Under the above heading the Globe attacks 
the explanations which Sir Leonard Tilley 
has been giving in Manchester with refor- 
ence to the New Canadian tariff, and de- 
votes all the energy which it possesses, to 
proving that it bears more heavily on 
English manufacturers than those of the 
United States, with the patriotic purpose 
of frustrating the present mission to Eng- 
land. One would naturally suppose that a 
paper which is now so anxious about our 
trade with England, would have been 
equally careful about it when its own 
friends were in power and seen’ that their 
tariff did not injure trade with Manchester. 
But alas for Globe consistency and _patriot- 
ism, such was not the case. Whatever 
may be the result of the N. P. to British 
trade it cannot be more injurious than Mr. 
Mackenzie's revenue tariff. In the article 
we are noticing, the Globe claims that the 
new tariff will kill the cotton and hardware 
trade with Britain, and foster that with 
the States. This, however, it can scarce- 
ly do more rapidly than Mackenzio's tariff

Honorable Sir John A. Macdonald, K.0. B, 
Premier of the Dominion of Canada, has 
been sworn in member of the Imperial 
Privy Council, and, more than that, has 
had the high honor of dining with Her 
Majesty at Osborno Palace. After reading 
this news wo felt for tho Globe, could al- 
most weop for it, for who has not read the 
taunts and ancers of that really great Cana- 
dian journal, which should be above such 
meanness, when referring to Sir John and 
tho Privy Council, Weare not admirers 
of the worthy knight, and seo a good many 
flaws in his character, but, when all is said 
and done, he must be acknowledged the 
foremost man in Canada, and the one who 
has guided her into her present position 
before the world. He won his honors well, 
nd may he wear them long.

Montreal Witness :—Sir John Macdonald 

wason Thursday last at Osborne sworn a 
member of the Privy Council. He was ap- 
pointed in 1872, but did not formally ac- 
cept until now. Various reasons are given 
for the delay, and the probabilities aro that 
each of these reasons exercised some influ- 
ence in determining his course. Tho oflice 
isa purely honorary one, without duties 
attached, and without any emolument. 
Men are appointed to it who haye done the 
State long or brilliant service in any branch, 
There can be no doubt that in many ways 
Sir John Macdonald, who is said to be the 
first colonist appointed, is best entitled tu 
tho distinction. For over a quarter of a 
century ho has been a representative of the 
people in the Parliament of Oanada. A 
greater portion of the time he has, asa 
Minister of the crown, devoted his whole 
time and services to the country. Ho has 
at times served as a representative of Her 
Majesty in negotiating treaties, where the 
interests of the Dominion were involved, 
There can be no doubt, therefore, that he 
is a chosen representative of the people of 
Canada, and as such and for his services he 
has received this distinction. 


Guelph Herald :—The tariff was to in- 
crease tho price of coal to the railway com- 
panies, and they in turn would be compolled 
to increaso their rates for freight, which 
would of course increase the cost of taking 
grain to market, so the wheat buyers would 
be unable to pay as much per bushel, and 
in the end it would all como out of the far- 
mer’s pocket.

Flies on the Wheel. 


Tn a pooch mado at Galt on tho ith inat., 
Mr, Mackenzie spoke of Prof, Goldwin Smith 
as ono “who thought it was consistent in him 
aso Liboral and a froo trader in England to 
be a Tory and Protectionist in Canada, as if 
principles could be changed by geography, 
position and climatio influence.” 

The Professor roplica in a lotter addressed 
to the Toronto Z'elegram, in which aftor do- 
firming his platform, ho makes the following 
sharp rotort :—‘ I must confess that I could 
not regard the Canadian producer as tho pro- 
per subject of such exceptional injustice as he 
was enduring before the triumph of the 
National Policy,or think that the framors of a 
National tariff had no funotion but that of 
flies on tho whool. Nota cent of additional 
taxation, as I beliove, has been imposed be- 
yond what was necessary to fill tho deficit 
left by Mr, Mackenzie's Government ; #0 
that had he remained in office he would have 
had to do in this respect all that he blames 
his mucoessor for doing ;the only difference 
being that in laying on the additional taxes 
the prosent Government has endeavored to 
show favor to our industries, whereas Mr, 
Mackenzio and his colleagues havo shown 
them none, 

“Tho reform of the Senate, Mr. 
Mackenzio proclaims as the great question of 
tho immediate fature, I, as a Liberal, havo 
steadily advocated, and I wish that Mr. 
Mackenzio, when he had a large majority in 
Parliament, had pushed this vital measure, 
instead of dropping it as he did in apparent 
deference to an insolent threat. He must see 
that in taking it up again, whon ho has loat 
the power of carrying it,ho is at a great moral 

disadvantago. 

“T feol the most unfeignod respect for Mr. 
Mackenzio’s integrity of character, and hope 
to see him some day at tho hoad of a dopart- 
ment in a truly national Adminirtration, But 
he is mistaken if he supposes he has lost his 
place as the head of the Government through 
a mere trick of his opponents or a fit of 
national madness, as ho avers with rather 
scant respect for tho verdict of the people, He 
lost it becaase, being controlled by Tory in- 
fluences, he did not daro to give effect to his 
Liboral principles ; because ho slammed the 
door in the face of suffering industry ; and 
because, at a great commercial crisis, ho told 
the country that he could be nothing but a 
fly on the wheel.” 

The difference between Prof. Smith—an 
English Liberal—and the Canadian Reformers 
is that the former wisely admits that the 
free trade principle will not apply to a coun- 
try circumstanced as Canada is, whilst the 
latter shut their eyes to everything practical 
and ignore reason in their worship of a theory 
plausible in itself but utterly inapplicablo to 
Canada under present circumstances,

Kennedy, fifth Riley, sixth Hosmer, soyeath 
Plaisted, eighth Hanlan, ninth McKen, tenth 
Berry, cloveuth Jack Hanlan,twelfth Pattullo, 
At the start there was a briof straggle for 
leading places, which were taken by Hanlep, 
Plaisted and Riley. Then the men divided 


off into four distinct groups of three, 
the men in oach trio fighting for 
the lead among themselves, the 


leaders of the four groups now drew nearor 
to each other and formed a group in them- 
selves, From this group Hanlan, Riley, and 
Kennedy shot, leaving the men in the rear to 
take care of themselves, The three leaders 
turned their buoys very close to one another, 
In fact people on the observation train, who 
had a somewhat bettor view than those who 
were on the boats, say that Riloey’s boat 
touched Hanlan’s boat as the two turned the 
same buoy. After the turn, the race devel- 
oped intoa struggle between Hanlan and 
Riley for first place, and Kennedy and a man 
wearing a black shirt, who turned out to be 
Jake Gaudaur, for third. Hosmer dropped 
out of the race before the turning buoys were 
reached, Nearing the third mile, Hanlan, 
who had been rowing a stroke of 32 to 
Riley's 36 and Kennedy's #33, gradually 
quickened until he reached about 36, at 
which figure he continued to row to the 
end. Riley, in the meantime, axhibited 
some excellent staying powers, and hang on 
to Hanlan with the tenacity of a man hanging 
on to dear life. McKen, who was away on 
the outside, put in some excellont work, but 
was unfortunate enough to get the wash of the 
tug Victoria, At the finish, the press boat 
was some distance from the men, ¢ firin; 
of two guns, however, in succossion indicated 
that the first and second men were in. Ap- 
proaching the judgo’s stand, the question was 
asked, ‘Who's , for at the angle which 
the steamer had Feey its occupants, it was 
impossible to say who bad crossed the lino, 
A voice replied ‘ Riley,” and another 
cried ‘It’s a dead heat,” Kennedy was 
third by four boat lengths beyond a 
doubt.

Tho proporty of milk yiolding is horedi- 
tary. 't would indeed be contrary to rea- 
son if it wore otherwise; for milk is struc- 
turally a portion ofthe cow, and even its 
liquid portions are influenced by the char- 
actor of the structure through which thoy 
must pass to appear in the reseovoira of tho 
gland. We thus find individual cows of 

reat excellence in any breed which has 
Bean used in the dairy for genorations, as 
woll as other individuals of poor quality, 
and we are enabled to determino which 
ones aro large milkors by external signs of 
structure, The popular appreciation of 
this fact of hereditary qualities is evidenced 
by tho generally favorable opinion of tho 
Ayrshire breeds as of large milking capacity 
and tho differonco in opinion as to the 
milking qualities of shorthorns, In the 
one case a breediskept and reared for milk 
and milk in large quantityisthe recognized 
product; in the other case, a breed kopt 
and reared either for milk principally or 
beef purposes, and hence opinions modified

A Pall Mall Gazette:—'Our experience of the 
Zulu war will enable us to enter into the feel 
ings with which the New Zealand colonics 
anticipate another struggle against the Maor- 
jos. All accounts agree that there isa great 
deal of alarm in the North Island, and men 
who have had long acquaintance with the 
Maories fear that war will shortly bo unayoid- 
ablo, 

Some time ago the Czar of Russia conferred 
tho Stonislaus Order of the second class on 
tho editor of tho smi official Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitnng, of Berlin, a journal which 
loses no opportunity of vindicating the ways 
of Russia, and Herr Krupp, of Kasen, the

Two days before 
his deporition, while the English Consul was 
pressing him to abdicate, he offered him heaps 
of gold and engaged to assume the entire debt 
and discharge 1t from his own resources if he 
were allowed to remain. Then secing that 
his appeala were in vain he sent to his harem 
for fifteen of his most heautiful sl: , and 
when they arrived decked with diamonds he 
said, ‘These are my favorites; the jewels 
thoy wear are worth $3,000,000 ; they are all 
yours if you will only leave me a little longer 
in peace,” 

A list of German Consuls in the various 
countries of the world is published in the 
Augsburg Gazette. In 1870 there were, all told, 
492 German Consuls ; in 1879 the number has 
increased to 616. Of these more than a half 
are in Europe, to wit: in England, 73; in 
Sweden and Norway, in each country); 
in Russia, 29; in Italy, 37 ; in Spain, 35; in 

0 ; in Turkey, 16; in France, 15; 
in Roumania, In Braz'l there are 18 Ger- 
man Consuls; in the United States, 17 ; thero 
are Consuls also in Africa and Oceanica (in 
Hawaii and Samos). ‘The number of Consuls 
gives some idea of the magnitude of the Ger- 
man trade with different countries 


It bas been definitely arranged that the noxt 
Royal visit to Plymouth would be made be- 
tween the 15thand 19th inst,, to proceed with 
the ceremony of laying the foundation stone 
of the new Eddystone Lighthouse. The fa- 
yorable state of the weathor lately has greatly 
accelerated the progress of the undertaking, 
and several hours’ work a day have regularly 
been performed. Considerable labor was ex- 
pended on tho rock itself up to a week or two 
ago, when tho first atono was laid. When 
the base, which will be cylindrical, and will 
measure 44 feet in diameter by 22 feot in 
height, has been formed, the work will pro- 
ced moro rapidly. 

‘The court-martial held in Germany with 
respect to tho loss of tho Grosser Kurfuret 
has, after a year's delay, prononpoed ita de- 
cision. Lf we may judge by the ioternal eyi- 
dence which the verdict supplies, the court 
bas been feariess and impartial.

The com- 
mander of the latter ship, Admiral Batsch, 
has been sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
meut in a fortress, and Licutenant-Captain 
Klauser has been sentenced to one month's 
imprisonment.

The Hon, Alexander Mackenzie, ox- 
Promier of tho Dominion and loader of the 
so-called “Liberal” party in the House of 
Commons, has always beon known to us as 
moro or loasofademagogue. Whilst ahum- 
ble follower of the Hon, George Brown in 
tho Legislative Assembly in anto-confodera- 
tion times and later in the Parliament of 
Canada under tho same leadership, Mr. 
Mackenzie displayed all the characteristics 
of a first-class domagogue ; but it was not 
until, on the defeat and retirement of Mr. 
Brown in 1867, when he was by Mr. 
Brown's influenco mado the nominal leader 
of tho party, that Mr, Mackenzio’s doma- 
gogism blossomed out in full perfection. 
Tho responsibilities of office later curbed but 
could not altogether restrain the peculiar 
tendencies of the ex-Premier, as even in 
Parliament his utterances wore frequently 
demagogio in character, whilst at the pol- 

itical pic-nics at which he appeared on tho 
stump, and during the campaign which 
preceded his downfall, Mr. Mackenzie 
played tho role of a demagogue to porfec- 
tion. Such being the characteristics of the 
gentleman's public utterances, itis not to 
be wondered at that, now thet ho is re- 
lieved from the responsibilities which the 
occupancy of office entails, his old habits of 
misrepresentation and factiousness should 
reassort themselves all tha more forcibly 
from the restraint placed upon them during 
his fivo years’ occupancy of tho position of 
Fint Minister.

Following up his appeal to the working- 
men, Mr. Mackenzie told them that he had 
never appealed to class feeling or class pro- 
judices. What then of the special en- 
treaty to the workingmen, as aclass, which 
ho had just uttered? This was purely 
demagogio and disingenuous, but even) 
more so were his further utterances on the 
subject, the Globe reporting him as saying : 
—‘‘ Loften wonder, when I see notices of 
** meetings of Workingmen's Conservative 
** Associations, if a single member of such 
“ Associations has considered for a 
“* moment how it comes that they are rank- 
‘‘ing themselves under the banners of 
“ Conservatives. Why, I might say to 
** thom, ‘These aro the men who kept you 
“ trodden down in the house of bondage 
“for centuries ; these are the men who re- 
“* fused you the franchise; these are the 
“* men who subjected youto unjust laws; 
“while, on the other hand, the Ke- 
“formers are those who have giv- 
“en you all the rights you possess.”” 
Hore is a bold attempt to mislead—to de- 
ceive the unthinking amongst his auditors 
by the false assertion that the Consorva- 
tive party of Oanada were responsible for 
all the acts of tyranny and oppression from 
the days of the Egyptian Pharaohs down to 
the present time, whilst theic opponents 
were entitled to credit for all legislation of 
a liberal character which was over had 
Such may be the hon. Mr, Mackenzie's 
reading of history—such his regard for the 
intelligence of the working classes of this 
country ; but the spread of intelligence 
has been such that the grossness of his 
misstatement will but create disgust 
Smongst those whom it is intended to in. 
fluence. The workingmen-of Canada 
scarcely need to be reminded that it was a 
Conservative Government which, by the 
passage of a timely law, opened the gao} 
doors for the Toronto printers when they 
were incarcerated by a “‘ Liberal” of that 
city under an old Act tyrannical in its 
nature which had been generally forgotten 
—but was revived by Mr. Brown as aon

Lhis=money should» have 
been borrowed three months before the 
elections, but Sir Richard Oartwright ne- 
glected to do so inyiew of the near approach 
of tho elections, and so deceived the peo- 
ple as to the financial standing of the 
country, in the hope tnat his party would 
profit thereby. Asa consequence Sir 8, L. 
Tilley was obliged to borrow at a most un- 
favorable timo, and although our Finance 
Minister succeeded in placing the loan up- 
on comparatively favorable terms, yet it 
did not realize what it would have done if 
made when it ought to have been, and the 
country thus lost a considerable sum 
through tho efforts of the Grit Government 
to sustain themselves in office. The other 
ten millions are also required for public 
works mostly in progress previous to the 
change of Government, and to meet the 
deficit of $2,400,000 left by the late Gov- 
ernment. Mr,Mackenzie is fully informed 
of these facts, and of the further fact that 
ordinary expenditure has been reduced by 
his successors, hence his statements are un- 
true in fact and demagogic in character. 

His reference to the Letellier affair is 
characteristic of the factious and untruth- 
ful demagogue. On this subject he is ro- 
ported as saying, amongst other things : 
—‘* And wheneyer Governor Letellier dis- 
“ missed his Ministers and found another 
‘ Minister to assume the responsibility of 
“that act, then all the rest was thrown

Such is Liboraliam in Quebec and such it

use it to cloak their political wickednoss. 

Thoro aro othor gross misstatements in 
Mr. Mackenzio’s speech which might bo 
commented upon and exposed, but it ia un- 
necessary to dovoto further space to the 
subject, as sufficiont has been proved from 
his own mouth to show what an unscrupu- 
lous ran De ho Is and to put people on 
their guard against nccopting any of his 
Pei on true without caroful examina.

(two dollars) per acre. 

7. ‘In the belt E, the description ond area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8, ‘The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase monoy, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, to Bepeta at the end 
of threo years from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal 
ments from and after the said date, with interest 
at tho rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9. “The terms of salevof raiiway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, : Ono tenth in cash at 
the timie of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at tho rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, either for pre-emptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants, 

10. wR entries of lands shall be subject to 
the following provisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz. : 

a. In the caso of the railway crossing land 
entered as a homestead, the right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government. 

b. Where the railway crosses pre-emptions or

ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terns prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. “ All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as provisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may apply to the particular 
belt in which such Es may be found to be 
situated. 

14, ‘The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 ani 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands. :

For many days tho Royal Canadian Yaoht 
Club have remained silont on tho topics 
which wo undertook to discuss with thom, 
but after long cogitation a member of that 
body has sont a communication to the Mail, 
which that journal published on Wodnes- 
day. The correspondent sticks to tho 
absurd contention that tho rulo of measuro- 
mont of his Club has not boon altered, and 
quotes in support of his argamont the 
proviso which oxists in tho rules of all 
Yacht Olubs that wo know of in Canada, 
namely that yachts built to evade tonnage 
shall be specially measured. Unfortu- 
nately for him the proviso in quostion does 
not bear out his idoa, as such portions of 
overhanging sterns as touch the water wero 
not moasured under the old rule by the 
R. O, Y. C., witness tho fact that yachts 
which wero measured by thom as under 
ton tons, previous to the enactment of the 
now rule, would now be measured as up- 
wards of ten anda half tons. Oonclusive 
proof of this is furnished by thoraising of 
the tonnage in tho second class to twelve 
tons for the forthcoming regatta at 
Toronto. “Ho also insinuates that amongst 
tho eastern yachts are some having angles 
in their storn-posts, in order to evade ton- 
nago by cutting the deck line at a point 
forward of thoir extreme point aft, This 
Ys about as true as assertions made by 
othors as to the existence of railways for 
shifting ballast and bags of material for 
shifting on Eastern yachts. 
The correspondent further says:—‘* An- 
other foolish and more curious complaint 
is, that owing to their boats being cabin 
yachts they are unable to avail themselves 
to the fullest possible extent of the privil- 
ogo of shifting ballast. For many years 
tho Royal Canadian Yacht Club opposed 
this practice by all the means in their pow- 
er, hoping thereby to encourage the build- 
ing of a class of yachts that would not re- 
quire to shift their ballast to enable thom 
to stand up under a press of canvas, They 
however, did not succeed in this, and, 
morevyer, they fonnd it impossible in the 
open regattas to prevent unscrupulous vab- 
siders from resorting to this expedient, to 
increase their vessel’s speed, and as a con- 
sequence, the yachts who did sail fairly 
and squarely, were overmatched. Our 
American cousins experfence the same dif- 
ficulty and permit small vessels to shift 
ballast, and, though I am sure the Royal 
Canadian Yacht Olub would willingly. re- 
vert to their old rule, if by doing soa safe 
weatherly and smart class of small vessels 
would be built; still, so long as overything 
4s sacrificed to speed, the present rule is 
the fairest for the description of craft that 
sail as second-class yachts,” 


‘That it is at all ‘‘curious” to assert what 
is a known fact, namely that ballast cannot 
be shifted as easily on cabin yachts with 
centreboards as on open boats we have yet 
to learn, although it may appear so to those 
whose experience in the matter is slight, 
or powers of observation deficient, as is 
evidently the case with our Toronto friend. 
We are, however, glad to learn from him 
that'the R, O, Y. 0. arein favor of fair 
sailing, the rule providing for such having 
been very successful at this, if not at the 
other end of the lake in calling into exis- 
tence a class of small smart and weather-

Railway Company, which received its charter 
in 1857, and oj ad ita road in 1871, Tho 
total length of tho line is more than 500 miles, 
of which 400 miles are in tho main line from 
St. Paul to St. Vincent on the boundary line 
between Canada and the United States, and 
the remainder is composed of branch lines bo- 
tween St. Paul and Sauk Rapids, Minn., and 
East St. Cloud and Melrose, in the same Stato. 
On August Ist, 1873, the road was placed in 
the hands of a Receiver by order of the Court, 
with instractions to complete the road, and in 
1878 Mesirs. George Stephen, the Hon. D. A. 
Smith, W. H. Kirkton and one or two Amer- 
ican capitalists, interested in the Red River 
‘Transportation Company, purchased a control- 
ling interest in the railway, paying therefor, 
wo believe, 1240, on the dollar on the face 
value of the property acquired, 

Since ticir acquisition of the property, they 
have completed the main line to St. Vincent, 
and the boats of the Red River Transportation 
Company now connect with tho at that 
point, instead of at Fisher's Landing as for- 
merly. Tho total debt of the main line on 
June 30th, 1878, was less than $14,000,000, 
The land grant to the oes nore, peak

thinks—and no doubt rightly so—that tho 
telegram is absurd. It doos not stop there, 
howover, as the opportunity is too good 
for an exhibition of sproad-eagleism to be 
lost, so the Zimes goes on to speculate on 
what might be done if the telegram were 
really correct and war resulted. True, 
it says, the principal seaports of the United 
States could be bombarded by British iron. 
clads ; but Yankee privateers would in 
retaliation drive British commerce off tho 
ocean, Russia might be relied on for a 
diversion to Constantinople ; Ireland would 
require an army to prevent her participa- 
tion in the struggle ; whilst the whole of 
continental Europe would be in sympathy 
opposed to Britain in the struggle. 

But—happy thought !—it might not be 
so bad as that after all. England might 
abandon the Dominion. Then there would 
be no deyastating iron-olads employed 
against our neighbors, and they would have 
apio-nic in Canada—the poor, dofencelesa 
barbarians of these northern wilds being 
easily conquerable within sixty days, What 
would be done with us after the great 
“bird of freedom’ had taken us into tho 
grasp of his mighty talons is thus outlined 
by tho Times :— 

But having captured that province with its 
four millions of French, English and half. 
broods, what should we do withit? We 
really have no uso for more territory, especi- 
ally such as makesup Canada. We have no 
use for titles, foran increasing debt, for a 
wilderness comparatively without railways or 
other public improvements. Wo might give 
tha _oantaspus pafue as WO NAVE IN The CAasé 
of Utah, Dakota, Montana and others of our 
semi-civilized domain ; as to making a stato 
of the Dominion, that could not be Phought of 
for a moment, The people would require 
ae of instruction before they would be fit- 

for the lofty duty of electing congressmen, 
and assisting in tho Christian and intellectual 
work of governing this great republic. Wo 
could naturalize Lorne, and perhaps permit 
him to act as governor of the new territory 
of Ontario. But still, this might be a con- 
ceasion of doubtful utility. 

Having thus suggested what might be 
done, the Times rather comes to the con- 
clusion that the Dominion is not worth the 
trouble it would require to govern us, so it 
concludes -— 


In fine, one of the gravest reasons why Mr, 
Evarts should not go to war with Canada is 
that sho would prove an elephant on our 
hands after wo should have conquered her, 


and that the final disposition would be far 


more serious than the work of capture. 

Doubtless our Chicago contemporary in- 
tends its gasconade as “light reading” for 
the amusement of its readers in hot weather. 
In that belief wo have thus noticed its 
spread-eagleism, which will probably prove 
moro amusing to ita readers on this side of 
the line than to the citizens of the “ great 
republic.” Perhaps the Times would 
obligingly add a few instructions as to how 
our people can qualify themselves for ‘ tho 
lofty duty of electing Congressmon and as- 
sisting in the Christian and intellectual 
work of governing the great Republic.”

The Grand Junction Railway and 
Peterborough. 


Tho Campbellford Herald of tho Qlet inst 
has the following article on the above aub- 
ject :—'*A fow yeara ago, the line of railway 
as originally projected between Campbellford 
and the Goorgian Bay, ran by Potorborougb, 
and thence to the south end of Sturgeon lake 
just north of Lindsay, and to tho Goorgian 
Bay, Tho shrowd mon of business at Lind- 
say, howevor, saw that tho railway, as origin. 
ally located, would divert such businoss as 
they had from the north, so they promptly 
sont dologates to Belleville whero thoy saw 
tho Directors of the Grand Junotion Railway, 
and succeeded in inducing them to chango 
the location of the railway from tho south 
end of Sturgeon Lake to Lindsay, through 
which it would run, by making advantageous 
offers—by way of bonus, 

“Now, the people of Peterborough seem 
to Iabor undor tho delusioa that the Direct- 
ors cannot help making tho railway ron 
through that town. Thoy aro, therefore, for 
“backing out’ from the promise they made 
to give the company a bonus of $75,000,—a 
by-law for which was ovon voted for by them. 

“Let the Directors take the only course 
open for them to adopt under the ciroum- 
stances, that is, undeceiye the people there, 
by ordoring a slight doviation of the line of 
railway from tho villago of Hastings to Lako- 
field, which is at the foot of Salmon Trout 
Lake, but at the head of the River Otonabee, 
and thence to the southfond of Mud Lake, 
north-west of Peterborough, and to the juno- 
tion of the Railway with the Midland at 
Omemoe, only a few miles from tho latter 
lake. The railway will thus intercept all the 
business and freight that usually go to 
Peterborough from tho north, either by tho 
River Otonaboe or Mud Lako, as well as tho 
cast and west ; and Peterborough may also 
cease to be the centre for grain business as it 
is now. 

“Any person of ordinary intelligence on 
looking at a map of Ontario, will see that 
such will be the result. Lakefield, already a 
flourishing village, may become a large town 
that will rival Peterborough in business and 
enterpriso, and a now town also, may spring 
up at the south end of Mud Lake, where the 
railway may touch. 

‘* Let the people of Lakefield and nelghbor- 
hood take advantaye of this opportunity by 
sending delegates to Belleville for an inter- 
view with the directors on the subject.”

The Standard’s correspondence states that 
King Cotowayo has informed Col. Orealock 
that he will accept reasonable terms of 
Peace, but will not consent to any terms 
of peace which inyolve his deposition as 
monarch, or that would bring upon him 
any personal humiliation. King Cotewayo 
is still in command of a formidable army, 
and the desertion from him of a portion 
of his chiefs still leaves him in poases- 
sion of resources which make him a danger- 
qus foe.”

When the nows first flashed over the count- 
ry that a domestic emeule had occurred at 
Narragansett Pior, the parties principal being 
Senator Conkling and Mrs. Sprague, a very 
great number of people, malo and femalo, 
undoubtedly sinacked their prurient chops. in 
Anticipation of another scandal, differing from 
the Boecher-Tilton mess of filth only in boing 
seasoned with politics instead of roligion. It 
is of course too early as yet to decide whether 
these people are to bo disappointed wholly or 
in pact, but as tho beliavior of the 
parties principal up to this time may be re- 
garded as an index to their future action, it 
is safe to conclude that at least one great in- 
centive which figured in the Beecher-Tilton 
case will bo found wanting in this ono, to wit: 
tho mere vulgar desiro for notoriety at any 
cost.

Mr. Conkling has been moro or less 
attentive to Mrs. Sprague for a period of three 
yeara, Whatever may be their sontiments 
with regard to cach other, and whatever re- 
lations may have been the result of those 
sentiments, are questions that nobody can 
conclusively answer but themselves; and it 
is probably safe to assume that they will never 
anawer them.

Of the five Stewart grave robbers only one, 
Henry G. Romaine, is known by’name, The 
lawyerthrough whom they have sought to 
negotiate with Judge Hilton is Patrick H. 
Jones, formerly postmaster, and later register 
of New York, The sum demanded was $200,- 
000. Judge Hilton refused to pay more than 
$25,000, the original reward for the return of 
the body. All efforts haying failed to sccnre 
both robbers and body, Judge Hilton, on 
July 24th, reopened negoations for the ransom 
of the body withont regard to the conviction 
of the thieves, These negotiations are now 
pending. The name of the detective who is 
represented as Jones & Co’s agent, but who in 
reality only approached him to inform him 
that he was under the espionage of the police, 
is James Irving, formerly captain of the de- 
tectives of the police force. He was accused 
several years ago of complicity along with 
Detective Philip Farley, now of the excise 
office, in the Bank of England forgeries, and 
after two trials was dismissed from the force. 
Farley had previously resigned. Irving tender- 
ed his services to Judge Hilton when the 
search for the body began, but his help was 
soon dispensed with. Judge Hilton does not 
say that Stewart's body has not beon recover- 
ed, and will not be seen by a reporter now. 
Four men are on guard at the Stewart Cathe- 
dral crypt, at Garden City, Long Island, and 
a gentleman of position in the city is reported 
as saying, “It is hard to say positiyely how 
far negotiations bave gone with the Stewart 
grave-robbers, but I feel pretty certain that 
the transfer of the body has already been af- 
fected, and Judge Hilton has it safe at the 
present moment.” 

A strange character died in the Tombs 
prison in this city last week—a woman who 
for twenty-five years has been a voluntary 
inmate of the prison, which she had grown to 
look upon as her home. In her youth Mary 
Valentine was a handsome, wayward girl, 
and as she grew older shé went from bad to 
worse till she used to be frequently arrested 
aud imprisoned in the Tombs for drunken- 
ness. When she got to be fifty years old she 
resolved to reform, and she would go to tho 
police courts and valuntarily give herself up 
when she felt the cravingfor drink, and in 
this way she placed herself beyond tempta- 
tion. At last she came to love the Tombs o 
much that when, some twenty-five years ago, 
the term of one of her voluntary imprison- 
ments expired, she bogged to be allowed to 
spend tho remaindor of her days there, The 
charity commissioner bumored the prisoner, 
and upon the matron’s recommendation, she 
‘*tior woman” whoso duty it is to

On 
Sunday sho was found to be sick and on Wed- 
noaday sho died.

‘The Senate. 


The Montreal Star—a journal politically 
independent, but which of late has leaned 
strongly towards Gritism—has the follow- 
ing sharp comments on the topics 
of an elective Senate, which Mr. Macken- 
zie enlarged upon in his speech at Galt:— 
“The Hon, Mr. Mackenzie and many of 
his followers are in fayor of an Elective 
Senate. They appear to think that the 
members of the Upper Houso should be 
chosen by the people, and thus they pro- 
pose to do away with what they call the 
abuses of which the Senate is now guilty. 
Mr. Goldwin Smith shares in this radical 
opinion, and we are promised a lively dis- 
cussion upon the question before the next 
general election. The idea is not a now 
one. In fact it is, if not as old as the hills 
at Jeast ‘aged.’ But let us ask if this pro- 
posal to make the election of Senators a 
Canadian question, comes from a desire to 
benefit the country or from a wish to give 
s home-thrust at a politically hostile 
assembly ? Suppose the Senate had more 
Reformers than Conservatives within its 
fold, would the Hon. Mr. Mackenzie be so 
willing to sacrifice them on that much used 
sacrificial pile—the altar of the country? 
As to tho morits of the issue, wo will not 
discuss them. Whon Mr. Mackenzio's pro- 
Grammo is froe from inconsistency, it will 
be time enough to debate the question. But 
we cannot but think that Mr. Goldwin 
Smith hit the ox-Premier hard whon he re- 
minded him that he did not preas the ques- 
tion of an Elective Senate home when he 
had the power. The fact is that the party to 
which the majority of the Senate is politi- 
cally opposed, will always be agitating some 
change, by which it may expect to get more 
power in the Upper Chamber. The party 
of the ‘Onts’ will conspire and: plot and 
plan to become the party of the ‘Ins.’

Fifty-eight Third Class scholars wrote for 
admission to the Fourth Class, Of these, four 
came from Mr, Armistead’s school; sixteen 
from Miss Jack's room; fourteen from Mr.

Breeding Cows for Butter. 


Tho uso of pure brod males upon miscol- 
lancoualy bred fomales is justly regarded as 
one of the chief means of improving live 
stock. It is equally important in breeding 
cattle, sheep, awine or poultry, and the ap- 
plication of the same principle in horse 
broeding is fully recognized, We say, 
whon we speak of a heifer by an Alderney 
bull and dropped by a common cow, * sho 
is holf Alderney.” This word “half” docs 
not by any means indicate the measure of 
Alderney characteristics which tho hoifer 
possosses, Wo might with greator pro- 
priety say “sho is half Alderney by blood 
and soven-eighths by nature." Some well 
bred bulls will impress tho characteristics 
of their own breed so remarkably that 
many of their offspring might pass as pure 
bloods ; othors possess this quality, which 
is called prepotency, so slightly that their 
offspring take after their race but slightly. 
Such bolls, though perhaps well-bred, are 
valucloss, but they are very rare among 
full bloods of any breed, and among cross- 
breds of any dissimilar breeds, bulls lacking 
this invaluable quality of propotency are 
the rule rather than the exception. Now 
and then agrade bull will got very good 
calves with considerable uniformity, Very 
fine looking grade bulls are common, and 
it is hard to convince common farmors that 
they are not just as good for use as pure 
bred which, perhaps, do not look so well. 
‘The difference in the herds of two breedera 
one of which uses pure-bred bulls, the oth- 
er scrubs or grades, is always most obvious; 
but ‘none are so blind as those who will 
not seo,” and tho writer has long ago given 
up tho effort to convince men for their own 
good againat their wishes. Tho old saw 
puts it traly, ‘‘Ho that’s conyinced againat 
his will is of the same opinion still.” 
Farmers will continue to use scrub and 
grade bulls, and by so doing the unreason- 
ing ones will give to the others great ad- 
vantages, 

Those who select bulls for beof points 
will raiso the beat steers, Those who wish 
to make milk will breed from bulls of the 
great milking breeds, and in butter sec- 
tions it is equally important to use only 
bulls of the best butter breeds, the Jerseys 
and Guernsey standing pre-eminent. But 
among Guernsey and Jersey herds we do 
not find ali the cows good butter makers, 
while among thoso which are really good 
there is an enormous disparity. 

It isa good cow which gives ten pounds 
of butter a week. There are many which 
give twelve ; quitea number which yield 
fourteen, a very few sixteen, eighteen or 
even twenty. Now these are not, so to 
speak, sporadic or isolated cases, but moro 
or leas in families. Thatis, wo find that a 
number of good cows will generally bo 
foundin the progeny of one famous one,

What we want is to be able to breed groat 
butter yieldera every time. This might oc- 
cur occasionally, or often, when tho pro- 

eny of one great butter cow is rather closo- 
ly inbred, but with very much greater pro- 
bability when the blood of different famil- 
ies, each famous for its butter yield, is com- 
bined, In each there is a ‘“prepotency” 
for butter production, and as the families 
are not akin, we really combine the two, 
and, if each prepotency is equal to the 
other, then we haye a double force, where- 
as in breeding in one family we have only 
the single force, no matter how its parts 
are combined. 
_ This, then, seems to be the rule for breed- 
ing prodigies of any kind. First, discover 
or establish in two families the particular 
prepotency, thatis, the quality which pro- 
duces similar charactoristics—say a great 
yield of butter—in many or all the indivi- 
duals of a family; second, combine these 
two families, It is, of course, a question 
whether the tendency will continue in 
double power. If not, then we must con- 
tinue to combine the excellencies, that is, 
the prepotencies, of two families, just as 
we breed grades now.—American Dairy- 
man, 


Facts for the Farmer. 


Tho intense desire to accumulate wealth, 
which is fast becoming the ruling principle 
of the average American farmer, added to 
the increasing foreign demand for Ameri- 
can meats, has brought about a system of 
over feeding—forcing, as it were, the car- 
cass to the proper size and weight for 
market. In order to do this the healthy 
condition of the meat is entirely ovorlook- 
ed ; wefrequently hear farmers say that 
hogs will not live without filth—hence the 
refuse of the farm—tho carcass of a dead 
horse, ox, or even a dog, is thrown to the 
hogs and devoured with a voracious appe- 
tite, Poisonous nostrums containing 
arsenic, antimony, aud many other drugs, 
are given with their daily food to prevent 
cholera ; the flesh and blood partake of a 
certain amount of everything which enters 
the stomach ; therefore, when you pur- 
chase two pounds of delicious pork’ steak 
for breakfast, you also receive a fow ounces 
of poison, which you did not order. 


Who can say that the dire peatilences de- 
yastating our cities, which our physicians 
call ** blood poison,” do not have their 
origin in theso remote causes? At least it 
is worthy a passing thought from those 
who depended upon the market for their 
daily meat. Tho days of nomadic farming 
being past, it behoves thoso engaged in 
agricultural pursuits to wake up to the 
necessity of a higher education—a more 
thorough understanding of all the causes 
and effects connected with their business. 
To be a statesman requires a thorough 
knowledge of parliamentary rules, lawa and 
government. A physician must under- 
stand the human system, fits diseases and 
the remedies needed, and tho methods of 
application ; so with all occupations, How 
necessary for tho farmer to have at least a 
practical knowledge of the diseases of ani- 
mals and the remedies for the same !— 
Drovers’ Journal. 


Line Waren in Cuunninc.—A Massa- 
chusetts man (says an exchange) having 
noticed that a little lime water prevents 
foap-suda from foaming, was induced to give 
it a trialin tho churn. So, accordingly, on 
the next churning day, he poured in a half 
pint of clear limo water into the churn with 
tho cream, being careful that only the clear 
water was poured off.

Agricultural Distress in England 
and Vanadian F'arms, 


The Liverpool Courier of the 14th inst, 

publishes the following item of intelli. 
gence : 
, The Hon, John Henry Pope, the Domin- 
jon Minister of Agriculture, has directed 
Mr. Dyke,the Canadian Government agent 
at this port, to place himself in communi- 
cation with tenant farmers in various parte 
of the United Kingdom,and in cases where 
a number of agriculturists are found to en« 
tortain tho idea of emigration, and are ablo 
to satisfy him that they aro possessed of a 
fair amount of capital, he is authorised to 
sond ont to Canada any one of their num- 
ber whom they may select to report upon 
the character of tho country, the terms up- 
on which improyed farms may be acquired, 
and other matters which may be of value. 
The expense of these delogates will be de- 
frayed by the Dominion Government, and 
every facility will be afforded them while 
in Canada for acqviring information of a 
reliable character, and for communication 
with those whom they represont. The 34th 
annual show of the Ontario Agricultural 
and Fine Art Association wills be held at 
Ottawa on the 22nd and succeeding days 
of September next, and it has been arrang- 
ed, as this show will be held at the capital 
of the Dominion, to make it thoroughly re- 
presentative of all the provinces from the 
Atlantic to the Pacilic coast. It will pro- 
bably be the finest exhibition of agricultur- 
al and other produce ever held on the 
American continent. Already a number 
of persons interested in agricultural matters 
have signified their intention of proceeding 
thither, and it is desirable that as many of 
the proposed delegates as can poasibly leave 
England in time shall see this great show. 


The Courier comments editorially upon 
tho subject saying: —The Canadian Goy- 
ernment think that British agricultural dif- 
ficulties provide the Dominion with a new 
opportunity for pushing a scheme of self- 
development. ‘There is much difference of 
opinion in England as to the extent and 
cause of the depression which has provoked 
so much gloom among the farmers, and so 
many sympathetic reductions of rent from 
the landowners. A Royal Commission has 
been appointed in the hope that some light 
will thus be thrown upon the matter, or 
that the agricultural mind may be eased by 
inquiry if no other advantage be gained, 
But though there may be uncertainty 
about the removability of the causes which 
have induced the depression, theré is no 
doubt that farmers are and have long been 
suffering from hard times, They complain 
of high rents, excessive taxation, and for- 
eign competition, and some of them de- 
clare that the latter is the cause of all the 
mischief, and that the abolition of rents 
and taxes altogether would not enable them 
to square their accounts, so serious has 
been the effect of bad harvests and great 
foreign imports, When the Earl of Derby 
lectured the Lancashire farmers in the Liv- 
erpool Town-hall he reminded them that 
tenant farmers who thought they were ill- 
used by landlords had the remedy in their 
own hands, and more than hinted that 
those who could not compete withf foreign 
and colonial producers might themselves 
become foreign or colonial agriculturists by 
migrating to other pastures. The Cana- 
dians have been doing their best to foster 
the idea of farmers emigrating to some of 
the vast tracts of land still unoccupied in 
British North America; and certain of the 
Atlantic steamship companies haye given 
a stimulus to the movemeut by offering 
such emigrants exceptionally low terms, 
One company volunteered to provide suit- 
able settlers with land, house, agricultural 
implements, and live stock, besides a free 
first-class passage to the new home, for 
£200, 

We are not aware to what extent these 
offers have promoted the emigration of 
British farmers, but imagine that it must 
have been considerable. The Dominion 
Government have now placed a limit of 
time with respect to these allotments 
through the steamship companies, and the 
period yet remaining during which intend- 
ing settlers can obtain land in this way is 
only short. The Government of Sir John 
Macdonald have hit upon a new method of 
attracting the notice of English farmers to 
the advantages offered by Canadian farms, 
Mr. Dyke, the Dominion Government agent 
in Liverpool, has just received instructions 
from the Hon. J. H. Pope, Minister of 
Agriculture, to place himself in communi- 
cation with the Agricultural classea in this 
country, with the object of serving the 
cause of emigration. Mr. Dyke is to offer 
to the delegate of a reasonable number— 
say twenty-five—of suitable farmers con- 
templating emigration a free passage to the 
Dominion and facilties for acquiring full 
information as to the prospects of agricul- 
tural enterprise in that part of the British 
Empire. There is an obvious difficulty in 
the task imposed upon Mr. Dyko, though 
he may discover some way of bridging it. 
How is he to communicate with farmers in 
such a way as to secure the appointment, of 
delegates? ‘The selection of delegates im- 
plies a previous conference, and it is not 
too much to say that farmers will be very 
careful how they mix themselves up with 
any undertaking which is likely to affect 
the interests of landlords. All great own- 
ers of the soil do not view the question 
from the same standing as Lord Derby, 
and some of them would not see with un- 
concern a diminution in the number of 
competitors for farms. In some districts 
the rents of farms have been run up to 
quite ‘fancy figures.” With an extension 
of the agricultural exodus this condition 
would soon change, and rents would of 
neceasity drop down to an amount which 
would leave a margin of profit for the oulti- 
vator. Thus emigration would benefit 
thowo left behind, whatever tho fortune 
that befel those seeking improved prospects 
in the now Dominion.”

| (From the Battleford Herald.) 


| ‘Tho prosent season will be one of un- 
usual activity in connection with tho sur- 
veys and cxplorations for the Canadian 
| Pacific railway. Thero are at prosont, wo 
believe, seven parties in the field, whose 
| Work will be ao carried on as to prosent a 
complete history of the country throngh 
which the road will run, The completion 
of those surveys will be pressed with all 
possible vigor, and on the reports thereon 
the route across the continent will be final- 
ly settled and the work of construction be- 
gun. 

Mr. R, L, Tupper and party passed west 
on the 10th, to exploro the region lying be- 
tween the Athabasca on the cast and the 
Rocky Mountains on tho west, beginning 
ata point one hundred miles north of 
Edmonton and extending northward. 

Messrs. Micleod, Keefer, Horetzky and 
Cambio, with their parties, haye alread 
reached British Columbia and will =st 
eastward until the other parties are met, 
Mr. Dawson is geologist to this expedition. 

Messrs. D; O. O'Keofe and Edmund L- 
Clarke, with their parties, will examine the 
country between Beaver Lakes and Pilli- 
can Lake, north of the North Saskatche- 
wan. 

Mr. Evarts will go to Lac la Biche, 
where he will begin work. He will take 
the road by way of Carlton. 

Mr. Murdoch is now locating the main 
line westward from Selkirk, and another 
party is exploring north-westerly from the

The exploration of the country duo west 
of Fort Ellice to the Rocky Mountains, and 
thence from the sources of the North Sas- 
katchewan to Battleford, will be most tho- 
roughly made by Professor Macoun, assist- 
ed Mr. F.W. Wilkins, 0, E. The primary 
object of this party is ‘to inquire into the 
“* mineral and agricultural interests of that 
“ country, as well as to report on the pros- 
““pects of floriculture and horticulture 
“ which that country may afford.” 

Mr. M. Aldous, with Mr. 0. McGrath as 
assistant, arrived here on the 10th,and will 
take up the work on the special survey 
where Mr. Dennis left it off last year. 

Mr, King will shortly be here,and will be 
engaged in the neighborhood of Lac la 
Biche. 

A number of parties will also be engaged 
in subdividing townships on the Saskatche- 
wan near Prince Albert, in the vicinity of 
Fort Ellice, Bird Tail Creek, Rapid River, 
Rock Lake, and other places, 

The work of surveying the reserves at 
Coal Lake has been temporarily suspended, 
or until the chief has had a talk with the 
new Superintendent with a view to getting 
a larger reserve than that assigned to him. 
We understand that Mr. Simpson, the sur- 
veyor, is in town awaiting orders.

The Sea Serpent Again. 


A MONSTER 200 FEET LONG PURSUES A 
FISHING BOAT, 


(From the Summerside, P.E°I. Journal, Aug. 21.) 
We received the following from a corres- 
Pendant at Miminigash yesterday :—‘‘At 
Timinigash, 16th day of August, as Mat- 
thew McDonald and James Doyle, two men 
in the employ of E. G, Fuller, were haul- 
ing their trawls, they observed an unusual 
commotion on the water near them, ‘Is 
that a squall?” said Doyle. ‘‘ Great heay- 
ens!’ exclaimed McDonald, as the line he 
was hauling took a sudden surge and parted 
a hook, tearing his hand from one side to 
the other, anda huge form arose from the 
sea full 20 feet out of the water. “‘ Quick 
with the sails, Jim,” cried McDonald, and 
the two terrified men spread their canvas 
in ahurry. MoDonald gave the helm to 
Doyle, who, crouching down in the after 
berth barely showed his head, while Mao, 
rather the cooler of the two, quickly im- 
provised a sort of spear out of Aorg knife, 
which he lashed toan oar. He describes 
the fish as a sort of a snake, striped yellow 
and white, and a mouth as large as the open 
end of a puncheon, and each time it raised 
out of the water it uttered a sort of roar 
like the bellowing of a bull. As the boat, 
with twice as much sail as was consistent 
with safety, was flying before the stiff S. W. 
breeze, the monster followed in her wake. 
McDonald thought to pacify it with fish, as 
it was doubtless enraged by being torn by 
the trawl hooks, so he commenced throwing 
hake, with which!the boat was partly load- 
ed, to the monster, who greedily devoured 
them. Nearing the shore, they crossed a 
lobster trawl of Mr. Bolyea, and the mon- 
ater fouled and parted it, half lifting the 
boat at work on it with water ; this seemed 
to infuriate it, and raising itself in the air, 
it made arush for the boat.

has scarce begun to be marketed, the com- 
parison can only in justice be made as to 
the price of grain now with what it was 
last year at this timo, Wo are firat informed 
that whoat “ranged from $1.25 last year,” 
by which wo suppose tho writer moant that 


wheat averaged $1.25 for the season's crop. 
This must be news to farmers who hold over 
most of last yoar’s crop of wheat on account 
of tho low price which we find quoted at 
this samo timo last year, at from 90cts. to 
$1.00 per bushel; and the average price 
for the season was not over 90c. Barley 
is quoted as averaging 70 to 75c. Inst year, 
when every one knows that a price was ob- 
tained for barley Inst year seldom seen in a 
lifetime, averaging fully 20cts. more than ed- 
itorially quoted—a fact with which all were 
pleased,and for which we never heard of the 
enemies of protection taking credit. Peas 
are averaged at 70c., when the market price 
Jast year at this time was 60o,, which was 
about the average for the season, against 
650. now. Rye is quoted at 70c, last year, 
whilst the market price last year at this 
time was from 50 to 55c.,— the bulk of the 
crop selling at 45c.—against 54c.now. Oats 
are quoted at 36 to 38c, last yoar, whilst the 
usual market price at this timo last year 
was 30 to 33c,, against 40c. now, 

Tho most astonishing feature of the edi- 
torial, and which would lead ore to believe 
the whole article was the production of 
some Rip yan Winkle, is the difference be- 
tween the present market price as quoted 
in the editorial and the market report in 
the samo issue :

We leave 
it with the public to determine, and we 
leave it also with the public to say if from 
such figures the merits or demerits of the 
protective policy can be determined, 

As yet it is too early to determine the 
effect of the protective policy on the grain 
crop, but when marketed we have no doubt 
the benefits will be felt on all grains im- 
ported, and coming into competition with 
grain raised in this country. 


The Weed Nuisance, 


Year after year we have drawn the at- 
tention of the local authorities to thé no- 
cessity which existed for the enforcement 
of tho law against allowing Canadian this- 
tles and other noxious weeds from going to 
sood and so ensuring a bounteous crop of 
their kind in the succeeding season, but so 
far without effect, The consequence has 
been that a large proportion of the vacant 
lots, and several of the less frequented in 
the city have become thickly covered with 
weeds, and aid in spreading the nuisance, 
The Jaw gives power to the Overseer of 
Highways (in the case of Belleville the 
Street Surveyor) to enter upon property 
where thistles grow, to have them cut 
down and removed, and tho expenses 
eharged against the land ; but Mr. Taylor 
has not seen fit to act. Itmay be that he 
wishes to be direoted in the matter by the 
Council, and that body ought to take ac- 
tion in the premises. An exchange very 
forcibly says :—‘‘Of all the weed tribe the 
Oanada thistles are the most troublesome, 
on account of the rapidity of their growth, 
the great amount of nourishment they ex- 


tract from the soil, and the difficulty of 
eradicating them when tney nave once been 


Permitted to attain any considerable size . 


* andagainst them tho law has raised its 


voice, though apparently with but little of- 
fect. Tho reasons for its non-enforcement 
&ro two: the first being tho dislike almost 
every man has to informing against his 
neigbor; and tho second, the impossibility 
of preventing roprisals; for a single full- 
grown thistle, which may havo escaped all 
eyes but the vigilant ones of Revenge, will 
subject tho owner of tho land upon which 
it grows to a fino, no matter how earnestly 
he may havo striven to destroy every ono 
upon his place. The law ought, thorefore, 
to be #0 amended as to mako a distinction 
betwoon wilful negligenco and an occasion- 
al oversight ; for, until it shall be, private 
individuals are not likely to aid theauthor- 
ities in enforcing it. Thousands of dollars 
fn money and Jabor aro expended every 
year on the dostruction of potato bugs, and 
thoy aro wisely spont; but wo very much 
question whether an equal annual outlay 
for tho destruction of Canada thistlos and 
other weeds would not be fully as

Ita Oil as Thorapoutic Agents in Disoases of 
the Skin.” Evory dermatologist, ho said, 
had soon tho necessity of introducing fats 
inte the aystem, and hitherto almost tho 
only available hydrocarbon had been ood. 
liver oil. This disagreed with many pa- 
tionts, and was also open to a number of 
othor objections; while, in the moro pala- 
table form of the commercial emulsions now 
froquently employed, he did not consider it 
trustworthy, Amore assimilablo fat was 
thorofore desirablo, and he thought he had 
discoyored it in tho flaxseed, Linseed tea 
is a woll-known domestic remedy in this 
country, Hoe had been induced to try its uso 
by observing the beneficial offects of lin- 
aoed cako upon cattle and horses, both in 
making, their coats sleok and improving 
their general condition ; and his experience 
has shown that the agent was of equal ser- 
vice to the human economy. He was in 
tho habit of employing it in a three-fold 
administration. 1. If the patient wore a 
male and had sound teeth, the seed itself 
was tho best form in which to take it. The 
man could carry about ten ounces of this 
in his pockets, and would probably con- 
sumo a teacupful in the course of a day. 
The ordinary domestic linseed was small 
and dark in color, and contained only about 
twonty per cent, of oil ; while that from 
Bombay or Caloutta (which was the kind 
recommended) was larger, lighter in color, 
and contained about thirty per cont, of oil. 
2. In the case of women or children the 
ground seed, mixed with milkin the form 
of a porridgo, was more desirable, and was 
unpalatable to very few persons. 3, In 
certain cases it could be given in the form 
of bread, although ho did not consider this 
method quite so efficient as the others. Tho 
bread could be made by mixing linseed 
meal with flour in any proportion desired. 
This was suggested by Dr. Piffard, 

When linseed was eaten, a natural emul- 
sification was performed with the recent oil 
formed in the stomach, and it had been es- 
tablished by chemists that a recent oil was 
much more active than one which had been 
long exposed to oxidation. The hulls also 
seryed to stimulate the peristaltic action of 
the intestines. He believed that it had 
specific virtues in dry and scaly diseases of 
the skin both on account of its special action 
upon the sebaceous secretion and its effect 
in improving the general condition of the 
patient. Dr. Sherwell gave four cases of 
skin disease of great obstinacy and severity, 
in which its curative influence was most 
happily shown. The seed was given inter- 
nally in one of the forms above mentioned, 
and the oil applied externally. Tho lubri- 
cating effect a the latter was most admir- 
able and it had the advantage over most 
other oils of not becoming rancid when ex- 
posed to degraded epithelium. In eczema 
he was in the habit wrapping tho parts af- 
fected ina number of folds of linen satur- 
ated with it. He believed that flaxseed is 
4 specitic remedy for tho sebaceous glands, 
increasing their secretion when it was dim- 
inished, and restoring it to its natural char- 
acter when it had been altered by disease, 
Dr. Van Harlingen, stated that he had 
used linseed oil in one caso in the form of 
oil internally ; but however stated he 
thought there was no beneficial result from 
it. This, ho said, might possibly have been 
due to the fact that he used the ordinary 
domestic oil, and not that made from Bom- 
bay linseed. Dr. Piffard said he had used 
the linseed oil internally, and he thought it 
was better than cod-liver oil in many re- 
spects. Cod-liver oil itself was fattening, 
while the iodine which it contained was 
just tho reverse of this; and he thought 
this might explain why it was that it was 
impossible to fatten some persons on cod- 
liver oil. The linseed, he believed, con- 
tained no starch, and it was, therefore es- 
pecially useful in diabetic patients with skin 
trouble, as wellas affording an agreeable 
change of diet tothem. Tho taste of this 
bread was not agreeable, to many indivi- 
duals at first ; but it was at all events much 
more agreeable than cod-livor oil. 

Dr, White remarked that the so-called 
breads for diabetics invariably contained a 
certain amount of starch, and, therefore, if 
linseed was really free from starch, it was 
an important point to remember.

At this season of the year the farmers are 
naturally anxious to settle tho difficult ques- 
tion as to what price they may reagonably ox- 
pect for barley, Thero is always more or less 
uncertainty about prices of grain, owing to 
market reports and crop estimates emanating 
from interested quarters, For this reason we 
are diffident about urging farmers to sell or 
hold ; but this much we will say, that in nino 
case’ out of ten the former who sells every 

‘cas comes ont in tho end as well off as tho 
farmer who holds, and this yoar the prospects 
are that holding over the barley crop will be 
& foolish proceeding on the part of anyone, 
pena the prospect of high Prices is not 
000 


Tn the first place the crop in Canada is an 
average ono, but the color is not ‘bright.’ 
Then the California crop is excellent and has 
beon harvested very bright. Reports place 
the surplus ut between 15,000,000 and 20,- 
000,000 bushels, which can be laid down in 
Now York at about 75 conts per bushel, In 
the Western States the crop is Jarge and well 
saved. In New York State the yield in yood 
and the quality fair. Thorefore the United 
States is pretty woll supplied, and tho only 
thing in favor is tho popularity of Bay of 
Quinte barley, which will enable our buyors 
to place a good deal thero somewhere noar the 
price of Californian barley in New York, what- 
ever that may be. Tho English markot is 
also open to us, but here we have to consider 
the effect of the German crop, which ia rather 
under an average ono and can be laid down in 
England at a comparatively low rate, In all 
proba ty a Jarge shipment from Canada to 

Ngland will take place, and for that market 
it is important that the grain be thoroughly 
cleaned in order to realize the highest price. 
The excise in England is by measurement and 
not by weight, consequently the price in this 
market ia ranged according to weight, In 
other words,tho more pounds the maltster can 
got into a measure the leas the duty, so that 
every extra pound tho barley can be made to 
weigh adds so much to the price, Our farmors 
should prepare for this by aaasng their bar- 
ley thoroughly, no that all beards, chaff, straw, 
&é., aro removed, as the prices given by our 
buyors this yoar will he to a certain oxtent

12, “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. ‘* All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as proyisional until the railway 
line through that pact of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same Oy opply to the particular 
belt. in which such lands may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘ The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 au 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands. 

‘Any further information necessary may be

A correspondont writes asking tobe in- | 
formed who are Members of Hor Majenty's | 
Privy Council. 

The Privy Council is composed of such 
persons as the Sovereign desires to call to 
that distinguished position. By virtue of | 
thoir office all members of the Cabinet aro | 
Privy Councillors, as are all past membors | 
of the Cabinet. Tho same rules apply in 
Canada as far as the Privy Council of this 
country is concerned. Thus Mr, Macken- 
zie and his late colleagues in his Ministry 
aro Privy Councillors, although they do 
not, nor do ox-Ministers in England, ad- 
vise the Grown. If some very grave crisis 
in the country were to arise, the Sovereign 
might deom it incumbent to call upon all 
monibors of the Privy Council to act; but

All, or very nearly all,of the moro ossential 
work that the Prince Consort did for Her 
Majosty the sovereign does for herself, and 
she only succeeds in accomplishing so much 
because sho a rancs horself to it method. 
ically. Thus, hether at Windsor or Os- 
borne, or in Scotland, the Queen has special 
hours and special days for particular depart- 
ments of her work. " Family administration 
and imperial administration are the two chief 
heads under which theso duties may be rank 
ed, Her Majesty has extensive family con- 
nections throughout the whole of Kurope. 
These she maintains by an active correspond. 
ence, and the wholo of one day in the week is 


devoted to writing letters to absent relatives. 
There are other private affairs of royalty not 
leas exciting. All accounts, all bankers’ pass 
books, all estimates of expenditure are, in 
some shapo or other, personally presented to 
the Queen. Midway between this compre- 
hensive class of occupations and active duties 
of an imperial crown, there is an immense 
number of miscellancous. transactions to be 
disposed of. The officials’ about the court 
are besieged by telegrams. from the outside 
world, and it is rare indeed when even in the 
depth of the long vacation at Balmoral, they 
reach a sipaller daily total than fifty. A 
comparatively slight proportion of these enter 
the royal presence, but those which do reach 
the throne invariably require consideration 
and ususlly receive a reply. Thus it is said 
that the Queen gives three hoursa week on 
ee days to the attention of telegrams 
alone. 


Asfor the official papers they are ofa 
varied character. Some are copies of orders 
in Council ; some the ratification of measures 
passed in Colonial Parliaments, some royal 
proclamations ; some documents that relate to 
the assembling, prorogation or dissolution of 
the Imperial Parliament at Westminister.

Benefits of the National Polioy. 


Tho Globe would fain havo it that the in- 
terprovincial trade in coal and flour be- 
tween Noya Scotia and Ontario is a failure, 
so it quotes from a letter in the Halifax 

” Chronicle the statement that but one cargo 
of coal has left Pictou for Toronto this sea- 
son. Tho Monetary Times replies :— 
“This isnot correct ; for we know of at 
least four cargoes brought thence to Tor- 
onto, three of which were brought by one 
dealer, besides some from Pictou and al- 
though the first cargo was inferior, partly 
owing to breaking up by lightning in the 
canal, the others, superior house coal,from 
the Old Mine, Sydney, were delivered here 
at prices which have given satisfaction, 
both to seller and buyer, and enablo the 
latter to compete with American coal atthe 
Jow prices of that produce. The result of 
the experiment of taking flour to Capa 

Breton and other Maritime ports by sailing 

yossels aud bringing coal back appears to 

be satisfactory, at any rate, to the house 
which undertook it.” 

Journal of Commerce :—Tho substitu- 
tion of an ad valorem duty of 15 per cent.

tion of a specific duty of one cent, per 
square yard on plain cotton manufactures

has improved of late. Mr, Rosamond, who 
ought to be good authority, expresses his 
belief, and that of every manufacturer with 
whom he has conversed, that the National 
Policy will be the saving of the country, 
and that in due timo the people will reap 
its results, 

Montreal Witness :—A gentleman from 
Sherbrooke intends to establish a spool fac- 
tory on the line of the Quebeo and Lake 
St. John railway, about thirty miles from 
Quobec, for the purpone of utilizing the 
large quantities of white birch which grow 
in that district. Tho enterprise will be 
quite an important one, furnishing employ- 
ment to about 150 men, and affording a 
considerable traffic for tho railway.

At 3:30 p.m. on Wednesday the 13th 
inst., the steam-yacht Annie Gilbert, of 
Trenton, Capt, Wm. Gilbert, master,steam- 
ed out of Belleville harbor with a party of 
thirteen ladies and gentlemen,of which tho 
writer was fortunate enough to be a mem- 
ber, on board. With the Captain, onginoor 
and cook, the party numbered sixteen in 
all, anda more agreeable company never 
sot sailon any expedition of businoss or 
pleasure than ours proved to be, Our 
destination, as faras the River St. Law- 
rence was to bo followed, was Ogdensburg 
and Prescott. After visiting places of in- 
terest along the route, and returning by 
way of ‘Thousand Island Park ” to King- 
ston, we proposed proceeding to Ottawa via 
the Rideau navigation, 

Who of your readers has not sped over 
the waters of our beautiful bay with a 
freshening breeze just capping the wavelets 
and swelling the sails of numerous fairy- 
like crafts afloat, Although our 10 horse 
power engine relieved us of tho necessity 
of spreading any canvass to tho wind, yet 
the exhilirating effects of the inaugural 
“* puff” was thoroughly enjoyed by us all 
Soon we touch at Mill Point with its large 
lumbering interests in full operation, and 
making a bend for the beach, the sea- 
going qualities of our craft are fully tested, 
the breeze by this time having freshened 
jntoa gale, Rain commenced and there 
being no signs of fair weather we prepared 
for a “ snug” night at Detlor’s wharf a few 
miles west of the Stone Mills. Our party 
were comfortably quartered, and the con- 
fusion of the elements outside only 
tended to increase the merriment within, 

At daybreak we were again op our way, 
the storm having subsided, and cloudy but 
pleasant weather succeeding. 

After a splondid run of four hours the 
domes and spires of the old Lime-stone City 
were tobe seen inthe distance. Kingston 
always presents a fine appearance from the 
water with its strongly-fortified harbor and 
bustling wharves, On nearing the city 
our eyes are attracted by the number of 
shipping in the harbor and the cyidenco of 
business on every hand. Whether or not 
the National Policy is producing its effects 
in Kingston we cannot say, but the dotted 
bay with its white winged craft dancing in 
the summer sunlight, and formidable-look- 
ing hulks discharging cargo at the quays, 
Partin Observer. a 

Haying hastily visited some of the public 
buildings, including the Military College 
at Point Frederick, we proceed down tho 
river to Gananoque, keeping the Canadian 
channel. Our route now runs through 
that strange intermixture of rock, foliage, 
water, trees, shadow and sunlight known 
as the “ Thousand Islands.” Enough has 
been written and published poncerning this 
group of islands at the head waters of tho 
St. Lawrence to make them by far the 
most famed of all natural archipelagos, 
but the finest descriptive touches have 
failed to picture that rare blending of earth, 
sky, and water, which gives to the behold- 
or an ever-varying Kaleidescope of won- 
drous beauty. To the accustomed travel- 
ler, each succeeding visit tothe Thousand 
Isles is fraught with fresh interest, new 
and charming features of landscape, hither- 
to unnoticed, rapidly unfolding themselves 
to the eye in bewildering profusion. To 
the geologist and botanist it is a fairy-land 
of wonder and alive with subjects of re- 
search. A few years’ time has effected 
considerable transformation in the appear- 
ance of many of these islands. Here, 
where a few years ago, little else was seen 
save Nature in her most magnificent as- 
pect, the hand of art is plainly visible on 
every hand. Superb cottage residences 
aud tasteful villas are thickly intermingled 
with the trees and shrubbery of the islands, 
and the colors of both nations sre seen 
floating from many a graceful minaret on 
the summit of an occasional granite rock, 
which until recently hung in lonely grand- 
our over tho waters ns they passed on in 
their mighty and resistleas sweep to the 
ocean, stands a palatial residenco, where’ 
some wealthy aristocrat of one of our great 
cities, has come with his family during the 
season to ** cool off. ” 

On the loneliest of islands yon see traces 
of recent camp fires, and tho numerous 
yachts and pleasure-skiffs darting in and 
out the numerous channels give an appear- 
ance of active life which contrast strangely 
with the solitude of former years, As to 
the pleasing nature of the camp, or other- 
wise, tastes will diffor, 

Certainly we have a royal right to ox- 
tract from nature her choicest sweets, but 
to tho lover of unadorned scenery the spell 
is broken. 

But we aro at Gananoque, and spend an 
hour rambling through its quiet strocts, 
which We presumo are unnsually qnict ow- 
ing to harvest operations in the surround. 
ing country. Embarking again, wo steam 
away for Brockyillo, passing Westminister 
Park and Aloxandria Bay in the distance, 
both of which places present a fine “ppear- 
ance with the afternoon sun reflecting on 
their towors, Receiving an occasional 
salute and dip of colors from our Amorican 
cousins a8 wo paasod thoir company places, 
our yacht arrived in Brockville in time to 
spend the evening. Our party ombraced 
the opportunity of viewing tho numerous 
fine public buildings of the town, togothor 
with its handsome churches. Brockville is

far from being behind tho times, and with 
its enterprising citizons alive and active 
bids fair to rival iany older towns, As 
our holidays are not to be spent in city life, 
wo bid Brockyillo a tomporary farewell 
about 10 a.m, on Friday the 16th, Passing 
numerous points of historic intorest on the 
Prescott, almost 
roral in its nestling boauty. Some of tho 
rosidonces hero aro nicoly situated, and 
tho churches are clustered noatly togethor 
ona rising ground. Tho signs of business 
aro not great, but we note some excellent 
stores, and a fino market building. We 
mot hore the steamer Alexandra homeward 
bound from Montreal,and had tho pleasure 
of exchanging greetings with soveral Bollo- 
villians, Turning around tho head of our 


rivor banks, wo roach 


yacht wo confront Ogdensburg and steam- 
ing quiotly across tho river wo approach 
tho city. 

Ogdensburg is an important port on the 
St. Lawrence, making abold front on the 
wator with extensive wharves and ware- 
houses. We alsonotice signs of manufactur- 
ing interests, On arriving at our docks we 
lose no time in making our way up State 
Stroot, somo of the ladies indulging in 
shopping, while others of the party, bent 
on soving the city, promenaded the beauti- 
ful walks with which the place abounds. 
Ogdensburg (like most American cities) 
has a smart, business-like air,while the spa- 
cious streets aro models of cleanliness and 
order, Tho stores on many of the princi- 
pal streots are extensive. Many of the 
private residences are very fine, and indi- 
cate business prosperity. Good water- 
works render invaluable aid to garden- 
culture, and the profusion of flower-beds, 
ornamental shrubbery, and well-kept 
boulevards surrounding the houses charm 
the visitor. We spent several pleasant 
hours in Ogdensburg, visiting numerous 
places of interest and returned to our 
yacht highly pleased with our entertain- 
ors, 

All being on board, our little craft is again 
stemming the swift current, bound up the 
river on our return trip. Tying up at 
Brockville for the night, we announced an 
“At Home,” and wore gratified at receiving 
visits from several friends. On the morn- 
ing of the 16th our course was shaped up 
the river again, and turning into the Amer- 
ican channel we ran for Alexandria Bay in 
a pelting rain-storm. Arriving at the latter 
place, the Thousand Island House was 
visited, and hurrying on, we soon came to 
an anchor at Wells’ Island. Despite the 
unfayorable weather which continued dur- 
ing Saturday night and Sunday, we found 
tho Thousand Island Park” well attend- 
ed, and all the services held interesting.

Str,—In Monday's issue of your paper is 
given an account of an accident which happen- 
ed to Stephen Collins,in which you state that 
he was taken to Dr. Murphy who did not con- 
sider his “‘ injuries as being apparently suf- 
ficient” to require medical aid. Now, in all 
justice, I think you should have scertained 
what my opinions were, before giving publi- 
city to such a report. 

The facts of the case are these ;—I first saw 
Mr. Collins at Lake & Jenkins office, from 
which pisos I accompanied him to his home, 
where I examined his injuries and did what 
was necessary for him, leaving him as com- 
fortable as possible under the circumstances, 
and with the understanding, that should the 
pain which would be indicative of the inflam- 
matory action resulting from internal and 
convealed injurics, manifest itself after a 
couple of hours, when the effects of the shock 
should have passed away, that I should again 
be sent for. Instoad of this being done, an- 
other medical gentleman was called in on the 
first approach of inflammatorysymptoms,and I 
saw nothing further of the case, not wishing 
to intrude myself knowing another was in 
attendance, 

I did not state that his injarios were unim- 
portant, neither did I while in attendance 
give any opinion as to the final result, nor 
was I asked ; but knowing that some timo 
must pe before serious effects could pos- 
sibly follow, after giving tho unfortunate 
mana cheering word to prepare him for 
what ho might have to suffer, I loft him ox- 
pecting to be summoned again at any moment, 
I would not havo noticed your reference to 
tho matter at all, only that it seemed to con- 
voy an impression not in accordance with the 
roal facts of the case, and moreover, tended 
to imply that I was responsible for the man's

The “Devil's Plant 


A Weev Witton nas een A Fanwen’s | 
Pest Proves ro pe Wort $10,000,000 a 
Yerax To trae Countny, 


Philadelphia Record. 

“Seo hyar, boy ; d'yo know wot posky 
fool owns that there truck patch ? 

Tho scone was the other side of Camdon, 
just on the borders of Cooper's Creek. It 
was aJersoy countryman that asked tho 
question, and as he spoke he pointed to a 
large tract of land thickly stubbed with | 
green plants. It was the sight of tho planta 
that inspired his disgust. Right before him 
was ono of tho finest pieces of ground in 
the neighborhood and yot what ho 
characterized asa ‘‘ darned old weed" had 
been allowed to take complote possession. 


This ‘ wood” is what is known in botani- 
cal langaago as tho Abutilon avicenne.” 
Every farmer knows it by sight, but fow 
would recognize it by ita aciontific name. 
To thom it is only a pest, and a bad ono at 
that. It makes its appearance among the 
corn, the potatoes, the berry bushes, in fact 
here, there, and everywhere, and no device 
known to the farmers will rid thom of it. 
If ono is pulled up another is sure to come 
inits place. It lot alono it will not stop 


growing untilit is head and shoulder 


above tho tallest of tall men. I[t will 
thrive in the hottest sun, and its seeds— 
for each plant scatters ounces promiscu- 
ously every season—have such a tenacious 
life that they will resist tho hardest frost. 
In fact, both plant and seeds will survive 
any amount of ill-treatment. ‘* Dovil’s 
Plant” is the sobriquet which many far- 
mors have given it, and ifan explanation is 
asked for they will solemnly aver their bo- 
lief that only the Evil One could have sad- 
died such a pest upon tho agricultural 
community. 

Yet the‘Devil’s Plant” has proved to bo 
a blessing in disguise,and a big one at that. 
From it can be produced a fibre infinitely 
superior to Indian jute. This discovery 
was brought about by a French gentleman, 
M. Emile Le Franc, who has resided in 
America for about nine years. Ho is an 
authority on fibrous plants, and has written 
several reports on the subject for the Na- 
tional Agricultural Department. During 
the Centennial he came to reside in Phila- 
delphia,and devoted some of his spare time 
in an examination of the fibrous plants o! 
New Jersey, The Abutilon avicenna at- 
tracted his attention, and a little investiga- 
tion brought him to the conclusion that the 
plant possessed no inconsiderable value. 
He commenced operating by a secret pro- 
cess of his own invention and found that 
the bark around tho straight stem contain- 
eda valuable fibro. With a little moro 
labor this fibro was brought to the condition 
required by manufacturers, and several to 
whom it was shown pronounced it equal to 
the jute imported by them from India. M. 
Le Franc also found that tho short fibres 
could be made into a new tissue which can 
be employed in the manufacture of a new 
fabric. 

This important discovery was not to be 
allowed toslumber, M. Le Franc reported 
it to the New Jersey Bureau of Statistics 
of Labor and Industries, and also determ- 
ined to go into the manufacture of jute and 
the raising of the “ Devil's Plant.” The 
Bureau gave its co-operation, and issued 
under its seal an offer from M. Le Franc 
pay $8 per ton for straight jute stalks. 
not less than three or four feot in length, 
delivered in Camden. ‘The circulac also 
advised farmers to go into the cultivation 
of the plant, and gave important informa- 
tion relative to the sowing of seeds, meth- 
ods of planting, and other particulars, 
This circular was the first information 
which tho Jersey agriculturists received of 
the price which was contained in their for- 
mer enemy. 


The cultivation of the ‘‘Deyil’s Plant” is 

to be generally followed in different parts 
of New Jersey. As tho plant is also to bo 
found in this State, it is anticipated that 
Pennsylvania farmers may find it to their 
profit to devote some attention to it, The 
discovery is calculated to have an import- 
ant effect upon the trade of the country. 
Its ultimate result will undoubtedly bo to 
render the United States independent of 
the world for a commodity which is costing 
our manufacturers fully $10,000,000 annu- 
ally. The total importations of hemp, flax, 
ramie, and jute into this country are yal- 
ued at over $30,000,000 a year. The jute 
alone represents one third of this amount. 
‘The supply comes exclusively from India, 
and the latters’ trade in it has become the 
leading siaple of Bengal. In this country 
jute is used for numberless purposes,among 
thom for rope and carpet bags. Itis also 
frequently mixed with linen in the manu- 
facture of cloths. England, and in fact 
the whole of Europe, are dependent upon 
the Indian plantations for their supply. 
Tho New Jersey Bureau is authority for 
the statement that ‘extensive jute manu- 
facturers of Philadelphia haye offered to 
buy any quantity at the highest jute mark- 
et price; that the long fibre is equivalent 
to that of the Calcutta prime jute, and that 
the manufacturers admit the superiority of 
the American variety over the imported.” 
In the face of this testimony it is not too 
much to hazard the opinion that ere many 
years America will not only supply the 
home domand for the staple, but will also 
be able to inauurate an export trade, At 
least s0 think those connected with the en- 
terprise. 
In April of last year the Record announ- 
ced that the Government of India had of- 
fered a premium of $25,000 to any indi- 
vidual or company which could invent the 
best machine for the preparation of ramine 
or Indian grass. The treatment of these 
plants in that country, as well as in China, 
is entirely by hand. This offer came to 
the notice of M. Le Franc, who has invent, 
ed a process which he claimed to be tho 
very thing for which the Indian Govern- 
ment is seeking, With this invention ho 
has prepared some American ramine, and 
produced a staple next in appearance to 
silk, He has also ascertained that the 
ramine plant isindigenous to the soil in 
this part of the country, and as it in regard 
to importation ranks next to jute, it can 
bo made to join with that plant in increas- 
ing tho wealth of the country. Imported 
Famine is oxtensiyely used in this country 
by manufacturers, who mix it with silk and 
and wove set Tt in also made into

M. Le Frano goes to India next eee 
submit his invention and claim the bounty 
from the Government. Should it bo ac- 
cepted, Brother Jonathan will have another

THE GREAT ITALIAN’S HOUSE,—HIS YANKEE 
VISITORS HIS FANTASTIC COSTUME, AND 
18 AMBITION TO DRAIN THE CAMPAGNA, 


New York Evening Post. 


A Century of Life. 


HABITS AND CHARACTERISTICS OF THE LATE 
CANON BEADON, 


; The London La in a recout issue, saya: 
Tho causos of life and death are, to some ox 
tent, identical. Influences which kill the 
wenk strengthen tho strong, and in the 
mutual reaction of a perfect constitution and 
a mode of life free from thon lethal inflacnces 
which no strength o' tution can resist 
may be found the secret of extreme longevity, 
The history of centenarians often illustrates 
this, but it is not often that the conditions of 
their existence can be rately kaown, Not 
long ago the death was announced, at the ago 
of 102, of the Rey Canon Beadon, of Stone. 
ham, the particulars of whose life aro in thin 
cepect of some interest, Born in tho year 
1777, ho suceeded his father in the living at 
Stoncham in 1812, tho living haying been held 
by the two, father and son, for morothan 100 
years. His ancestors presented examples of 
moderate, but not extreme longevity, his 
father having died at 80, and his mother at 
86. Canon Beadon was probably the last por- 
son living who remembered the Lord George 
Gordon riots. At the time (1780) he was 3 
years of age, and he distinctly recollected hav- 
ing been held up to the window by his nurse 
to so the soldiers in the streets, - His good 
health was almost uninterruptnd ; in early 
manhood he had a slight illness, the exact 
nature of which is diflicalt to ascertain, since 
it occurred in the year 1798, He was about 
tive fect nine inches in height, broad-ahoulder- 
ed and deep-chested, with very long arms and 
large bands, In early life he possessed great 
muscular power, which was well indicated 
by his fame. Even when long past 70 his 
strength of wrist was remarkable. He was 
fond of shooting and fishing; the former 
amusement he kept up till 94, the latter till 
98. When mtdslisesd he walked out 
shooting from morning till night, exposed 
to any amount of cold and wet, and com- 
pletely knocked up many younger men, He 
seemed quite impervious to the ailments to 
which ordinary men are subject. He hever 
knew what a headache or rheumatiem was, 
His digestion appeared perfect, and he could 
eat anything with impunity. He no‘ only 
ate heartily at every meal, Sat used often to 
eat biscuits, etc., between meals, Ho way a 
“moderate drinker”—by no means a total ab. 
stainer—and was to the last extremely fond 
of sweet thipgs, As he grew older his ste 
became slower, but he never tottered in his 


I call to mind an occasion when I was pre- 
sented to Garibaldi during his stay in Rome 
in 1875, A friend in the Italian army, who 
once had served under Garibaldi, brought 
about the meeting. We wero ushered into 
the house and couducted up a flight of steps 
into a lopg room where, atthe head of a long 
table, flanked on cither side by a row of 
chairs, sat Garibaldi. As we iivancet up 
one side of the room a party of gentlemen 
retreated down the other One of them 
lingered behind the others, wringing ‘‘tho 
General's” hand repeatedly, and with a fervor 
probably more conducive to ‘the Gencral’s’” 
montal gratification than to his material com- 
fort. He was dismissing my compatriot, in 
point of fact, in yery courteous phrase, 
couched in very good English, but none the 
less in what would have been to sensitive 
perceptions a very decisive manner. But my 
compatriot was thick skinned, aid impervi- 
ous evidently to the suspicion that the very 
hearty expressions of his admiration and 
esteem might possibly, in the long run, be: 
come rather a bore to the recipient thereof. 
Hearty they certainly were, and no doubt 
hoartfelt also, 

In the meantime I bad an opportunity of 
surveying Garbialdi aud his surroundings, 
The room was bare and guiltless of the ap- 
pearance of home-like comfort as an Italian 
could possibly wish a room of histobe It 
might haye been only an audience room, but 
it was unnecessarily bleak even for that pur- 

ose. Bebind Ganbaldi stood a womanin a 
Jaribaldi blouse, and two children, a ‘boy 
and girl. These were, as I afterwards learn- 
ed, tue person who was housekeeper to Gari: 
baldi and his son Manito at Caprera, and her 
children, to securo his property to whom 
Garibaldi has sued for the divorce from Sig- 
nora Raimondi. The little pirl was fair and 
pretty‘ the woman hard and coarse of tho 
most ordinary type of the Italian peasantry. 
Garibaldi himself, although I knew his health 
had long been poor, I had not expected to 
find so broken. He looked old, white-haircd, 
weathor-beaten, and bent ; his hands particu- 
cularly, much deformed by rheumatism. His 
costume was fantastic if nothing else. A long 
wide, black-and-white striped cloak ‘was 
worn, al’ Arabe, oyer the famous red _ skirt. 
Covering his head was a sort of smoking-cap 
of black velvet, gaily embroidered in colors. 
This cap he never removed, 

When he had at last succeeded in freeing 
himself from my loquacious countryman he 
returned to Maj. L——, and the ceremony of 
presentation and consequent hand-shaking 
having been gone through with, entered into 
a conversation with us about Rome and its 
environs, principally alluding to the drainage 
of the Campagna, the subject which, at the 
time soomed to be uppermost in his mind. 
He talked some little time about the desir- 
ableness of converting it from ite present bar- 
ren, malaria-stricken condition into the rich, 
healthy productiveness of former times, and 
oxpressed the pious wish that active measures 
might soon be taken to achiove this end, 
adding, nevertheless, that all could not be ac- 
complished at once, and that much had al 
ready been done by the Government since 
Rome had become the capital of United Italy, 
His manner was quict, unaffected and genial, 
His genoral oxpression full of kindness, to 
which the latent humor in his eyee, still 
bright and keen, gave an additional charm. 

Presently a'party of ladios, Americans again, 
came rustling in,piloted by a superb Capitano 
d’Artiglieria, Tews took our leave, The 
new comers stationed themselves about the 
head of the table, some standing,some sitting, 
and all armed with photographs of Garibaldi, 
in readiness for him to athx his signature ; a 
labor, which, considering the difficulty he has 
in writing in consequence of his rheumatism, I 
considered Very good-natured in him to per- 
form, Altogether, as we emerged from tho 
grounds of the villa and met more carriages 
approaching to deposit their loads, and 
thought of the handshaking, and photograph- 
signing, and listening to small-talk from pers 
feotly indifferent strangers which would ensue 
in Garibaldi’s room during the afternoon, and 
which would begin again on the morrow, and 
#o on ad infinitum while he remained in Romo, 
it struck me forcibly, if not originally, that 
celebrity and notoriety certainly have their

For somo mile and a half farther 
tho girl was tracked, in which distance sho 
croseed the branch twice, and having reach- 
ed the junction of the stream with the 
south fork she again crossed the stream, 
clambered up a high, almost perpendicular 
rock, and, overcome by tho excossive oxer- 
tions of the past few hours, lost her hold 
and fell thiry foot to the rocks and river 
below, crushing in a small portion of the 
skull in the upper part of her forehead. 
She was apparently instantly killed, and 
floated into an eddy of shallow water, 
where sho was found about 6:30 by the 
searchers, and after a little delay taken to 
her almost distracted parents.

DELLEVILLE, TAU 
The Governor General and the 
Princess. 


Tho announcement that the Governor 
General and the Princess Lovise will make 
a visit to Bolloville on or about the 20th of 
September, has boon received with tho 
greatest of satisfaction by tho residents of 
the city. Bolloyille and tho County of 
Hastings hayo always borne a high reputa- 
tion for their loyalty, and wo have no 
doubt that on tho occasion of the proposed 
vico-regal visit His Exoelloncy tho Gov- 
ernor General and his august spouse, tho 
daughter of our Queen, thoy will beroceived 
with a welcome truly loyal in its character, 
In order to effect this object, proparations 
must be made, and theso cannot bo com- 
menced too soon. So far as the public 
welcome is concerned, that may safely be 
left in the hands of tho City Council, 
which the Mayor informs us will 
be called together s0 soon as the date 
of tho visit can be exactly ascor- 
tained and other necessary particulars, 
such as the length of time which the Vice- 
rezal party can pass in our city can be 
Joarnod ; for it would be manifestly avsurd 
to prepare a programme one-half of which, 
perhaps, could not be witnessed by tho au- 
gust personages for whose entertainment it 
would be intended. Should it be, as we 
hope it may, that the Viceregal party can 
devote several hours to “doing” Belleville, 
thergcan be no doubt that a demonstration 
can be arranged for which will be gratifying 
to tho representatives of royalty, and a 
ovedit to the City and County—tho Corpo- 
ration of which will no doubt take part in 
the demonstration. It has already been 
suggested that the Marquis and Princess 
should visit tho Institution for the Deaf and 
Domb, which will then be open ; that they 
should visit the Central School, and Albert 
University, if in session ; that the Regatta 
of the Bay of Quinte Yacht Club should be 
held on the day of their arrival, and that 
they should witness tho start ; that a grand 
procession of military and firemen should 
be held in their honor, &c., &e., &e, All 
this and doubtless more can be arranged 
for, there being positively no limit to the 
loyal enthusiasm of our people. The only 
quostion is as to the duration of the visit ; 
and that wo hope will speedily be arranged 
for, as the Mayor is now in correspond- 
ence with Major DeWinton, the Private 
Secretary of the Governor General, and 
will doubtless receive the desired informa- 
tion within a few days. Meanwhile we ad- 
vise the citizens to prepare so far as possi- 
ble for the auspiciovs occasion — advice 
we doubt not they will readily follow.

of our excursion through tho Ridean Navi. 


What is generally called the Rideau 
Canal, as your readers are aware, connects 
the eastern ond of Lake Ontario at King- 
ston with the Ottawa River at Ottawa. 
The whole distance of 126} miles is made 
up of natural inland navigation, with the 
exception of 164 miles of artificial canal at 
different points along the route. There 
aro 47 locks between the two extremities of 
the canal. On leaving Kingston 14 of 
these locks lift a distance of 165 ft. 
4 in. to the highest water, which 
Upper Rideau Lake, or the 
summit level of the navigation. As far as 
this lake the route is by the Cataraqui 
River. On leaving the summit the route 
passes to Ottawa by the Rideau River, the 
remaining 33 locks making a descent of 
292 ft. Sin. to the level of the Ottawa. 
The largest body of water on the route is 
the lower Rideau Lake, which is 19} miles 
long and in several places two or three 
miles wide. The maximum depth of water 
for yoasels passing through the canal is 44 
feet, much less than the new canals on tho 
St. Lawrence, which latter fact is pointed 
to as the chief cause of the great decrease 
in traflic on the Rideau. 

With an experienced pilot on board, 
Monday afternoon found us wending our 
way through the delightful intricacies of 
the Cataraqui River, stopping to take more 
than a passing glance at the magnificent 
scenery around Kingsten Mills, where the 
G. T. R. has a substantial bridge over tho 
canal. From thence our yacht pursued 
her course through long winding channels 
of clear water, skirted with huge masses of 
rocks on either shore, and thickly inter- 
spersed with small islands. 

The river gradually widening, we find 
ourselves in another veritable “Lake of 
1,000 Isles.” The bright foliage and wild 
flowers of the Islands are reflected in the 
calm, smooth water through which we are 
gliding, and as we boldly steer through ob- 
scure and difficult passages, new features 
of landscape are opened up, each succeed” 
ing one more beautiful than the Jast. Want 
of space forbids us dwelling on the beauties 
of the Cataraqui, and hastening on we ar- 
rive at Jones’ Falls, 29 miles from Kingston, 
Here tho wild and romantic nature of the 
scenery surpasses all description. On one 
side of the immense ravine you can stand 
and watch the course of the river below 
through lengthy and charming stretches of 
country, variegated here and there with 
dense forests, and dotted with farm houses. 
To your right and almost hidden in a thick 
mass of wild vegetation are the falls, tumb- 
ling over the rocks with a ceaseless roar, 
while at your feet are the gigantic break- 
water and locks. We remained at thi: 
teresting spot until the following morning. 
Tuesday was tho first hot day since leaving 
home, but as we had during the morning 
the cooling breezes of the upper and lower 
Rideau Lakes, comfort was not interfered 
with. Keeping steadily along our course 
the country gradually changes, and assumes 
amore level and uninteresting character.

Piling up the Hxpenses. 


True to tho record which they have 
mado for themsclyes, the majority of 
our ity Councillors go on piling up the 
oxponses, soomingly regardless of the fact 
that tho rato of taxation is increasing year 
by yoar, and that tho burden is already 
hoavior than most people can bear. No 
offort seems to bo mado to reduco expenses 
in quarters whero it is quite possible to 
make a reduction, and hence it is that not 
only are many local improvements which 
ought to be made, and could bo carriod 
out without the expenditure of a single 
dollar in addition to the amount now 
loyied, left undone, but Aldermen go on 
adding to tho annual expenditure with a 
rocklossness which is surprising, apparent- 
ly without a thought of the future. 

Onr stroots and sidewalks aro not in the 
condition in which they ought to bo; - 
wator famino oxiats in somo parts of the 
city during several months each 
year, but no offort is mado ro- 
lieve it; and in many other ways 
tho publio interosts are neglected, tho 
reason assignod boing that there is no 
money to devote to such purposes. Even 
tho sinking funds which ought to bo levied 
for, haye no existence, and no provision is 
made for them, the object being to keep 
the rato of taxation within the bounds pre- 
scribed by law, which otherwise could not 
bo dono, taking the presont extravagant rate 
of expenditure into account. It} fis §far 
facts, but a sonso of duty to tho ratepay- 
ors—a desire to open the eyes of the tax 
payors to the true stato of their affairs 
without wearying our readers with a long 

array of figures which many of them would 
shrink from considering — obliges us to 
make a plain brief statement of the truth. 

Another burden of $100 per annum was 
saddled upon the ratepayers by the action 
of the Council on Monday nightin adding 
that amount to the salary of the Street 
Surveyor. Some ofthe more extravagant 
of the ‘City Fathers” would haye added 
another $50 to this sum, but this was op- 
posed, finally a compromise was effected, the 
addition of $120 being made. As a divi- 
sion was taken in Council, we give herewith 
tho division list,so that the ratepayers may 
see for themselves who it is that is so gen- 
erons with their money ;

Here we may state that hostility towards 
Mr, Taylor has had no influence in dictat- 
ing our remarks. On the contrary, we en- 
tertain the most friendly feeling towards 
that gentleman. But the pay, we hold, is 
too large for the duties required of the 
Street Surveyor. Some years ago Mr. John 
Thompson, who was then Street Surveyor, 
and a very worthy officer, had his salary 
cut down from $500 to $400. The cost of 
living was at that time so high that $500 
was then, as Alderman Potrie very properly 
pointed out, not equivalent to $400 now, 
True, the duties are more onerous now than 
when Mr, Thompson held office, but the 
increase in the amount of salary to $500, 
taking into account the vastly greater pur- 
chasing power of money at this time than it 
was five years ago, renders the office much 
more desirable than it was when Mr. Tay- 
lor was appointed. The plausible excuse 
that is offered by some of the Alder- 
men for the increase of the salary attached 
to the office of Street Surveyor is that the 
salaries of some of the other Corporation 
officials are higher in proportion to the 
duties they have to perform. If such be 
the case—and quite possibly it is—the pro- 
per way to remedy such inequality would 
be to lower the salaries which are too high, 
instead of Jeveling up to them. The pre- 
sent time is most inopportune for such a 
procedure as increasing expenses which can 
be kept down, Rather let the Aldermen 
address themselves to decreasing the annual 
expenditure wherever it is now too high, 
apply such of the money as can be so saved 
to the accomplishment of works which aro 
absolutely necessary, and with proper at- 
tention to their duties they may find not 
only that they are able to meet all neces- 
sary expenditure, but to decrease taxation 
next year as well. 

We advise the ratepayers to watch care- 
fully the proceedings of Council and to 
deal with their present representatives at 
the end of the term in such manner as their 
conduct deserves, regardless of personal or 
political considerations.

as will necessitate hor being fought _differ- 
ently from any other war ship. Hor do- 
sign was dosoribed by tho lato Mr. Ward 
Hunt, in the House of Commons on the 
12th of March, , a8 being “of a kind 
as yot unknown in any part of the world 
but which have been much talked about, 
and has boon at last forced upon me by that 
gallant officer, who stands at the head of 
tho vetoran list of the navy-viz, Sir George 
Satorius, who has shown that although bis 
ayo is great his mind is still youthful, and 
inouleate them,” The leading features of 
the Polyphemus are a strong ram bow, a 
powertel torpeda battery, great speed and 
handiness, modorate size, and a small ex- 
tent of surface above the water exposed to 
tho enemy's fire, such portion of the vessel 
as is above tho wator-line being convex in 
form, so as to deflect any projectilo that may 
strike it. Tho appearance she will present 
whon at sea will be that of a cylinder float- 
ing on its side and deoply immersed, which 
is tapered at the ends to form a bow 
and atern. Tho top of the cylinder will be 
4 ft. 6 in, abovo the water-lino, and flatton- 
ed oylindrical surface, will be plated oyer 
with steel armor, and will coyer in and 
protect tho ship and all her machinery and 
fighting appliances. Tho ship proper as 
sho will thus appear will bo surmounted by 
a light structure carrying a hurricane deck 
of about two-thirds hor length, and upon 
this deck will be seen a signal-mast, funnel, 
pilot tower, boats, and other fittings. Un- 
der water the form of the Polyphemus is as 
strange as it will thus appear aboye, The 
cylindrical curvature of tho sides is 
carried down several feet below the water- 
line and armor-plated to that depth. Below 
this point the section assumes a V form, 
and ends in a sharp angle at the keel. It 
will therefore be seen that a complete cross 
section of the vessel is very similar to that 
of apeg-top, The flattened convex curva- 
ture of the upper part of the peg-top would 
represent the part of the Polyphemus that 
is above water, and the lower portion, 
which ends in a point, would also represent 
tho part of the ship that is below water. 
If the peg-top be imagined to float in the 
water at a depth below where its breadth 
is greatest, and where the section thus 
begins to curve towards the centre line, a 
rough idea may be obtained both of the 
form and proportions of the above and un- 
der water parts of the Polyphemus. 

Tho Polyphemus is 240 ft. long between 
perpendiculars, 40 ft, in extrome breadth, 
and will have a load draught of 20 ft. Her 
displacement will be 2,640 tons. The con- 
vex armored deck will bo 4 ft. 6 in. above 
the water-line, and will be completely plat- 
ed over with steel armor 3 in. thick, This 
armor will be carried to a depth of 6 ft. to 
7 ft. below the water-line. Tho Polyphem- 
us will not be fitted with masts or wale, but 
will carry a pole for signalling pu and 
for making observations from. She will be 
propelled by twin screws, and will have two 
pairs of hig! Fae compound horizontal 
engines, which are being constructed by 
Messrs. Humphreps & Tennans, of Dept- 
ford. Each high-pressure cylinder will be 
38 in. in diameter, and the low-prossure 64 
in. The stroke will be 45in. The boilers 
will be of the locomotive type, twelve in 
number, and will be made Piteal They 
will work up to a pressure of 110 lb. per 


square inch. It is estimated that the en- 
gines will indicate a collective power of 
5,600 horses, and that the sp of the

Remectat ram bow and Whitehead torpedos, 

he will have no guns at all, except a fow 
light shell guns and gatlings on the hurri- 
cane deck for the purpose of repelling boat 
or torpedo attack. The ram wil consist of 
avery strong spur, which will project 12 
feet in advance of the stem of the ship,and 
is so placed that it will strike several feot 
below an enemy's armor. It will be con- 
nected in the stem and bow by deep webb 


being « continuation of the 3 in. deck or- 
mor, which is curved downwards at tho 
bow and carried under water till it reaches 
¢ The spur is being 
fitted so that it may be unshipped and 
taken off the stem when not re- 
quired for oan use. Under the 
ram is a torpedo port, which will enable 
Whitehead torpedoes to be ejected right 
ahead of the ship. Thero aro also two tor- 
pedo ports on cach side amidships, from 


sides. The ports and apparatus for work- 
ing the torpedoes will be upon the system 
fitted in the Vesuvius and Glatton. All 
the torpedo ports are below water, but it is 
understood that this underwater attack will 
be supplemented by torpedo firing above 
water from the armored deck, upon the 
system adopted in ordinary torpedo iron- 
clads. Above the armor-plated portion of 
the hull a hurricane deck is fitted for about 
two-thirds of its length. This deck is about 
one-half the extromo breadth of the ship. 
Theo Polyphemus is built throughout of 
steel. The frames aro of Bessemer, and the 
bottom plating of Landoro-Siemens steel. 
She is constructed upon the usual system 
of transverse brackot frames and continuous 
longitudinals, and has a double bottom the 
whole length of the ship right up to the 
upper deck. The subdivision of the lower 
part of the ship into small watertight com- 
partments has been carried as far as appears 
ible. ‘The cabins and accommodation 
‘or the crew will all be below the armored 
deck, and will bo ventilated artificially, as 
in the iron-clad monitors, They will be 
li hted throughout by the olectric light, 
which lready being titted in several iron- 
clads, and is likely to become extensively 
used for this purpose. An electric light 
will also be fixed in the look-out on the 
polemast, for reconnoitering and signalling 
purposes, 
_ Tho most remarkable and novel feature 
in the ship yet romains to be described, 
The bottom plating on each side, instead 
of ending in a keel, or flat keel plate in the 
middle line, is formed into & recess; 60 that 
in place of a keol thero is a rectangular 
groove, 1 foot 8 inches wide and 3 foot 
deep, taken ont of the bottom of tho ship. 
This groove or recess is intended to be fill- 
ed with cast iron ballast up to a woight of 
300 tons. Tho ballast will be cast in sev- 
oral longths, and will be so attached to the 
ship that, in the event of 4 compartment 
becoming bilged, and its being desirable 
to lighton the ship, the ballast can bo let 
go and groped from any part, as may bo 
required, Tho draught and trim may thus 
be regulated to a certain limited oxtont 
should the veasol bo damaged in action, 
This is « point that will probably bo dis- 
cussed among onginoors, The objoot in 


carrying tho ballast seoms to be to koop 
the ship down in tho water, and provent 
the deck from becoming too much exposed 


whon tho ship iv uninjured; but should she 
become still further immerscd from any 


cauro, the dropping of tho ballast will 
somewhat roliove and lighten her, Tho

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7. ‘ In the belt FE, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
‘of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. ‘The terms of sale of pro-emptions through- 
out the several belts, B, é D and E shall be as 
follows, viz.: Four-tenths of the purchase money, 
together with interest on the latter, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. annum, to be paid at the end 
of three yeara from the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal- 
ments from and after the said , with interest 
at the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchase money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment, 

9. “The terms of sale of raliway lands to be 
uniformly as follows, viz.; One-tenth in cash at 
the time of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
annual instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, either for Pep penptions or for railway 
lands proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants. 

10, All entries of lands shall be subject to 
the following proyisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz. : i 

‘a. In tho case of the railway crossing land 
entered as a homestead, the right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government, 

6. Where the railway crosses pre-emptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner shall only be en- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate peracre as he may 
have paid the Government for the same, 

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of which Byte the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12, “@laims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the time of such acttlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the futuro over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the lands in the parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated. 

13. ‘ All entries after the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as provisional until the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula- 
tions, as the same may apply to the particular 
belt in which such may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘* The above regulations it will, of courne, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson's Bay Company lands. 

‘Any further information nec may be 
obtained on application at the Dominion Lands 
Office, Ottawa, or from the agent of Dominion 
Lands, Winnipeg,or from any of the local agents 
in Manitoba or the Territories, who are in pos- 
session of maps showing the limits of the sever- 
al belts above referred to, » supply of which 
maps will, as soon aa possible, be placed in the 
hands of the said agents for’ general distribu- 
tion.”

The Deadlock in Quebec. 


A crisis has been caused in the political 
affairs of this Province by the refusal of the 
Upper Houso to pass the Supply Bill. Tho 
ground upon which this unusual and ex- 
treme, though apparently not uncalled for 
stop havo been taken by tho Legislative 
Council, are thus stated in the resolutions, 
which were adopted on a division by a vote 
of 15 to 7 :— 

“1st. Because the Government has not either 
by economy or retrenchment, or by judicio 
development of our resources, made up the d 
ficit, but, on the contrary, has allowed it so in. 
crease, and because it has not yet been able to 

rovide the ways and means, at the same time, 

meet ordinary expenditure, obligations al- 

incurred, and payments to become due on 

wabllc works in progress ; 2nd. Because the 

vernment does not possess sufficient elements 

of confidence and srengtl to efficiently adminis- 

ter the affairs of this vince, and that the 

abandonment of its chief measures is an avowal 

that it is unable to satisfy the requirements of 
the country.” 

Commenting on the situation the Mont- 
real Gazette, with a full knowledge of tho 
facts saya :—‘‘Suspending the supplies 
must always be an invidious act for an 
Upper House, and one incurring a certain 
amount of odium. But the deadlock in 
tho Assembly has come to such a pitch that 
public opinion demands the application of 
a constitutional check. Ourrepresentatives 
cannot sit forever biting their thumbs at

It was evident, from tho 
declarations of Mr Joly, that his policy an- 
nounced to the House in the speech from 
the Throne had to be abandoned, at the 
demand of two or threo of his irro- 
sponsible followers—that he could not 
or would not carry out his promises made 
on public matters in tho vacation, as in. 
stanced by his abandonment of his written 
pledgos to the promoters of the Lako St. 
John Railway and other matters, It was 
shown by the Gowen investigation that the 
commonest principles of prudence and ad- 
ministrative management wore disregarded 
by some of his colleagues. It was beyond
